THE INTERSTATE COTTONSEED 
CRUSHERS’ CONVENTION. 


Only the minor details remain to be 
settled before the Interstate Cottonseed 
Crushers’ Association will be ready to 
welcome its members and guests for 
the seventeenth annual convention, 
which is to be held in Chicago, June 
23-25. It may seem more or less of a 
platitude to bespeak for this convention 
the largest attendance and the closest 
affiliation of interests, but the plans of 
the officials and committees of the as- 
sociation seem to offer every reason- 
able prospect that this year’s meet- 
ing will be crowned with the hap- 
piest of associations and the most 
helpful realizations of trade benefits. 
Chicago may be counted upon to ful- 
fill its hospitable function with every 
manifestation of pride and apprecia- 
tion. The Western metropolis has 
within the last few years risen to a 
place of prestige and power in the cot- 
tonseed industry, which has been at- 
tained chiefly as the result of. the 
growing consumption of the oil in lard 
compounds within its borders. The 
city is well situated as a rendezvous 
for the crushing and other interests, 
and aside from the advantage of loca- 
tion and the impressiveness of its com- 
mercial activity, it offers unusual op- 
portunities for the entertainment and 
diversion of the attendants and their 
guests, and provides them with splen- 
did facilities for the continuation of 
their vacations, if the trip to Chicago 
and the convention are to be considered 
as the first stages of respite from their 
daily toils. 

The plans for the 1913 convention of 
the Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ As- 
sociation were formulated so as to avoid 
any conflict with the meetings of the 
Oil Mill Superintendents’ Association 
at Little Rock, Ark., on June 11-13, and 
of the National Expeller Cottonseed 
Crushers’ Association at Oklahoma 
City, Okla., on June 17-18, and the of- 
ficials of the inter-State association 
are hopeful that many of the attend- 
ants at the earlier conventions will find 
it to their advantage to participate 
in the proceedings of the Chicago meet- 
ing, investing the latter with more 
than the usual interest and importance. 
A feature of considerable moment to 
the Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ 
Convention is the meeting of the 
Rules Committee on June 20 and 21, for 
which suggestions for the considera- 
tion of the committee are urged in ad- 
vance of the meeting. The year has 
been one of encouragement and pros- 
perity to the cottonseed crushing in- 
dustry, and the prices realized for oil 
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as. well as for cake and meal have 
marked a high record. Under such 
favorable trade conditions the ap- 
proaching convention merits the best 
support of every one identified with 
the industry. If individual advantages 
have been enjoyed during the year, 
the association interests should reap 
some of the benefits and the general 
cause be strengthened by the closer 
harmony and broader co-operation of 
the working units. The Reporter, 
which is the official organ of the In- 
terstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion, will follow its usual custom and 
publish the stenographic proceedings of 
the convention in its issue following 
the close of the meeting. 





REGISTRATION OF SALES AND 
PURCHASES UNDER THE NEW 
YORK ANTI-COCAINE LAW. 


With the registration of all sales and 
purchases of cocaine, eucaine, their 
salts, compounds, solutions and prod- 
ucts, now compulsory under the New 
York State statute, manufacturers, 
dealers and other handlers of the drugs 
in question have been confronted with 
a problem of no mean complexity in 
fulfilling the provisions of the law in 
this important detail. Members of the 
trade with whom the Reporter has been 
in touch have expressed their uncer- 
tainty as to the exact form in which 
the essential details of registration 
should be covered. In some of the 
submitted forms there was shown 
more or less difference of opinion as 
to the significance of the statute re- 
garding certain specifications which in 
the wording of the act may have 
seemed somewhat involved for lay 
construction. With the purpose of 
clarifying any of the ambiguous 
points and evolving a model set of 
forms which would meet every require- 
ment of the law, the Reporter has, with 
the co-operation of Assistant District 
Attorney Delehanty, of New York. 
county. author of the State anti-cocaine 
act, prepared forms for the registration 
of sales and purchases which are print- 
ed in the news columns of this issue, 
and which. with the approval of this 
authority, may be accepted for the au- 
thentic guidance of the trade. 

Under the registration of sales, there 
are required the serially numerical 
count of entry, date of sale, quantity, 
name and form of the article, name 
and address of the purchaser, name of 
person filling the order, name of per- 
son making the entry, description of 
package or container, the statement 
to the effect that the article was an 
original and sealed package, that the 
seals were undamaged and unbroken, 
with the labels attached as prescribed 
by Jaw and not in any manner de- 
faced or damaged; how delivery was 
made and the signature of the person 
bv whom the order was filled. The 
last-named provision was included to 
provide the basis for official authentica- 
tion of the sale such as might be serv- 
iceable as a court record. This detail 
could not be satisfied by the filling in 
of the blanks under the name of the 
person filling the order or the one 
making the entry, as the work of mak- 
ing the various entries, it was believed, 
would be generally delegated to one of 
clerical capacity. 

Under the registration of purchases, 
nearly all of the provisions are sim- 
ilar to those named in the previous 
paragraph. The exceptions in the pur- 
chase record are the omission of the 
numbering of the entries and the men- 
tion of the particular place where the 
article in question is to be kept, with 
notation of any change in its location, 
which notation should bear the initials 
of the one making the entry. The sig- 
nature of the purchaser is also re- 
quired for the same reason as indi- 
cated in connection with the signature 
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of the person by whom the order was 
filled in the record of sale. The state- 
ment as to the condition of package 
must be repeated against each entry 
of sale or purchase. 

In the event of sales being made in 
the form of the substance as pur- 
chased, the records of sales and pur- 
chases should work out to a balancing 
degree, but the act does not purport 
to cover the withdrawal of cocaine or 
eucaine from a manufacturer’s stock 
for use in a product or compound to 
be made by him so long as the prepara- 
tion remains in his care. It has been 
suggested that separate records of such 
withdrawals be kept to bridge any 
seeming variance between the official 
sales and purchases registrations. 

The statute places the limit of law- 
ful possession of cocaine or eucaine 
by a retail druggist or a hospital, at 
five ounces, a provision, the signifi- 
cance of which should be recognized 
by those engaged in the sale of the 
article, 'as sellers in excess of this 
quantity would find the law equally 
effective against them as against those 
condemned with illegal possession. 

All records of sales and purchases of 
the proscribed drugs under the act are 
to date from June 12, 1913. 





NEW PRICE LAURELS FOR LEMON 
OIL. 


On the occasion of our previous edi- 
torial consideration of the lemon oil 
market about a month ago, the bullish 
trend of values found expression in the 
probable realization of a further sharp 
appreciation, a $4 basis being regarded 
as within reasonable prospects. The 
attainment of this level has been a 
significant development of the week; 
in fact, the market was not content to 
stop at that point, for following a 
moderate amount of sales at $4, dealers 
found no difficulty in maintaining 
$4.25, while for some of the favored 
brands the range extended to $4.75. 
The extraordinary position of the mar- 
ket is exemplified when one recalls the 
sensational flurry as a sequence of the 
Messina earthquake, late in 1908, a 
basis of $3 being the climactic mater- 
jalization on spot. This extremity of 
values was assailed, as soon as the 
first stages of excitement had been 
spent, and by the following March the 
reaction had been carried below the 
dollar mark, which was not destined 
to be reached again until April, 1911. 
The next dollarstone in the course of 
the market was passed last Novem- 
ber, with the year closing at $2.10. 
There was a keen spurt with the turn 
of the year, and before the close of 
the opening month the marke: stood 
at $3. The tendency has been almost 
persistently upward since, arrivals of 
new oil being the only occasion for 
a temporary setback. 

The establishment of a $5 market is 
now believed to be within the same 
bounds of probability as have been 
borne out by the realization of a $4 
level. According to a late cablegram, 
19s. 6d, had been paid for prompt ship- 
ment from the primary center, and cn 
this basis the spot parity would work 
out to about $4.75, with no consider- 
ation of the duty question. It is a 
matter of nearly six months before 
new oil comes upon the local market, 
and how the limited holdings, inci- 
dental to a crop forty per cent. of a 
normal yield, can be made to eke out 
half a year’s requirements is a ques- 
tion of seemingly potent significance 
upon the next few months’ develop- 
ments. Contributing “to a marked de- 
gree to the bullish events which have 
been associated with the 1912 crop has 
been the element of primary specula- 
tion. Contracts which might have 
proved difficult of fulfillment even on 
an average production went seriously 
by default on the actual outturn, as 
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well as by the financial embarrassment 
of a house which had played the short 
end of the market to the heaviest 
extent. “Squeezing” the short inter- 
ests has been an enlivening feature of 
the primary situation, and while the 
opportunity for a continuation of these 
tactics has narrowed of late, it is said 
that efforts are still being made for 
the settlement of some of the earlier 
contracts on a cash basis. 

There is, however, one phase of the 
speculation characteristic of the mar- 
ket that is well sustained, namely, that 
concerning new crop offers. While 
there is more than the usual margin 
between prompt and forward tenders, 
the latter position is apparentlv one to 
afford the selling end a r .s.nably 
safe basis. New crop oil ‘7: been 
offered on a late cable at 12s. 6d., ap- 
proximately $3, as the import cost 
without duty. This represents an ad- 
vance of 3s. over the opening of the 
new crop options here. Local dealers 
have naturally followed an unusually 
conservative attitude on new crop 
bookings at this record range, and a- 
policy of equal caution is urged upon 
the consuming trade, with a view of 
permitting primary conditions to reach 
a reasonably determining status and 
minimizing the element) of risk in new 
engagements. According to late ad- 
vices, the progress of the fruit crop 
has been favorable, with the promise 
of a fairly good yield of oil. With the 
likelihood that old stocks will have 
been brought to a state bordering on 
depletion by the time new supplies are 
ready for the market, it is but reason- 
able to presuppose that early replen- 
ishment will be at relatively high 
limits, even if the crop should prove 
a full one. It is after the more press- 
ing wants have been satisfied that the 
market is calculated to find its true 
economical adjustment, a development 
for which the more fortunate buyer 
may safely abide his time. On the 
theory of some of the leading local 
houses a fair valuation of lemon oil 
under the present and early prospective 
conditions is placed at about $2, a 
basis to encourage a free scope of im- 
port operations and to insure a ready 
outlet for consumption. In a market 
that has developed such keen specu- 
lative tendencies as lemon oil within 
the last few years, there may be many 
a slip between promise and reality. 





PAINT MAKING AND COLOR

For some months past we have been 
publishing in the issues of the Reporter 
a series of articles which, from a prac- 
tical standpoint, is one of the most 
valuable that has ever been printed 
for paint and color manufacturers, 
paint grinders and others interested in 
present day methods of paint making 
and the materials used therein.

which was frequently worse than use- 
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less, because even if it might be cor- 
rect, it bore no relation to economic 
values, which are so important when 
manufacturing problems are consid- 
ered. There were some other works 
written by chemists who treated the 
question of paint making from the 
analytical standpoint and not from the 
point of view of the practical paint 
maker, who must adapt his work to 
commercial conditions and produce re- 
sults that will give materials that can 
be sold at a profit and give satisfac- 
tion to the purchasers. 

About the end of last year we were 
fortunate in being able to arrange for 
the series of articles on Paint Mak- 
ing and Color Grinding, that was be- 
gun in the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter of January 27, and has con- 
tinued in every issue since then. The 
author is a practical paint manufac- 
turer who has had charge of the paint 
making, color grinding and kindred 
processes in one of the largest paint 
factories in the country for many 
years, ¢ nd is now engaged in the man- 
ef paint specialties, so that 
:oughly conversant with the 
and up-to-date methods 
employed by the leading paint ao 
facturers of the country. vemgebih 
not a chemist, he has a practical en - 
ing knowledge of paint chemis E 
which enables him to speak of the = 
jects treated in these articles from the 
chemical standpoint—yet it is the prac- 
tical, manufacturing side of the seat § 
tion which has always predominated.

cast. But the Reporter believes that in 
thus giving its readers the practical 
manufacturing details of Paint Making 
and Color Grinding it is benefiting the 
trade at large far more than it may 
be harming the few who had hoped 
that the various processes 80 clearly 
described, might be kept as cherished 
secrets. 

Although not logically the first topic 
which might have been considered, 
these articles began with China wood 
oil and casein paints, and then treated 
of the white pigments, including 
white lead, zinc white, lithopone, etc., 
as well as the so-called extenders, 
fillers or inert pigments, all of which 
have been very fully discussed, and 
methods given for their preparation, 
and their uses from the standpoint of 
paint value and paint economy. The 
various colored pigments were taken 
up, each one being treated in a prac- 
tical manner, so that the reader might 
understand its peculiarities, and the 
reasons for employing a_ different 
treatment for one than for another.

These will be 
up-to-date in every particular and will 
be similar in character to the formulas 
used by the leading paint manufac- 
turers of the country, and will be ex- 
pressed in such practical terms that 
any man familiar with the processes 
of paint grinding should be able to 
follow them and produce satisfactory 
results. In these formulas the ques- 
tion of cost and selling price will be 
carefully considered, so that they will 
be eminently practical in every re- 
spect. With these additions Paint 
Making and Color Grinding, when it is 
published in book form, will be with- 
out the least doubt, one of the most 
valuable books for any one interested 
in paint or color manufacturing, that 
has ever been published.

Hugh Rollin will 
remain in this country, devoting all 
his time to the interest of the com- 
pany.

The numerous instances of alleged 
error in taking bichloride of mercury 
that have become public of late, 
has prompted City Councilman Gar- 
land of the Third Ward, Baltimore, to 
introduce an ordinance to. restrict 
the sale of the substance. In addition 
to prescribing rigid rules to govern the 
sale of bichloride of mercury, the ordi- 
nance is to contain a clause to regulate 
in a way the sale of all other danger- 
ous or highly poisonous substances, 
such as carbolic acid and similar com- 
pounds. It is the purpose of Couyncil- 
man Garland to provide safeguards of 
some sort, either by requiring that 
they be put up in bottles of special 
shape or by curtailing the freedom 
with which such dangerous agents may 
be purchased. The restrictive legis- 
lation may take both forms so as to 
afford a maximum of protection. It 
has been suggested that Baltimore fol- 
low the plan alleged to be operatiye in 
some of the New York hospitals, where, 
according to report, small bells are at- 
tached to all bottles containing poison- 
ous compounds.

Ninth Revision of U. S. P. Publication 


Plans.

Philadelphia, June 12, 1913. 


Plans for the publishing and distribu- 
tion of the ninth revision of the United 
States Pharmacopcia were considered at 
a meeting of the Board of Trustees in this 
city on Friday and Saturday last.

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Farbenfabriken Company Takes Up 
Issue in Trust and Damage Charge 


Action.

Philadelphia, June 12, 1913. 


The first legal reply of the Farbenfabri- 
ken of Elberfeld Company to the attack 
commenced a week ago upon it by several 
prominent representatives of the textile 
industry, who allege a monopoly to the 
detriment of their respective business and 
heavy damages, was the granting of a 
rule by Judge Thompson in the United 
States District Court here on Friday to 
show cause why the return of service of 
the writ of summons should not be set 
aside. This rule is granted on the follow- 
ing plaintiffs, who are James Dobson, 
trading as John & James Dobson; Rambo 
& Regar, Inc., and the Nolde & Horst 
Company, 

The dye concern attacks the return of 
service on the ground that the summons 
was not served on the proper officials or 
agents of the corporation, and also that 
the return is technically defective on its 
face. ‘The German corporation further 
declares that the return does not show, 
as alleged, that the concern was trans- 
acting business or that it had an office 
or place of business in Pennsylvania. 


No other move of a public nature has 
materialized on either side during the 
past week, since these three individuals 
entered suits under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. Other suits which it was inti- 
mated would be brought against the Ger- 
man concern by American textile inter- 
ests, it is now believed, will not be filed 
until the way has been cleared by those 
already instituted and which will not be 
tried before fall.

American Naval Stores Company 
Affairs. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Savannah, Ga., June 10, 1913. 


Since the suspension of the American 
Naval Stores Company and the placing 
in charge of its affairs by the creditors 
a committee for the purpose of liquidation 
satisfactory results have been shown. 
More than $3,000,000 of the $4,300,000 se- 
cured indebtedness has been discharged 
and’it is stated through M. A. O’Byrne 
that the Creditors’ Committee expects to 
liquidate in full within the next six or 
eight weeks all of the secured indebted- 
ness and have a cash balance left in 
their hands from the sales of rosin which 
was held by banks, a security to apply 
on the unsecured debts of the company. 


From the figures contained in the state- 
ment below, which was recently received 
from the auditors of the company, and 
which up to the present time has not been 
sent out to the creditors, it appears that 
not only will the creditors of the Ameri- 
can, both secured and unsecured, be paid 
in full, but a large percentage of the 
capital of the company, $1,746,202,82, will 
be conserved for the distribution among 
its stockholders. The Creditors’ Commit- 
tee is very much gratified at the rapid 
and satisfactory progress made thus far 
in the liquidation of the company's busi- 
ness and it is expected by them that the 
entire liquidation of the company’s busi- 
ness will be accomplished in a shorter 
time than anticipated by the _ creditors 
when they met in Savannah, March 2. 

Mr. O’Byrne says that in inventorying 
the assets of the company actual values 
only were taken, and the heavy losses 
made by the company up to Mareh 31, by 
reason of the suspension of its business 
and the shrinkage in the value of its 
stocks of rosin are charged off, and fur- 
ther the accounts due by officers of the 
company represent loans which were 
made to them with the sanction and ap- 
proval of the Board of Directors of the 
company and which up to the time of the 
suspension were secured by the stocks of 
these officers in the American Naval 


tl 


Stores Company have since been secured 
by them with other and satisfactory col- 
lateral, consisting of real estate and 
stocks and bonds. 

The following is the statement of the 
auditors addressed to M. A. O’Byrne, 
under date of May 23, 1913:—

Proposed Exemption of Commercial 
Associations from Income Tax 
Provision. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, June 13, 1913. 


It has not yet been decided to what 
extent changes will be made in the income 
tax provision of the Underwood tariff bill 
now pending before the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Senate. One feature of the in- 
come tax provision has created wide- 
spread interest among the members of 
the trades who are associated in organi- 
zations established and maintained for 
mutual helpfulness of such associations 
and to promote the varied interests of the 
trades so organized. The question has 
been raised whether such an organization, 
if it has an income in excess ofthe 
limitation fixed in the income tax section 
of the bill, will be subjected to a tax up- 
on such surplus income? 


According to the construction placed 
upon the income tax provision by its 
framers, it was not intended that the in- 
come tax law shall apply to these as- 
sociations, organized for commercial pur- 
poses and without any attempt to obtain 
a profit from such organization. By this 
is meant, of course, monetary profit, which 
alone is taxable under the proposed in- 
come tax law. - : 


In order to make certain, however, that 
no commercial organization that has no 
intent to accumulate a profit shall be sub- 
jected to the income tax amendment has 
been proposed in the Senate by Senator 
McCumber, a Republican member of the 
Finance Committee, which provides that 
“on page 150, line 12, after the word in- 
dividual, substitute a comma for the 
period and insert: ‘nor to commercial or- 
ganizations not organized for. profit.’ ”’ 


Some doubt was expressed a few days 
ago by Representative Hull, of Tennessee, 
who had much to do with framing the in- 
come tax provision, that it would be pos- 
sible to so frame an amendment, ge 
in its character, to cover commercial or- 
ganizations not organized for profit, with- 
out it being possible that commercial or- 
ganizations or other organizations of like 
character, which, while not organized for 
profit, would obtain a profit from their 
operations and which should come under 
the scope of the law. Mr. Hull suggested 
at the time that it might be desirable in 
the law to specify the particular char- 
acter of commercial organizations not 
organized for profit which should be ex- 
empt from the operations of the law. 


The sub-committee of the Finance Com- 
mittee which has had the income tax 
provision under consideration, has de- 
voted much time in efforts to perfect the 
proposed bill, in order that its meaning 
shall be clear and the measure thus be 
less subject to criticism! than it has been 
since it was first proposed. 

The general opinion expressed among 
Senators is that some provision like that 
proposed by Senator McCumber, which 
will make effective the purposes to re- 
lease reliable organizations that are not 
organized for profit, which have in view 
aims and purposes entirely distinct from 
profit making, from the scope and effect 
of the income tax provision.

So far as market conditions are con- 
cerned, they have not improved over what 
they were last week. In fact, if there 
is any change, the situation is quieter. 
On occassional days some dealers break 
into the market and stir up things by 
filling a small order or two of flax, and 
then everything is quiet. There has been 
some buying of cash flax during the past 
week. Last Friday an elevator company 
needed some near seed for immediate 
use and bid up the cash market %%c. over 
July. and it has remained there ever 
since. So far as futures are concerned, 
the market remains very narrow, and the 
least buying or offers sends it up or down 
several points. During the past few 
days there has been a good deal of gell- 
ing pressure, but the buyers seem indif- 
ferent, owing to the immense amounts 
of flax in store, and the increased daily 
arrivals at primary points. The fluctva- 
tion in the flax market, shown by the 
accompanying tables, cannot be said to 
be indicative of flax conditions, but was 
more in sympathv with the wheat and 
stock markets. The lowest price quoted 
was that of yesterday, when evervthing 
declined. The highest price was that of 
to-day on the rebound.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


(Special to Oil. Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, June 12, 1913. 


No new developments of material im- 
portance noted in the flaxseed market at 
Chicago during the past week. There was 
no business transacted here during the 
period under review, and, as for some 
time past, the general undertone noted 
from day to day was influenced by the 
news to come forward from the North- 
western markets. The greater portion of 
the news to come from those points was 
in favor of those desiring to see flaxseed 
prices reduced to lower levels. The area 
to be seeded to flaxseed, according to ad- 
vices received here during the week, is 
still uncertain, as farmers still have 
about fifteen days in which to seed, and 
the weather has been favorable for the 
development of the seed sown thus far. 
The bulk of advices received regarding 
the condition of the soil at the time the 
seed entered it stated that it was in ex- 
cellent condition, and reports were also 
received here stating that the work of 
seeding was pretty well advanced at this 
time. The general impression prevailed 
that much of the area farmers were un- 
able to seed to other grains in the North- 
west will be put in flaxseed. 

Although there was no business con- 
summated here during the week, the feel- 
ing during the greater part of the period 
was that prices are to sell to lower levels. 
In the Northwestern markets there was 
only a light trade throughout the week, 
and this had no little effect on those in- 
terested in the flaxseed trade at Chicago. 
The liberal stocks held at both Minne- 
apolis and Duluth, which are consider- 
ably larger than at this time last year, 


and the fact that there is a light demand 
in evidence at those points, also received 
considerable attention, many expressing 
the belief that unless buyers become 
greatly interested there will be a large 
amount of flaxseed carried over into the 
next crop. The decreases in stocks at 
both these points last week was not large 
enough to become a factor in favor of 
those possessing this seed, and the trade 
here was not decidedly bearish during the 
greater part of the week because of these 
items coming forward. The trend of 
prices in the Northwestern markets were 
also in favor of a bearish view of the 
situation, although some firmness and a 
good upturn in values at the close of the 
week caused a partial change among 
some of the more timid people in the 
trade at Chicago. Local crushers. as well 
as those located at points near Chicago, 
refused to enter the market here with 
anything resembling a bid for stock, con- 
tinuing to show a preference to North- 
western points which are nearer produc- 
ing centers, Flaxseed, however, continues 
to be received at Chicago from day to 
day. Arrivals at this point during the 
past week showed an increase of 1,000 
bushels over the amount received during 
the preceding period, at 12,000 bushels, 
compared with 10,500 bushels for a like 
period a year ago. There have been no 
shipments from this market during the 
week, while for the corresponding time 
a year ago Chicago shipped a total of 
12,900 bushels. Handlers at Chicago prof- 
fered none of the flaxseed received at 
Chicago for a bid, as they seem to real- 
ize that buyers are not inclined to take 
hold at this point at the present time. 
Late in the week a report was received 
from Canada placing the area seeded to 
flaxseed in the Province of Manitoba at 
115,045 acres, which is 631 acres smaller 
than that of last year. The exports of 
flaxseed, as well as the price fluctuations 
in the Buenos Aires market also favored 
lower levels for flaxseed.

LINSEED OIL, 


Although handlers of linseed oil at Chi- 
cago report the business passing in that 
line from day to day as good as could 
be expected at this season of the year, 
they showed a disposition to push their 
holdings for sale, and were willing to 
make concessions in order to rid them- 
selves of part of their supplies. There 
were moderate inquiries to come for- 
ward early in the week, but, invariably, 
they were for rather small amounts, be- 
ing mainly rush orders, to enable those 
in search of the stock to finish up work 
now being done. The decline of 1c. per 
gallon recorded a week ago failed to 
create enough demand to satisfy those in 
possession of linseed oil and they made 
a further effort to stimulate the buying 
side to action by another reduction of 
le. per gallon. Car load lots of raw lin- 
seed oil were marked down to 42c. a gal- 
lon, and the boiled description was held 
at 48c. a gallon. The prices ruling for 
single barrel lots also suffered in the mat- 
ter of price, 47c. a gallon being asked for 
the raw stock, while the boiled article 
was marked down to 48c. a gallon. The 
action of the flaxseed market had little 
eftect on the oi] market as the changes 
in flaxseed at Chicago and the Northwest- 
ern markets were not of sufficient im- 
portance to change the views of buyers 
or sellers of linseed oil. Those interested 
in linseed oil at Chicago continue to do 
some talking about future trading, but 
as yet no business has been reported 
as having been consummated, and none 
is looked for in the immediate future. 
Buyers, as well as users, prefer to await 
the advancement of the crops now be- 
ing seeded before obligating themselves 
either to take, or make, shipment for 
next season's use, Conservative people 
in the trade here express the opinion 
that the trade in linseed oil is to continue 
about up to its present size for a few 
weeks, but with the summer months on 
in earnest the demand is apt to dwindle 
to smaller proportions, as users. will 
have secured enough stock by that time 
to enable them to complete work con- 
tracted for. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE. 


No business could be unearthed as hav- 
ing passed in linseed oil cake at Chicago 
during the week and those interested in 
this line report that there is little likeli- 
hood of any trading at the moment. Do- 
mestic users are securing their supplies 
at points nearer producing centers, and 
it is almost impossible for local people 
to transact any business with exporters 
because of the more favorable rates ob- 
tainable by those able to make shipment 
via the Gulf than can be secured by rail 
to the Eastern seaboard. It is impossible 
to even secure a bid for this stock at 
Chicago, but conservative men in the 
trade here place its value at $23@23.50 
per ton, f. o. b. Chicago, 





THE WINNIPEG MARKET, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Winnipeg, June 9, 1913. 


Although stocks of flax at the Canadian 
lake terminals continue to pile up, and 
the demand only moderate, prices have 
declined comparatively little. The West- 
ern Canada crushers are: ordering all that 
they require from week to week, but the 
export demand is rather quiet. Stocks 
of flax in store at Fort William and 
Port Arthur at the week-end amounted 
to 4,228,874 bushels, compared with 4,- 
057,021 bushels the preceding week, an in- 
crease of 171,852 bushels. At the corre- 
sponding date last year stocks at these 
ports totalled only 529,907 bushels. Ship- 
ments last week were 369,693 busheis, 
compared with 136,584 in the corresponding 
week of 1912.

Among the more important happen- 
ings of the week may be mentioned the 
opening of bids calling for large 
amounts of paint materials for the 
various departments of the govern- 
ment. These bids are important not 
only because they indicate an outlet 
for large quantities of material, such 
as white lead, red lead, zincs, barytes, 
dry colors, etc., but also because they 
furnish an index to the true values 
placed by the sellers on extra large 
lots. The local market, taken as a 
whole, has been quiet this week, 
though consumption is reported as 
about normal. Prices have not been 
subjected to changes this week. Spelter 
has dropped to lower prices and given 
an easier tone to the market for do- 
mestic zines. Trading in some articles 
is slow pending tariff changes. Linseed 
oil has gained strength since the open- 
ing of the week, as the result of 
higher prices for flaxseed. Varnish 
gums are quiet, but very firm in price. 
Rosins are in poor position and prices 
are said to be hardly more than nomi- 
nal. Turpentine also is unsettled and 
buyers are loath to take on heavy 
stocks. Complete reviews of the linseed 
oil and naval stores market will be 
found on pages 21 and 24, respectively.

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The local market for pig 
lead has been dull throughout the week 
under review. Quotations have held 
unchanged at 4.35¢c. for spot and near- 
by. St. Louis also has been quiet, with 
4.20c. as the quoted price. In London 
the week has been eventful, inasmuch 
as the high figures for the year were 
recorded when £20 7s. 6d. were reached 
on Wednesday. The market closed at 
£20 5s. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The week has been without spe- 
cial feature as far as local trading is 
concerned. Consumption is seasonable, 
with a steady delivery on contracts. 
New business is moderate. A feature 
of the week centres in bids opened in 
Washington by the Navy Department. 
Among these bids were:—531,000 pounds 
white lead in oil for Brooklyn, Phila- 
delphia and Norfolk; on this the low 
bid was $30,318.90; 245,000 pounds white 
lead in oil for Mare Island, on which 
$16,170 was the low bid; 16,000 pounds 
dry white lead for Brooklyn, Philadel- 
phia and Norfolk, on which $812 was 
the low bid. In the local market prices 
are quoted at 5%c. for dry white lead 
and 6%c. for white lead in oil. The 
advance in pig lead abroad has given 
strength to English lead in oil and 
10c. is quoted as firm. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Bids opened June 10 by 
the Navy Department included 20,000 
pounds basic sulphate white lead for 
Philadelphia, on which 5.9c. per pound 
was the low bid, and 5,000 pounds for 
Mare Island, on which 7.15¢c. per pound 
was the low bid. Local sellers report 
a quiet but steady call for basic sul- 
phate and quotations are unchanged at 
54c. per pound on round lots. 

RED LEAD.—With the metal hold- 
ing steady, red lead has been subject 
to no change, and prices are main- 
tained at 6%@7c. The Navy Depart- 
ment opened bids on June 10 for 377,000 
pounds dry red lead at Boston, Brook- 
lyn, Philadelphia and Norfolk, and the 
low bid was $22,086.25. On 167,500 pounds 
dry red lead at Mare Island the low 
bid was $11,318.50. 

LITHARGE.—Both domestic and 
foreign grades of litharge have been 
moderately active, with several con- 
suming trades calling for delivery. Sell- 
ers say the market is normal with 
prices on a stable basis. Domestic 
litharge is quoted at 64%@7c. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Orange min- 
eral is cOmparatively quiet, and there 
is nothing new to report about the 
market. Certain grades are in sea- 
sonable movement, and values show 
no depreciation. Domestic selections 
sell at 8%@l10c. 

SPELTER.—The downward course of 
prices for spelter was not checked this 
week, and further weakness developed, 
bringing prices down to 5.15@5.25c. In 
East St. Louis 5c. was quoted by sell- 
ers. In London a slight loss also is 
noted as the week closed at £22 l5s. 

ZINCS.—Weakness in the_ spelter 
market gives a decidedly easy tone to 
the market for zinc oxide, Business 
in this market is good, and a large 
tonnage movement is reported by local 
sellers. Bids opened on Tuesday for 
supplies for the Navy Department in-

WINDOW GLASS, 

The window glass situation shows no 
new features, and interest of the trade 
is felt chiefly in what the tariff out- 
come is to be. One of the leading pub- 
lications devoted to the interests of 
the glass industry says:—“A poll of 
stocks in the hands of hand operated 
window glass manufacturers would in- 
dicate that they are somewhat larger 
than estimates heretofore placed on 
them, and the supply at machine plants 
of the American company is large 
enough to make possible the taking 
care of any kind of an order for a 
considerable time ahead, this, no doubt, 
being attributable to the slowness of 
jobbers in placing orders because of 
tariff agitation. As was expected, the 
fire went out at every hand plant in 
the United States on May 29, and there 
ig every indication of a prolonged shut- 
down, none of the manufacturers hav- 
ing made any move in the direction of 
making repairs and it may be depended 

on that resumption will not take 
place until present stocks have been 
cleaned up, this being the only way 
in which workers’ wages can be held 
up, and if the Underwood tariff bill 
goes through in its present form it 
would be hard to figure how American 
factories can continue to operate at all 
excepting by reducing wages.”

Pratt & Lambert and A. D. S. Plants 
in Long Island City Sustain Rela- 


tively Small Fire Losses. 


The Long Island City plants of Pratt 
& Lambert, varnish makers, and Ameri- 
can Druggists’ Syndicate, at Borden ave- 
nue, Third street and Van Alst avenue in 
that city sustained losses amounting to 
about $7,000 and $25,000, respectively, in a 
fire which occurred in that manufactur- 
ing center early Sunday morning, June 8. 

The damage done by the flames, smoke 
and water in the Pratt & Lambert fac- 
tory, which is at 241 Borden ayenue, was 
confined to its yard and its raw ma- 
terials, so that its warehouses were not 
injured. The company expects to resume 
manuiicturing operations within the next 
few days and has been able to make 
prompt deliveries on all urders. Esti- 
mates on its loss range from $6,000 to 
$7,000, most of it covered by insurance. 
The damage to the American Druggists’ 
Syndicate plant, which is a seven-story 
brick building, was caused almost en- 
tirely by water from the automatic 
sprinklers, but many of the window cas- 
ings and parts of the wall on the Third 
street side of the building were badly 
burnea before the sprinklers extinguished 
the flames, 

A report on the character of the fire 
damage sustained at the Pratt & Lambert 
plant, prepared by that company itself, 
states that some of its sheds, out-build- 
ings, fences, tanks, etc., located in the 
rear of its building which faces Borden 
avenue, were completely destroyed. This 
report added, however, that very little 
raw material and scarcely any of its 
manufactured products were injured. As 
a result of the efficient work of the Fire 
Department, the flames were kept from 
reaching the main buildings of the plant 
and the only damage discovered in these 
buildings was due to the flooding of 
their basements with water to a height 
of three and a half feet, As only a 
small quantity of finished products was 
stored in these basements, the loss in that 
quarter was comparatively small.

Eastern States’ Copper, Lead and 
Zinc Output. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, June 13, 1913. 


A review of the production of metals 
in nine Eastern States of the union, as 
made by the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, covers Alabama, Georgia, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York, 
North and South Carolina, Tennessee and 
Virginia. With respect to the production 
of copper, lead and zinc in these States, 
this report says:— 

The copper production in 1912 was 19,265,945 
pounds, valued at $3,178,882, a decrease of 
339,441 pounds in quantity but an increase of 
$728,208 in value. Of the total output 18,483,178 
pounds came from the Ducktown district of 
Eastern Tennessee, from 603,229 short tons of 
pyritic copper ore treated. The remainder was 
chiefly from Pennsylvania, where, at the Corn- 
well iron mines, magnetic separation of large 
tonnages of magnetic ores resulte in the re- 
covery of copper-bearing pyrite. Maryland, 
Virginia and North Carolina also contribute to 
the copper output, 

The production of lead was 661,026 pounds, 
valued at $25,246, a decrease of 273,716 pounds 
in quantity and of $12,317 in value. The 
greater part of the production was derived 
from the lead-zinc mines of Wythe count . 
Virginia, as usual, but an output of 92,000 
pounds was also reported from North Carolina, 

The zine output, figured as spelter, was 
144,699,863 pounds, valued at $9,984,201, a 
decrease of 14,651,605 pounds in quantity but 
an increase of $901,252 in value. Of the total 
production 139,510,008 pounds, valued at 
$9,626,191, came from the zinc mines at Frank. 
lin Furnace, N. J., and over 4,000,000 pounds 
came from Eastern Tennessee. Nearly 500,000 
pounds was produced in Virginia and smaller 
quantities in North Carolina and New York,

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American Naval Stores Officials Re- 
lieved of Penalizing Effect of Anti- 


Trust Decision. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, June 13, 1913. 

The United States Supreme Court in a 
decision rendered by Justice Holmes, to 
which there is a dissent by Justice Pit- 
ney, sustains the criminal features of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, but relieves 
from the penalties prescribed by the 
lower court the officials of the American 
Naval Stores Company, namely, President 
Nash; Chairman Shotter, of the Board of 
Directors; Vice-President Myers, Treas- 
urer Boardman, Secretary De Loach and 
Manager Moller, of the Jacksonville, Fla., 
branch, all being officials in one way or 
another of the American Naval Stores 
Company, which penalties were imposed 
by the lower Federal courts. 

The criminal features of the Sherman 
anti-trust law were attacked by the at- 
torneys representing the officials of the 
American Naval Stores Company as being 
uncertain and therefore bad as a criminal 
statute. The Supreme Court does not 
agree with the contention, and in connec- 
tion with an elaborate history of the ac- 
tion against the officials of the American 
Naval Stores Company the court finds 
that the lower courts were wrong in re- 
spect to the various sentences imposed on 
these officials, and the judgment of the 
lower court is reversed. The civil case of 
the United States against the American 
Naval Stores Company was not involved 
in this decision, but all the facts as to the 
indictment brougift against these officials, 
together with the objections raised to 
those indictments are set forth in full in 
the opinion whi¢h Justice Holmes deliv- 
ered for the court, as follows:— 


This is an indictment in two counts—the first 
for a conspiracy in restraint of trade, the sec- 
cnd for a conspiracy to monopolize trade, con- 
trary to the act of July 2, 1890, c. 647, 26 Stat. 
209, commonly known as the Sherman Act. 
Originally there was a third count for monop- 
olizing, but it was held bad on demurrer and 


was struck out. 
The allegations of fact in the two counts are 


alike. Summed up in narrative form they 
are as follows:—The American Naval Stores 
Company, a West Virginia corporation, hkav- 
ing its principal office in Savannah and branch 
offices in New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, 
etc., was engaged in buying, selling, shipping 
and exporting spirits of turpentine in and from 
Southern States to other States and abroad. 
Nash was the president; Shotter, chairman of 
the board of directors; Myers, vice-president; 
Boardman, treasurer; De Loach, secretary, and 
Moller manager of the Jacksonville, Fila., 
branch, The National Transportation and ‘Ter- 
minal Company, a New Jersey corporation, 
had warehouses and terminals for handling 
spirits of turpentine and naval stores at Fer- 
nandina, and other placed named, in Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi, etc., and was engaged 
in storing such turpentine and rosin and issu- 
ing warehouse receipts for the same. Myers 
was the president; De Loach the secretary and 
Moller manager of the Jacksonville branch. 
On May 1, 1907, it is alleged, these corpora- 
tions and individuals conspired to _ restrain 
commerce in the articles named, among the 
States and with foreign nations—the restraint 
to be effected in the following ways among 
others:—(1)By bidding down turpentine and 
rosin so that competitors couldsell them only 
at ruinous prices; (2) by causing naval stores 
receipts that naturally would go to one port to 
go to another; (3) by purchasing thereafter a 
large part of ‘‘its’’ supplies at ports known as 
closed ports, and, with intent to depress the 
market, refraining from purchasing any appre- 
cilable part at Savannah, the primary market 
in the United States for nava! stores, where 
purchases would tend to strédgthen prices, the 
defendant taking the receipts at the closed 
ports named on a basis of the market at Sa-+ 
vannah; (4) by coercing factors and brokers 
into contracts with the defendants for the 
storage and purchase of their receipts and re- 
fusing to purchoge from such factors and 
brokers unless such contract8 Were entered 
into; (5) by circulating false statemetits as to 
naval stores production and stocks on hand 
(6) by issuing fraudulent warehouse receipts; 
(7) by fraudulently grading, regrading and 
raising grades of rosins and falsely gauging 
spirits of turpentine; (8)by attempting to bribe 
employes of coment so as to obtain in- 
formation concerning their business and stocks; 
(9) by inducing consumers, by payments and 
threats of boycotts, to postpone dates of de- 
livery of contract supplies and thus enabling 
defendants to postpone purchasing when to 
purchase would tend to strengthen the market; 
(10) by making tentative offers of large 
amounts of naval stores to depress the market, 
accepting contracts only for small amounts 
and purchasing when the market had been de- 
pressed by the offers; (11) by selling far below 
cost in order to compel competitors to meet 
prices ruinous to everybody; (12) by fixing the 
price of turpentine below the cost of produc- 
tion—all the foregoing being for the purpose 
of driving competitors out of business and re- 
straining foreign trade or, in the second count, 
of doing the same and monopolizing the trade. 

The two counts before us were demurred to 
on the grounds that the statute was so vague 
as to be inoperative on its criminal side; that 
neither of the counts alleged any overt act; 
that the contemplated acts and things would 
not have constituted an offense if they had 
been done, and that the same acts, etc., were 
too vaguely charged. ‘The demurrer was over- 
ruled and this action of the count raises the 
important questions of the case. We will deal 
with them before passing to matters of detail. 

The objection to the criminal operation of 
the statute is thought to be warranted by the 
Standard Oil Company v. United States, £21 
U. S. 1, and United States v. American Tobac- 
co. Co., 221 U. 8. Those cases may be 
taken to have established that only such con- 
tracts and combinations are within the act as, 
by reason of intent or the inherent nature of 
the contemplated acts, prejudice the public 
interests by unduly restricting competition or 
unduly obstructing the course of trade. 221 
U. 8. 179. And thereupon it fs said that the 
crime thus defined by the statute contains in 
its definition an element of degree as to which 
estimates may differ, with the result that a 
man might find himself in prison because Lis 
honest judgment did not anticipate that of a 
jury of less competent men. The kindred prop- 


| osition that ‘‘the criminality of an act cannot 


depend upon whether a jury think it reason- 
able or unreasonable, There must be some 
definiteness and certainty,’’ is cited from the 
late Mr. Justice Brewer sitting in the Circuit 
Court. Tozer v. United States, 52 Fed. Rep. 
917, 919. 

But apart from the common law as to 
restraint of trade thus taken up by the 
statute the law is full of instances where 
a man’s fate depends on his estimating 
rightly, that is, as the jury subsequently 
estimates it, some matter of degree, If his 
judgment is wrong, not only may he incur 
a fine or a short imprisonment, as here; 
he may incur the penalty of death, “An 
act causing death may be murder, man- 
slaughter, or misadventure according to the 
degree of danger attending it’ by common 
experience in the circumstances known to 
the actor. “The very meaning of the fic- 
tion of implied malice in such cases at com- 
mon law was, that a man might have to 
answer with his life for consequences which 


he neither intended nor foresaw.’”” Common- 
wealth v. Pierce, 138 Mass, 165, 178. Com- 
monwealth v. Chance, 174 Mass. 245, 252. 


“The criterion in such cases is to examine 
whether common social duty would, under 
the circumstances, have suggested a more 
circumspect conduct.” 1 East P. C. 262. If 
& man should kill another by driving an 
automobile furiously into a crowd he might 
be convicted of murder however little he 
expected the result. See Reg, v Desmond, 
and other illustrations in Stephen, Dig. 
Crim, Law, art. 223, Ist ed. p. 146. If he did 
né more than drive negligently through a 
street he might get off with manslaughter 
or less, Reg. v. Swindall, 2 C. & K. 230. 
Rex v. Burton, 1 Strange, 481. And in the 
last case he might be held although he 
himself thought that he was acting as a 
prudent man should. See The Germanic, 
196 U. S, 589, 596, But without further 
argument, the case is very nearly disposed 
of by Waters-Pierce Oil Co. v. Texas (No. 
1,) 212 U. S. 86, 109, where Mr. Justice 
Brewer’s decision and other similar ones 
were cited in vain. We are of opinion that 
there is no constitutional difficulty in the 
way of enforcing the criminal part of the 


Act, 

Coming next to the objection that no 
overt act is laid, the answer is that the 
Sherman Act punishes the conspiracies at 
which it is aimed on the common law foot- 
ing—that is to say, it does not make the 
doing of any act other than the act of con- 
spiring a condition of liability. The deci- 
sions as to the relations of a subsequent 
overt act to crimes under Rev. Stat., Sec. 
5440, in Hyde v. United States, 225 U. S, 
347, and Brown v. Elliott, 225 U. S, 392, 
have no bearing upon a statute that does 
not contain the requirement found in that 
rection. As we can see no reason for read- 
ing into the Sherman Act more than we 
find there, we think it unnecessary to offer 
arguments against doing so. 

As to the suggestion that the matters al- 
leged to have been contemplated would not 
have consituted an offence if they had been 
done, it is enough to say that some of them 
conceivably might have been adequate to 
accomplish the result, and that the intent 
alleged would convert what on their face 
might be no more than ordinary acts of 
competition or the small dishonesties of 
trade into a conspiracy of wider scope, as 


has been explaimed more than once. Swift 
& Co. v. United States, 196 U. S. 375, 396; 
Loewe v. Lawler, 208 U. 8S, 274, 299. Of 


course, this fact calls for sonsclence and 
circumspection in prosecuting officers, lest 
by the unfounded charge of a wider ptirpose 
than the acts necessarly import they con- 
vert what at most would be small local 
offences into crimes under the statutes of 
the United States, But we cannot say, as was 
the case in United States v. Winslow, 227 
U. S. 202, 218, that no intent could convert 
the proposed conduct into such a crime. 

Finally, we cannot pronounce the counts 
before us bad for uncertainty, On demand 
of the defendants a bill of particulars was 
furnished, and there is no reason to fear 
that injustice was done in that respect. 
There was no need to allege or prove that 
the conspirators themselves were all trad- 
ers. TIoewe v. Lawler, 208 U. S. 274, 3608 
The first count, at least, was well enough. 
After the demurrer was overruled the de- 
fendants pleaded not guilty and there was 
a trial and a verdict finding that Nash, 
Shotter, Myers, Moller and Boardman were 
guilty and DeLoach not guilty, but saying 
nothing as to the corporations. Numerous 
exceptions were taken, but as writs of 
certiorari are not granted to bring up the 
ordinary incidents of criminal trial we shall 
say little more than is necessary to dispose 
of the case. It was argued with a good 
deal of force that the only evidence of the 
alleged conspiracy was certain acts done 
on behalf of the corporations; that the only 
ground for charging the defendants who 
were found guilty was their relation to 
the companies and their being presumably 
cognizant of and more or less responsible 
for the corporate acts; that if those acts 
tended to prove a conspiracy they proved 
that the corporations more clearly than 
any one else were parties to it, and 
therefore that a verdict that was silent as 
to them ought to be set aside. We need not 
consider the effect of Rev. Stat. Sec. 1036, or 
whethcr on the evidence it was possible 
to find the defendants guilty by reason of 
an intent not shown to be shared by the 
corporations, as the judgment must be re- 
versed for another reason. 

The reason is this. The court in its in- 
structions told the jury to “consider the 
evidence of the means which it fs insisted 
by the prosecution tends to show a con- 
spiracy” and _ said: “You will consider 
carefully all the means which the indict- 
ment charges” and “It is sufficient if it be 
shown beyond a reasonable doubt that 
some of these means charged were a part of 
the common scheme, design or understand- 
ing of conspiracy by two or more of the 
defendants, and that these same means 
were of themselves sufficient to cause an 
essential obstruction and restraint of the 
free and untrammelled flow of trade and 
commerce between the States and foreign na- 
tions.”” Thus while it! may be admitted 
that not all the means alleged need be 
proved, the charge invited the jury to con- 
sider all and permitted a verdict upon any 
one of them. The fifth, sixth and eighth 
statements of means to be employed were 
withdrawn from the jury, but the jury’s 
attention seems not to have been called to 
the fact that some of the charges were 
abandoned, in the connection in which it 
was important. Furthermore, one of the 
means alleged was the false raising of 
grades and false gauging. Taken with 
other evidence, if it was shown to be sys- 
tematic it would have had a tendency to 
show the scheme alleged. But taken by it- 
self, as the jury might have taken it under 
the instructions, it showed only cheating and 
could not warrant a finding of the conspir- 
acy with which the defendants were 
charged. It is umnecessary to consider 
whether there was any evidence sufficient 
to warrant a conviction upon some of the 
other means alleged, for instance the first, 
as the absence of such evidence only would 
add another reason for holding the instruc- 
tions wrong upon a vital point. 

The judgment of the lower court is, there- 


fore, reversed.

LINSEED OIL. 

Consumers of linseed oil 
more interested this week in watching 
the course of the market than in plac- 


have been 


ing orders. As the various consum- 
ing. trades have been. covered for 


some time on their needs pretty well 
through the summer months, they 
have not felt it necessary to bargain 
for new stocks and in consequence 
heavy trading has been lacking. The 
current week showed no departure 
from this program and, while offers of 
44c, drew forth some orders earlier in 
the week, the majority of sales report- 


ed were for small lots. Oil prices 
are held in rather strict dependence 
upon seed fluctuations. While 44c. 


was offered by some crushers for the 
greater part of the week, this offer 
was replaced on Friday by 45c. due to 
higher seed values and even 45c. was 
not a general quotation, as 46c. was the 
lowest price quoted by some leading 
crushers. As the season advances 
there is a better inquiry for futures, 
but only occasionally do buyers ac- 
cept the terms offered. Spot quota- 
tions are applied to delivery through 
September and beyond that a premium 
of one cent a gallon is asked. The 
question of prices on futures, however, 
in the salés actually consummated has 
been a matter of agreement between 
buyer and seller. The recovery 
shown in oil cake values has tended 
to weaken oil prices and also has in- 
fluenced some crushers to quote more 
freely on oil deliveries not only over 
the balance of this year, but even well 
into 1914. 

The flaxseed markets were weak dur- 
ing the first half of this week, and 
in practically all centers declines were 
reported. On Wednesday reports of 
dry weather in the Northwest were cir- 
culated, and prices began to harden 
and this condition lasted through the 
balance of the week, with the net 
changes placing the market on a higher 
plane than at the opening of the week. 
Demand for seed was increased as 
prices were seen to be on an upward 
scale, but crushers are still buying 
but moderately, and consuming demand 
alone is not sufficient to force prices 
to higher figures. The new crop is 
admitted to be the controlling factor 
in prices, and while definite informa- 
tion is out of the question, as seeding 
may continue for some time yet, the 
market is so sensitive to crop reports 
that present rumors are bound to have 
an effect upon prices according, as the 
rumors are favorable or unfavorable. 
Shipments from India last week to 
the United Kingdom and the Continent 
were 533,000 bushels. Shipments from 
the Argentine were 795,000 bushels. 
Final official estimates of the Indian 
crop places the yield at approximately 
21,000,000 bushels, which is believed to

LARD. 

The week occasioned no material 
change im conditions governing this 
market. Freer supplies of hogs at 


Western packing points have been 
taken readily and values have been 
sustained. The strength in grain was 
a significant factor and the lard mar- 
ket has every symptom of being well 
under control. Spot quotations have 
ruled steady with city showing «ce. ad- 
vance at the close. Lard compound is 
prompting more attention and prices 
are firm in sympathy with cottonseed 
oil. Final quotations for city lard were 
10%c., and prime Western 11.30c. Lard 
compound was steady at 8%@8%c., ac- 
cording to quantity, brand and seller. 


Chicago Lard Market. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, June 12, 1913. 


A good speculative trade was done in the 
market for lard at Chicago this week. Sen 
timent was mixed and prices made frequent 
fluctuations, although holding within a com- 
paratively narrow range. Weakness early ir 
the week was followed by more buoyancy 
later, and final quotations were at practically 
the same level as the final figures the pre- 
ceding week. Packers gave the market good 
support and there was a fair commission house 
demand, firmness in the market for hogs being 
an incentive for outside speculation. Receipts 
of hogs for the week made a large aggregate, 
but the general cash trade in hog products 
was benefited by unseasonably cool weather, 
and the demand for the animals was sufficient 
to absorb the big receipts and keep values 
on an upward trend. Values advanced to 
nearly $9 per 100 pounds, which is higher than 
they have been in many weeks. A feature was 
the lack of aggressiveness shown by Eastern 
shippers. This was taken to indicate that the 
situation is much stronger in the West than in 
the East. Export demand was fair, with for- 
eign advices generally favorable. Total ship- 
ments of lard to foreign shores were 10,577,000 
pounds, showing an increase of 1,828,000 
pounds over exports for the corresponding week 
last year. Domestic demand for lard was gooa 
and shipments compared favorably with those 
of a year ago, The premiums were well held 
and round lots of regular prime steam lard 
closed at only 2%c, under July, or $10.97%. 
Small odd lots were available at a discount of 
5e. and 7%c. Loose lots were in moderate sup- 
ply and met with a fair general inquiry, clos- 
ing steady at 50c. under July. Leaf lard was 
sparingly offered and met with a fair inquiry 
at $10.12%. Neutral was in limited supply and 
fair request at $11.37%@11.50 for No. 1 and 
$11@11.12% for No. & 
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TALLOW. 


A recent sale of “city” was put 
through at 6c., the transaction involv- 
ing 100,400 pounds. Trading in other 
descriptions has not been important, as 
no large transactions were recorded. 
Supplies are comparatively light, but 
the independence of buyers is keeping 
the outlet congested. At the London 
auction 1,209 casks were offered and 679 
casks were sold at unchanged prices. 
At the close city was quoted nominally 
at 6c. loose, special 65c. loose, and 
edible 7% @8c. in tierces. Exports from

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—A de- 
cidedly irregular tendency has char- 
acterized this market. At the outset 
prices were lower, later the market 
stiffened only to ease off again at the 
close. The range extended from 38%c. 
to 4014c., the final quotation being 39c., 
which is on a parity with closing 
figures of the previous week. The un- 
eertain price movements can be traced 
almost directly to a fickle primary 
situation. The advance of the season 
is accountable for freer receipts from 
the producing camps and the demand 
is not sufficiently active to sustain 
prices. The weakness in rosins is an- 
other factor having a depressing effect 
on turpentine. Consumers aware of 
late developments have turned cautious 
and are limiting operations to actual 
wants. Dealers state that the exchange 
of small parcels is fairly active, but 
the movement of round quantities is 
an exception. Local holdings are quite 
liberal and fully adequate to meet cur- 
rent wants. The following table shows 
the range of values for spirits of tur- 
pentine in the local market for each 
day during the past week. Savannah, 
Wilmington, New Orleans and foreign 
markets are reported below:—

CORN OIL.—While prices in the mar- 
ket for corn oil underwent no changes 
in the past week, the undertone at the 
close was firm in all quarters, Early in 
the week trading fell off somewhat, 
but a brisk demand was in evidence 
during the second half, and dealers in 
many instances were not in a position 
to offer oil for shipment before July. 
The demand was from domestic manu- 
facturers of soaps and edible products. 
Export trading was quiet, due to the 
cheapness of competing articles abroad. 
At the close dealers were asking $5.70 
per 100 pounds for car lots, with small 
parcels moving at $5.75@5.80. Tank cars 
were quoted at $5.25 per 100 pounds. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, June 12, 1913. 

The corn oil market at Chicago failed to 
reflect any change in prices during the week, 
the business transacted being at the levels rul- 
ing during the preceding like period. Handlers 
here report the existence of a good demand 
for corn oil and the market is said to be in 
a healthy condition at the moment—this, too, 
in spite of larger receipts of corn at this 
point. The larger run of corn to Chicago has 
enlarged the output to some extent, but it has 
not proved large enough to force a break in 
values. Users are of the opinion that the pres- 
ent trading basis is quite favorable and are 
not holding off in the expectation of lower 
prices because of the heavier run of corn. Clos- 
ing quotations were unchanged from those of 
the preceding period at $4.95 for tank cars, 
$5.35 for carload lots in barrels, $5.40 for six 
persels or more and $5.45. for five barrels or 

OLIVE OIL.—Demand for olive oil 
was quiet, and with the market abroad 
eosior vrices were unsettled at the 
close. Consumers were showing little 
interest in the situation, and their 
ideas were for lower prices. Denatured 
olive oil was offered at 85@87c. per gal- 
lon, as to quantity and quality, Prime 
green foots were moving in a season-

A report from Seville under date of 
May 21 reviews the olive oil situation 
as follows:— 

The Seville olive oil market is, as it has been 
for some time past, awaiting more accurate 
information regarding the prospects of the 
coming harvest. Little oil is now being sold, 
as prices that the shippers are willing to pay, 
in view of the possibility of an over-supply of 
oil from the next harvest, do not satisfy the 
producers. It is said among the dealers that 
there must be a large consumption of oil be- 
fore the close of the current year in order to 
sell profitably the product of the coming olive 
crop, provided this is a really excellent one. 
Present indications are that the olive harvest 
will be an extremely good one. The trees are 
in fine condition and are blossoming abun- 
dantly. 

PALM OIL.—On receipts of higher 
cables from abroad prices on all grades 
of palm oil were well maintained. A 
fair demand was in evidence for red 
prime, and sales of small lots went 
through on the basis of 6%c. per pound. 
The high market for competing oils 
also had a bullish effect on traders. 
At the close of the week leading inter- 
ests were holding out for 7%c. per 
pound for Lagos, spot delivery, with fu- 
tures quoted at 7c. Red prime oil was 
held at 6%c. per pound at the close, 
with shipments offered at 6%c. 

Under date of May 29 Liverpool 
writes:— 

The improvement in our market commented 
upon in our previous report has made in the 
past week further material progress, and quo- 
tations are up again 5s. to 7s. 6d. per ton for 
almost every description, while Lagos shows an 
exceptional advance of from 15s. to 20s. per 
ton, owing to the reported falling off of its 
supply. The total sales will probably reach 
about 2,000 tons, chiefly for June-July, and also 
July-August delivery, beyond these positions 
sellers do not care to go, except at a very good 
premium. The visible supply afloat for Liver- 
pool is returned with 9,200 casks. The tone at 
the close was firm, though perhaps a shade 
quieter, but with the general tendency still in 
favor of sellers. Lagos on the spot closed at 
$6.86 per 100 pounds, with June-July held at 
$6.75 per 100 pounds. Red Sherbro oil spot 
closed at $6.37, while July-August was held 
at $6.21 per 100 pounds. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—Scarcity of 
supplies restricted business in the mar- 
ket for palm kernel oil. Prices abroad 
ruled firm for spot and nearby ship- 
ments, but futures were a shade easier. 
Stocks on hand were very small, and 
what business was reported was on odd 
lots within the range previously 
quoted. At the close of the week sell- 
ers were asking from 10c. to 10%c. per 
pound for spot oil, with futures offered 
at 9%c. 

PEANUT OIL.—While prices abroad 
were a shade easier, this had no ap- 
parent effect upon the local situation. 
Consumers were buying in a hand-to- 
mouth way, and there has been very 
little inquiry for forward shipments. 
Prices ranged from 6%c. to 7%c. per 
pound, as to quality and seller. Spe- 
cial grades were quoted up to 8c. per 
pound. Receipts of Coromandel pea- 
nuts at Marseilles for the first four 
months of this year totaled 123,447 
metric tons, as agaimst 119,642 metric 
tons for the same period last year.

RAPESEED OIL.—The market for 
rapeseed oil was steady, both here and 
abroad. Most of the supplies coming 
forward from abroad have been sold 
ahead, which leaves spot stocks only 
mormal.

Sales put through were on the basis 
of 67c. per gallon.

COD OIL.—Spot trading in cod oil 
was routine in the past week, and no 
important changes were reported.

Saskatche- 
wan, of course, produces more flax than 
the other Western provinces, the farmers 
of Manitoba never having given much 
attention to this grain. 





THE BUENOS AIRES MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


The price of flaxseed in the Buenos 
Aires market has ruled within a narrow 
range during the week, with closings for 
the week showing a loss of %c. when 
compared with the price prevailing at the 
elose of the preceding like period. Values 
ruled rather firm early in the week, but 
on the continued good exports from Ar- 
gentina some selling was indulged in and 
the market sagged off and showed a loss 
of %c. at midweek. The market remained 
rather dull and inactive during the bal- 
ance of the period, with price changes de- 
cidedly small. An improved demand 
sprung. up late in the week which brought 
values back to a spot near those ruling 
at the beginning of the week. Cable ad- 
vices received there during the week were 
to the effect that the market at Buenos 
Aires was in a weak position, and that 
many holders in the market were ofier- 
ing to make sales at concessions. The 
weather was reported as ideal for sow- 
ing, and also favorable for the advance- 
ment of the seed already in the ground. 
Exports of flaxseed from Argentine ports 
during the week totaled 1,036,000 bushels, 
ee an increase of 22,000 bushels over 
the previous week, when the total was 1,- 
013,000 bushels. The shipments from that 
country during the corresponding time 
last year amounted to 773,000 bushels. 
Since January 1 Argentina has shipped a 
total of 28,082,000 bushels, while for a like 
period last year the shipments totaled 
only 11,318,000 bushels.

Minneapolis, Minn., Juné 10, 1913. 
Under this date the Minneapolis Civic 
and Commerce Association, through its 
traffic director, W. P. Trickett, has peti- 
tioned the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for a reopening or rehearing of the 


ease bearing on freight rates on linseed 
oll] from Minneapolis to Central Freight 
Association territory, Eastern Trunk Line 
territory, New England States and South- 
eastern territory. All common carriers 
and connecting lines into such territory 
are named specifically as defendants in 
the case. 

The petition states that the linseed oil 
industry of Minneapolis represents in- 
vested capital of $5,000,000; has an aggre- 
gate milling capacity of 15,300,000 bushels 
of flaxseed annually, and a producing ca- 
pacity of 763,860 barrels of linseed oil and 
296,067 tons of oil cake and oil meal. 

The’ defendant carriers are said to be 
participants in naming joint through 
rates on linseed oil in car lot quantities, 
in barrels and in tank cars, from Minne- 
apolis to points in Michigan, Indiana, 

entucky, Ohio, West Virginia, Virginia, 
Pennsylvania. New York, Tennessee and 
Alabama. That, except to a few points, 
the joint through rates on linseed oil in 
ear lot quantities are constructed by add- 
ing to the current local rates of 15 cents 
per 100 pounds from Minneapolis to Chi- 
eago, the fifth class rates governed by 
official classification from Chicago to said 
points beyond, and that the said through 
rates from Minneapolis to points of desti- 
nation are unjust and unreasonable and 
in violation of section 1 of the act to 
regulate commerce; and acts amendatory 
thereto. 

The petition also states that the cur- 
rent rate of 16 cents per 100 pounds on 
linseed oil from Minneapolis to St, Louis 
is unjust and unreasonable as a basing 
rate for constructing through rates to 
points south of the Ohio and Potomac 
rivers and east of the Mississippi River. 

Because of the unreasonableness of 
these rates, the petition states that the 
lingeed oil industry of Minneapolis is 
placed at a disadvantage and been com- 

lied since April 20 last to pay the de- 

endants amounts largely in excess of a 
just and reasonable charge for the trans- 
portation services rendered. 

The tition therefore prays the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to declare 
the present ruling rates from Minneapolis 
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to Chicago and from Minneapolis to 8t,. 
Louis as unjust and unreasonable, and 
that orders may be made establishing 
proportional or basing rates from this 
market to be used in constructing through 
rates on through shipments of Hnseed oil 
in car lot quantities to the territories 
named, in lieu of the present basing rates 
of 15 cents and 16 cents, above named. 
Also, that an order be made declaring 
fifth class rates, governed by official clas- 
sification, applying on shipments of lin- 


seed oil, as wafust and unreasonable as 
basing rates for ee through

west of Chicago and destined to pointe 
south, east and northeast of Chicago.

Traffic Regulations for Biological 
Preparations. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, June 13, 1913. 


The United States Department of Agri- 
culture, rough the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, has just made public regulations 
governing the preparation, sale, and ship- 
metit, as well as the importation of virus, 
serums, tO0xins, and analogous products 
intended for usé in the treatment of do- 
mestic animals in thé United States. The 
regulations are made effective July 1, 1913. 

The law under which the régulations 
are made provide that from and 4dfter 
July 1, 1913, it shall be unlawful for any 
person, etc., to manufacture, sell, or ship 
in interstate commerce, or within any ter- 
ritory subject to the jurisdiction of the 
United States worthless, contaminated, 
dangerous, or harmful virus, serum, tox- 
ins, etc., unless such products are pre- 
pared and sold under regulations pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of Agriculture. 
‘The act provides that any person, firm, 
or corporation who shall violate any of 
the provisions of the act shall be deemed 
guilty of a. misdemeanor, and shall, upon 
conviction. be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $1,000 or by imprisonment not 
exceeding one year, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment, in the discretion of the 
court. 7 

The regulations adopted by the depart- 
ment and approved by the Secretary of 
Agriculture consists of 21 separate and 


distinet regulations, including forms of 
licenses, permits, etc. 
The affected articles fre defined as 


including all viruses, serums, toxins, and 
analogous products intended for use in 
the treatment of domestic animals, among 
such analogous products are antitoxins, 
vaccines, tuberculins, malluins, microor- 
ganisms, milled microorganisms, and 
products of microorganisms. 

A license will not be issued unless the 
condition of the establishment and the 
methods of preparation are such as rea- 
sonably to insure that the product will 
accomplish the objeets for which it is 
intended, and that such product is not 
worthless, contaminated, dangerous, or 
harmful. 

It is also provided that no license will 
be issued for the preparation of any virus, 
serum, toxin, or analogous product if ad- 
vertised so as to mislead or deceive the 
purchaser or if the package or container 
in which the same is intended to be sold, 
bartered, exchanged, or shipped bears or 
contains any statement, design, or device 
which is false or misleading in any par- 
ticular. 

Each separate container of virus, serum, 
toxin, or analogous product shal] bear 
the true name of the product and the 
license number assigned by the depart- 
ment, in the following manner:—‘U. 8. 
Veterinary License No, ....,"" or an ab- 
breviation thereof authorized by the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, as well as a 
serial number affixed by the licensee for 
identification of the product with the rec- 
ords of preparation thereof. Each con- 
tainer shall also bear thé return date. 

The Secretary of Agriculture was au- 
thorized by the act, which was approved 
March 4, 1913, to make and promulgate 
from time to time rules and regulations 
to prevent the preparation, sale, etc., of 
worthless viruses, serums, toxins, etc, 
and revoke iicenses under certain. speci- 
tied conditions. {[t is in pursuance of the 
general provisions of the new law, which 
goes into eftect July 1 next, that these 
regulations have been prepared and be- 
come effective on that date. © 





National Food Conference to Promote 
Legislation Uniformity. 
Following the proceedings of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Grocers’ Association, 
recently held at Atlantic City, N. J., the 
National Food Conference was organized 
for the purpose of centralizing’ the efforts 
of the leading food trade associations to- 
ward the promotion of uniformity of 

food legislation. 


The following resolution, outlining the 
scope of the new organization, was adopt- 
ed unanimously :— 

Whereas, Food control legislation, general 
and special, hag been enacted by Congress and 


by the legislatures of all the States, and is 
now being actively enforced, and 
Whereas, Many manufacturers of and deal- 


ers in food products do an interstate business 
and are, therefore, subject to both such na- 
tional and State regulations, and 

Whereas, This conference has considered the 
need for the value of uniform Federal and 
State laws relating to the adulteration and mis- 
branding of food products, and 

Whereas, The uniformity of the food laws 
is recommended by the Commissioners on Uni- 
form State Laws and by the American Bar 
Association; therefore be it 

Resolved, That this national food trades con- 
ference hereby reaffirms its belief in food con- 
trol legislation, which shall deal justly and 
equitably with the interests of the consumer, 
and the trade as beneficent and necessary leg- 
islation; and be it further 

Resolved, That this conference hereby ear- 
nestly recommends that such food control leg- 
islation, national and State, be uniform, be- 
lieving that such uniformity will equally bene- 
fit the consumer and the trade. 

Among the representative organizations 
in the National Food Conference are the 
American Speciaity Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, the National Confectioners’ As- 
sociation, the Cocoa and Chocolate Manu- 
facturers’ Association, the National As- 
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socidtion Of Glue and Gelatin’ Manufactur- 
ing and the Flavoring Extract Manufac- 
turers’ -Association. 

At the National Wholesale Grocers’ As- 
sociation ¢onvention resolutions were 
adopted on the following subjects:— 

Reaflirming support of uniform State 
food laws and of compulsory weight and 
meastre branding laws upon the basis of 
the food and drugs act of June 30, 1906 
and the amendment of March 3, 1913. 

Expressing appreciation of the suecess- 
ful work of the Pure Food Committee 
this year in securing uniform weight 
branding and other laws in a large num- 
ber of States, and directing that their 
work be continued to the end that there 
may be uniform laws upon the subjects 
of weights and measures, food, bills of 
lading and other commercial subjects 
throughout the various States, 

Opposing any requirement, under State 
or national compulsory weight and meas- 
ure branding laws, that the weight or 
measure be branded upon shipping cases, 
temporary containers the consumer never 
sees, but favoring the enforcement of 
these laws as applied to the individual 
package, 

Favoring that all goods sold by weight 
should be sold by net weight and urging 
those manufacturers and producers that 
have not already done so to adopt the 
net weight basis recommended by the 
Uniform Tares Committee, 

Urging the Pure Food Legislative 'Com- 
mittee of the incoming administration to 
continue with all vigor the educdtional 
campaign for the eventual eompulsory 
adoption of the metric system in simpli- 
fication not only of interstate, but of 
international commercial transactions. 

Commending the action of the United 
States Government in prohibiting the use 
of saccharine, and in the interest of uni- 
formity, urging a similar action by the 
several States.

Petroleum Market and Reviews Trade Winner Oils 


Saturday Noon, June 14, 1913. 


The only development of interest 
In’ the crude situation of the week has 
been the pipe line report for May. The 
runs from the wells in the Pennsyl- 
vania, Lima and Kentucky § fields 
‘totaled 2,300,678 barrels, or 79,056 barrels 
below the aggregate for April. The 
daily average receipts were 74,215 bar- 
rels for May, and 79,324 barrels for 
April. Deliveries in the same field for 
May were 5,610,535 barrels, a daily 
average of 180,985 barrels, comparing 
with 5,149,738 barrels for April, of 171,- 
658 barrels as the daily average. Stocks 
at the close of May from the Pennsy]- 
vania, Lima and. Kentucky fields 
reached an aggregate of. 9,688,391 bar- 
reIs, aS compared with 10,054,232 barrels 
at the close of April. Illinois returns 
for May showed runs of 1,718,780 bar- 
rels, deliveries of 1,296,595 barrels, and 
stocks at the close of the month of 
8,190,148 barrels, as against 1,605,871, 
1,279;212 and 9,486,316 barrels, respective- 
ly, as the April record. The total of 
various grades of oil held by pipe lines 
in the Pennsylvania, Lima and Ken- 
tucky, Illinois and Kansas fields at the 


close of May amounted to 59,885,954,, 


showing a decrease of 277,200 barrels 
from the previous month’s aggregate. 


A review of the Eastern field condi- 
tions for the week shows another 
marked decline in completed work, 
which is attributed to the lack of labor 
for drilling. During the week 178 wells 
were brought in, of which 121 were oil 
bearing, with a daily average total of 
6,465 barrels. For the previous week 
there were shown 210 completions, 
forty-seven dry holes, and 6,510 barrels 
of new daily production. Durig the 
week in review all the fields sustained 
a setback in the number of new wells, 
with the exception of Southeastern 
Ohio. The only sections to show a 
gain in new reproduction were West 
Virginia and Kentucky. The former 
State holds a commanding position in 
both completions and new productions. 
The week’s developments in West Vir- 
ginia were invested with more than 
the usual interest. Several wells of 
exceptional capacity were brought in. 
Probably the most significant strike of 
the week was a well in the Battelle 
district of Monongalia county, which 
developed into a gusher, being credited 
with 500 barrels during the second 
twenty-four hours. According to a 
later report it had declined to 312 bar- 
rels a day, but was still rated as the 
best deep sand producer in the high 
grade ficlds. Another featuring com- 
pletion was experienced in the Big 
Sandy district of Kanawha county, 
which found its pay in the Weir sand, 
starting to flow at the rate of thirty 
barrels an hour. A later report gave the 
well’s output as 400 barrels a day. The 
production of the Blue Creek field in 
the same county continues on the de- 
cline, and comparatively few wells are 
now producing an excess of fifty bar- 
rels a day. Harrison county was cred- 
ited with a well producing ninety bar- 
rels the first eight hours. A comple- 
tion in Marshall county, near the 
Pennsylvania State line, was reported 


showing for a light producer. Interest 
in the strike centered in the fact that 
it was in undeveloped territory, and 
if the well proves a producer it is cal- 
culated to open up some new territory. 

The deep sand territory continues to 
attract the principal attention in the 
Southeastern Ohio fields, and some en- 
couraging strikes have been en- 
countered in sections where only small 
wells were counted upon. The best 
completion of the week was in Harri- 
son township, Perry county, where a 
well placing 360 barrels to its credit 
the first twenty-four hours was 
brought. in. The territory around 
Union Furnace, in Hocking county, is 
inspiring considerably new work as a 
result of thé good staying qualities of 
the wells drilled in that section. 

No wells of particular interest were 
reported in the Kentucky fields for 
the week. The best completion was 
the.stwenty-barrel producer in Wayne 
county. Interest in drilling, however, 
is keenly sustained on the opening of 
new pools of promise as. well as the 
more attractive returns for the crude 
product. Under the more favorable 
market conditions there has been more 
stimulus to deep drilling. Tests in the 
Berea grit and Big Injun formations 
are in progress in several sections in 
Eastern Kentucky, while in the west- 
ern section operators are proving a 
southern éxtension of the Illinois and 
Indiana sands. A new test in the old 
Campton pool of Wolfe county, the 
first new venture to be started in over 
a year, failed to offer any encourage- 
ment. What is regarded as the most im- 
portant gas development project so far 
attempted in the State is the proposed 
extension of the pine line from the 
fields along the Kentucky-West Vir- 
ginia border into the Kentucky metrop- 
olis, 

Although there was a decline in the 
week’s returns from both Northwest- 
ern Ohio and _ Indiana, unusual 
activity in both ends of the Lima fields 
is reported. The feature of the week’s 
development was the bringing in of a 
125-barrel producer in the Muncie dis- 
trict of Indiana. This has developed 
into one of the most attractive sections 
of the high grade fields. Wood county 
is the active district of Northwestern 
Ohio, but the wells do not show an un- 
usual capacity. A renewal of the de- 
velopment work was reported in the 
Illinois field, and the next few months 
are expected to mark the completion 
of a large number of wells within the 
defined limits as well as to witness the 
determination of a number of wildcat 
veritures over the Southern section of 
the State. Lawrence county continues 
to furnish the bulk of new wells and is 
the mainstay of the State’s new pro- 
duction. A test in Edwards county re- 
sulted in a duster. 

Advance reports from the California 
fields indicate no practical change in 
the general conditions; while the big 
production is being kept up, the deliv- 


“eries are also of well sustained volume, 


so that another shortage is believed to 
be in prospect. There seems to be 
more or less of a difference of opinion 
as to the time the drawing on of stocks 
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is likely to result in a revival of gen- 
eral drilling. There is, however, evi- 
dence of cutting by a leading refining 
interest in the State which cannot be 
justified on any sound basis. The con- 
dition is all the more puzzling as the 
knifing policy is said to apply almost 
entirely to the higher grades of oil, of 
which there is known to be an actual 
shortage. There is a strong probability 
that an organization will be formed 
among the producers of high gravity 
oil in the San Joaquin Valley fields for 
the purpose of mutual protection. One 
of the recent big strikes was a thou- 
sand-barrel producer in the Lost Hills 
district, which capacity has been ex- 
ceeded only on two previous occasions 
in that district. The May output in 
the Lost Hills field is expected to ex- 
ceed 225,000 barrels. 

The feature of the week’s mid-con- 
tinent correspondence is the report of 
the runs of the three leading pipe line 
companies for May which show a total 
of 4,506,447 barrels, a daily average of 
145,369 barreis, comparing with 4,404,973 
barrels for April, a daily average of 146,- 
832 barrels. ‘The daily average of May, 
1912, was 123,564 barrels. The total runs 
for all pipe lines for the first five months 
of the year are given as 21,619,362 bar- 
rels, while for the corresponding period 
of last year they reached 17,311,047 bar- 
rels. At this rate of increase the 1913 
output is calculated as about 63,000,000 
barrels. While the runs have been un- 
usually high this year, in fact, mark- 
ing a record, the deliveries have also 
been heavy. As against the increase in 
runs of 4,308,315 barrels, the gain in 
stocks have been only about 1,750,000 
barrels. An active wildcat campaign is 
reported in Oklahoma extending from 
the southern limits of production from 
the Texas line and covering many miles 
east and west of the present defined 
territory. The output of Cushing field 
continues downward, the present ag- 
gregate being about 16,000 barrels a 
day. The Kansas field seems to be at- 
tracting ‘many qf the old operators 
who have been devoting their time to 
Oklahoma production. Drilling in the 
former state can be conducted on a 
much cheaper scale, and the prospects 
for paying investment are fairly at- 
tractive. Last month approximately 
200 wells were drilled in Kansas, the 
largest number since 1906. Some of the 
completions were good for more than 
200 barrels. tad

REFINBD PRODUCTS, 

There has been nothing to vary the 
even course of the local market for 
illuminating oil over the week, but the 
general conditions are apparently of 
the same sound character as have pre- 
vailed during the last few weeks. 
There was a matcrial gain in clear- 
ances from the local port within the 
interval, 14,635,765 gallons, as compared 
with 10,919,185 gallons previously. The 
aggregate since the first of the year is 
still disparaged by that for the corre- 
sponding period of last year by 227,- 
690,785 gallons, against 251,244,745 gal- 
lons, fromm New York. The showing 


from all ports in our statistical sum- 
mary is rather more favorable, for the 
current interval 378,246,167 gallons are 
noted, comparing with 389,406,760 gal- 
lons, covering the same time formerly. 
The charter market has been quiet dur- 
ing the week, the only booking being 
one for an unspecified quantity for two 
ports of Corea, July-August shipment 
from Philadelphia.

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CALIFORNIA PETROLEUM SITUWA- 
TION. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, June 7, 1913. 


Advance reports from the various fields indi- 
cate there is very little change in general 
conditions, The big production is being kept 
up, as is also the deliveries, so there is an- 
other shortage apparent. How long this draw- 
ing on stocks will continue before it makes it- 
self felt in field operations cannot be stated, 
and oil men differ in making prognostications. 
Some profess to believe it will not continue 
three months longer without resulting in a re- 
vival of drilling generally, while some point 
to what is actually taking place in the market 
as an indication that the depression will con- 
tinue. For example, it is stated that certain 
contracts which producing companies in some 
of the valley fields have with the marketing 
concerns and which expired recently were’ ve- 
neWed only after a cut had been made in the 
price. Another fact unfavorable to the pro- 
ducers in the southern fields is the cut of 5 
cents a barrel on all grades of oil in the Ful- 
lerton-Whittier district by the Standard Oil 
Company. It is difficult to figure out the rea- 
sons for these cuts, because they apply almost 
entirely to the higher grades of oil, of which 
there is known to be an actual shortage. Every 
refiner in the State, large and small, is after 
light oil, and of the entire State’s production 
probably not more than 25 r cent. of it is 
what is called refining oil. he only producers 
in the State just now who are receiving: an 
increase in the price of their commodity are 
the members of the Independent Producers’ 
Agency, and even here the price is advancing 
very slowly, considering the fact that they 
practically sell their oil to the consumers di- 
rect. These producers are receiving approx- 
imately 35 cents per barrel for their oil, where- 
as the consumers in the San Francisco and Los 
Angeles markets are paying about 75 cents. 
This seems to be a rather large margin of profit 
for the marketing concern, but it incidentally 
sustains the Standard and Associated in their 
contention that it costs money to market. oil 
in California. It is either this or the Union 
Oil Company, as the marketing agent for the 
independence, is making a huge profit on the oil 
it handles for them. 

During the discussions on the common-car- 
rier bill in the State Legisiature it was as- 
serted that 10 cents per barrel for pipeage 
would be a liberal price to pay. If oil can be 
piped from the valley flelds to seaboard for 
10 cents then the marketing concerns are mak- 
ing 30 cents a barrel on the oil they handle, 
which is sufficient cause for the producers to 
enter their protests, and that is what they are 
doing, and it has resulted in one more being 
added to the already long list of organizations 
formed by oil men for mutual protection, etc, 


New Oil Men’s League. 


The latest organization of this kind is known 
as the Oil Producers and Consumers’ League. 
{t is incorporated under the laws of California, 
and the leading spirits in the movement are 
Col. Timothy Spellacy, the father of the com- 
mon-carrier movement; S. C. Graham, famous 
far and near as an “‘oil conservationist,’’ and 
Francis J. Heney, who has heen quite active 
in politics in California and clsewhere, but not 
closely identified with the oil business. 

The object of the league is stated to be for 
the purpose of preventing monopoly in the 
production, transportation and marketing of 
petroleum and its products within the State 
of California and to see that the recently en- 
acted common-carrier law shall be made ef- 
rective. The league organizers fear the pipe 
line companies may try to keep out of their 
lines the oil of an independent producer by 
claiming that ‘‘prior orders’’ compel a refusal. 
A system is intended by the league that will 
show all oil listed with the pipe line com- 
panies that might be used to sidetrack some 
ef the smaller shippers. 

The fact of the matter is, the State Railroad 
Commission under the law has full power in 
the matter of enforcement and also in work- 
ing out the details, and another oil men’s or- 
ganization is a superfluity. It is simply an- 
other example of ‘‘paternalism.’’ A certain 
few have assumed the responsibility for regu- 
lating the affairs of the many. It is the gen- 
eral opinion among oil men that the State 
Railroad Commission can be depended on to 
give the producer a square deal in connection 
with the common-carrier law. 


General Petroleum Prospering, 


A statement has just been issued by the of- 
ficers of the General Petroleum Company show- 
ing the condition of the company’s affairs. 
This concern is more talked about at present 
than any other company in the oil ‘business, 
owing probably to the fact that it holds the 
option on the stock controlling the Union Oil 
Company, Ever since its organization there 
has been much speculation as to what finan- 
cial interests were behind the General Petro- 
leum, It has been stated on what appeared to 
be good authority that the thing was being 
financed by the Drexel banking interests of 
Philadelphia; but whether they représent the 
Shell-Royal Dutch or the Standard is not 
known. That the interests in control are well 
supplied with funds has been eyident,ever gince 
the company began business, and ‘the state- 
ment shows an organization well equipped to 
take care of its own affairs. 

The statement is signed by E. J. De Sabla, 
president, and John Barueson, managing direc- 
tor, respectively. 

The company owns and controls 23,694 acres, 
distributed in several of the different oil 
fields in California, and also has 23,000 acres 
of prospective land in Mexico. Of the 23,694 
acres in California about 5,000 acres hag been 
proven to be good oil land. The balance of 
the holdings is not proven, but is in line with 
actual production and will probably show up 
well by future development. The company is 
running twenty-six strings of tools, and has 
160 wells completed and producing, the output 
from which amounts to 10,000 barrels a day. 
The company owns 73 per cent. of the capital 
stock of the General Pipe Line Company, which 
has just completed its line from the Sunget- 
Midway field to Los Angeles harbor, a distance 
of 158 miles.. The pipe line company controls 
four refining plants and owns storage tanks 
with a capacity of 2,000,000 barrels. A sur- 
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plus is being accumulated and ‘at present 750,- 
000 barrels of oil ‘are on hand. 

The company ihtends to do a general busi- 
ness in petroleum and its by-products and is 
in the, market to. buy oil from, independent 


prod , in competition with the Standard and 
other marketers. It already has closed 
contrae with a-number of producing com- 


panies for .their product, amounting to. 8,000 
barrels a day. It also has a contract to take 
from the Santa Fe Railroad 3,000,000 barrels 
of high-gravity oil a year for a period of three 
years, returning therefor an equivalent in fuel 
oil. The company has sold under contract 
6,000,000 barrels of oil. At the present rate 
of development the company expects .to double 
its own .production within a year from date. 
In its actually proven territory it has loca- 
tions for 800 additional wells. 

In this connection it may be noted that the 
new refining plant of the General Petroleum 
Company near Los Angeles is now in opera- 
tion and is handling 8,000 barrels of oil a -iay. 
At present the oil is only being ‘‘topped’’— 
that is, run through the stills once and the dis- 
tillate extracted, but it is intended ultimately 
te go into a general refining business, and tie 
capacity of the plant.will be increased to 
20,000 barrels a day. ‘The branch line from 
Lebec to Mojave, a distance of fifty-two miles, 
intended for the handling of the Santa Fe 
Railway's oil, is also nearing completion. A 
10,000-barrel ‘‘topping’’ plant is also being 
erected at Mojave, where the light oil from the 
Santa Fe properties will be treated. 


Strengthening the Agency. 


There is a strong probability that an _ or- 
ganization will be formed among the pro- 
ducers. of high gravity oil in the San Joaquin 
Valley fields for the purposes of mutual pro- 
tection, that will add considerable strength 
to the Independent Producers’ Agency. A con- 
ference has been held by the representatives 
of a number of concerns, and it is proposed to 
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join forces with the Agency in marketing their 
own oil, The movement has been brought 
about by the fact that on several contracts 
which have expired recently, a cut in the 
price has been made on a renewal. In one in- 
stance, it is said, a company selling to the 
Standard at 65 cents per barrel was unable to 
renew its contract except on a 45-cent basis. 

Already there are ten companies, which rep- 
resent a substantial output, which have in- 
dicated their willingness to go into the new 
organization. W. 8S. Morsehead, one of the 
vice-presidents of the Producers’. Agency, is 
the prime mover in the plans, and the new con- 
cern will no doubt be affiliated with the 
Agency. Final plans have not yet been com- 
pleted, but there seems little question that the 
scheme will go through. The plans may in- 
volve the building of another pipe line to some 
point on San Francisco Bay, but for the pres- 
ent the terminal is more likely to be Port 
Harford, and the plans of the Agency to build 
a refining plant near San Luis Obispo is one 
of the factors in the deal. 

Should the plans be carried out as now con- 
templated, it will bring the Agency into the 
field as a marketer of refined products, where- 
as to date it has confined its business exclu- 
sively’ to the fuel trade. This has also been 
the policy of the Associated until recently, 
when it was decided to erect a million dollar 
refining plant at its pipe line terminal near 
Martinez, and an appropriation set aside for 
that purpose, 

It will in fact put all the marketing concerns 
on an ever basis so far as their operations 
are concerned, and the competition will be be- 
tween the Standard, the Associated, the Union 
Agency and. General Petroleum. What may 
transpire the General Petroleum and 
Union are ¢ olidated, as now seems prob- 
able, is a matter for the future to determine. 
It is probable the agreements between the 
Agency and the Union will be transferred in- 
tact to the General Petroleum. In that event 
there will be but three marketing concerns, 


and on the face of it the General Petroleum 
will be the strongest organization of the three. 


La Habra Valley. 


Developments in the La Habra Valley have 
been the means of changing somewhat the 
situation here so far as it concerns natural 
gas The Brea Canyon pool has always pro- 
duced a large amount of gas, but it has all 
been turned into the air except that which 
was used as fuel for carrying on operations. 
Later drilling in the valley directly south of 
Brea Canyon showed an immense supply of 
gas, and there is now a supply available in 
this district, which is only thirty miles from 
— Angeles, of approximately 15,000,000 cubic 
eet. 

These developments have resulted in a post- 
ponement of the construction of a second pipe 


Gas from 





line by the Midway Gas Company from Los 
Angeles to the Buena Vista Hills, one hundred 
and fifty miles away, and a line will be built 
at once, it is said, from the city to the La 
Habra Valley. The Midway Gas Company in- 
terests have been for some time securing op- 
tions on gas in this district, and has made @ 
contract with the Amalgamated Oil Company 
for its entire output of natural gas, which at 
present amounts to 5,000,000 cubic feet a day, 
and increasing with the bringing in of addi- 
tional wells... This gas has already been leased 
for the purposes of gasoline extraction, as has: 
also the gas from the Birch Oil Company’s 
wells in Brea Canyon, but this will not inter- 
fere with its use after compression for the pur- 
poses Of fuel and light, 

It is only within the past year or so that 
any attention whatever has been paiq@ to the 
matter of natural gas in Los Angeles, but the 
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tremendous waste that has been going on for 
years will stop, and this most valuable com- 
modity utilized, and Los Angeles is the first 
large. city west of the Rockies to be supplied. 

In the Coyote Hills and tha Whittier fields 
there are also large supplies of natural gas 
which are included in the plans of the gas 
company above mentioned. 


Field Notes. 


There are several wells at present being 
drilled in the La Habra Valley that should 
within a very short time determine the value 
of the territory where they are located. The 
St. Helens Petroleum Company, the farthest 
east of any concern in the valley, has struck 
an oil sand at 2,900 feet that looks like the 
real thing, although the oil seems to be low 
grade, Drilling is being continued in the hope 
of getting lighter oil at a lower depth, but it 
is said the well if finished’ now will make a 
good producer. The Fisher Oil Company’s well 
southwest of the Amalgamated, on section 
13-3-10, has been cemented at 4,500 feet, and 
will be finished in probably two weeks. The 
drill went.into 60 feet of sand here, and the 
indications are that there iv a good body of oil, 
although the depth will make it a difficult 
matter to get the oil out unless there is a big 
gas pressure which is not yet apparent. About 
ten miles west of here on the Bixby ranch the 
Standard has struck a heavy ‘‘tar’’ sand at 
about 700 feet in its first well, which shows 
according to.other wells in the valley that the 
formation is regular and unbroken, and the 
prospects of striking the oil sand are good. 
The Standard has rigs up for Nos. 6 and 7 
on the Emery ranch. Wells No. 3 and 4, which 
are being drilled, should be in the sand within 
a week. Nos. 1 and 2 are keeping up their 
heavy output. 

The Standard has started work on the in- 
atgation of five more stills at its El Segundo 
refinery. The plant’s present capacity is 10,000 
barrels a day, hut will be increased as rapidly 
4s the business demands it. The company’s 
business in the southern part of the State is 
expanding rapidly, and if the oil can be se- 
cured it is intended to soon have the El Se- 
gundo plant equal to the ond at Point Rich- 
mond. 

Another big well is reported in the Lost 
Hills. It came in the past week and is the 
property of the Vulcan Oil Company, operat- 
ing on section 34-26-21. The well is still hold- 
ing up at last reports at 1,000 barrels 
a day. But two other wells exceeding this in 
output have ever been drilled in this district. 
It is estimated the output of the field for May 
will exceed 275,000 barrels. 

The Empire Gas and Fuel Company is a new 
concern which has recently entered the field 
on section 15-31-22 in the Sunset-Midway. The 
company has just let a contract for the drill- 
ing of thirty-six wells. Work has been com- 
menced, 

The Union Oil Company brought in its No. 7, 
on the Graham-Loftus lease, in the La Habra 
Valley, this week and the well starts off with 
700 barrels a day. The oil is 23 gravity stuff 
—very good for that locality. 

The 20,000,000-foot gas well that was reported 
drilled in last week by the Northern Explora- 
tion Company, has stopped flowing and is be- 
ing drilled deeper. It is now considered that 
the drill simply struck a pocket of gas instead 
of the real gas stratum? Ttfe well is rfow 2, 
feet deep and the gas sand is expected at 
2,400 feet. 

The Standard has brought in an 800-barrel 
well on section 11-19-15, in the extreme north- 
ern limits of the Coalinga field, and incidentally 
opened up a territory that was several years 
ago condemned after nearly a hundred thou- 
sand dollars had been spent in unprofitable 
drilling. The operators who lost their money 
here were Mack and Keith, owners of the Im- 
perial and Thirty-three Companies, in the Kern 
River field, which they sold to the Kern River 
Oilfields Syndicate. The Coalinga operations 
referred to were carried on on section 2-19-15, 
and several holes were put down. 

The wildcat being drilled by the Marathon 
Oil Company in Devil’s Den, on section 13-25- 
18, is about 1,300 feet deep, with a good show- 
ing of oil and gas, it is reported. On section 
34-25-18, in the same district, the Lacey Oil 
Company is down 2,300 feet, and has a heavy 


~ gas pressure and a small showing of Light oil. 





EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Pittsburgh, Pa., June 12, 1913. 


A_ review of, the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of* the © Mississippi ver, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Southeastern, Central and 
Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, for 


the week shows another heavy decline in fin- - 


ished work, due to the scarcity of contractom 
to drill wells. Large numbers of drillers dur- 
ing last winter left for California and other 
Western fields and not having returned leaves 
the high-grade fields, short of that help. In Cali- 
fornia it is reported many drillerg are idle 
for the want of work, while the more Eastern 
flelds are suffering for the want of good drillers 
and helpers, 

The week in review has been a fruitful one, 
especially in West Virginia, where a few 
gushers were found. These gushers were con- 
fined ‘to no particular field, but scattered over 
the old producing territory. These gushers fail 
to increase the daily average output, as there 
are not enough of them to overreach the de- 
cline in the other producing wells. What is 
mostly needed at this time is the opening of 
extensive apd productive pools, similar to the 
ohe in Kanawha county, West Virginia. Ol! 
operators have met with so many disappoint- 
ments in the rush of wildcat 'work in hopes 
of finding productive pools and trying out new 
territory that they have now turned their at- 
tention to the old defined fields, where there 
are chances of. getting a small producer at 
least. The new strikes near Muncie, Ind., are 
mostly. prolific wells, although nothing new is 
develo! to speak of, as the field is an old 
— wells attract attention far and wide, 
a it looks*as though Muncie would once 
again have an oil boom. In most of the south- 
ern portion of Indiana there is a chance for 
productive pools. In Kentucky the prospects 
are better than many of the other fields being 
tested. The Ohio county field in the western 

rtion is about as attractive as anything n. 
sight at this time. The wells, while expensive 
to drill, show remarkable staying qualities. 
Much new work is being planned by the lease- 
holders in that field. In the eastern section 
Morgan county is the most attractive, as the 
Coppel City field is looked upon as the most 
prolific.in’ the eastern portion of the State. 
The Lawrence county field does not amount 
to much up to this time, but further devel- 
opment work may open up something more 
The Campton and Stillwater fields, 
in Wolfe county, are showing no activity; 
neither is the tvayne county field. . Allen 
county, to the southwestern section of the 
State, is being pretty well leased up and 
n work will soon be started. 

The gas people of Ohio are making much 
needed improvements. The Ohio Fuel Supply 
Company, or Northwestern Ohio Natural Gas 


. Co: ny, is laying an additional sixteen-inch 


lime! from: near umbus,: Ohio, to the cor- 
porate limits of Toledo, Ohio, and the Logan 
Natural Gas and Fuel Company is putting in 
@ new twelve-inch line from the Central Ohio 
gas field to Muncie, Ind., and expects to have 
the line completed and ready to push gas 
through before cold :-weather sets -in, 


Penusylvania. Field, . 


Operations in the Pennsylvania and Southern 
New York fields during the past week were 
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conductive of nothing better than light pro- 
ducers. The leading field at this time is near 
Venice, in Washington county, where a town 
lot boom is on. Work is springing up in 
Washington, Greene, Beaver and Allegheny 
counties, and the four counties will see more 
new work than for years back. 

An important test was that made by Lewis 
Strang just a short distance south of Strat- 
tonville, Clarion county. The well was an old 
one and the owner concluded to drill it to a 
greater depth, and when the Tiona sand forma- 
tion was reached the owner was rewarded with 
@ gas well good for 1,000,000 cubic feet daily, 
and is the largest gas well yet found in that 
vicinity. In Allegheny township, Butler county, 
Meek & Son drilled a ten-barrel well on the 
Aiken farm, and nearby John Marshall has a 
good ojl weil on his farm, 

A deal in oil properties ig being closed at 
Parker, the purchasers being Pennsylvania and 
Ohio people. The deal includes the production 
of Lydia S. Rew, George Urton, Meek & Sons, 
Pickering & Haas, Joseph Miller and Wilbur 
Gamble. There are thirty-two wells on the 
property and a daily production of twelve bar- 
rels, the price being $1,800 per barrel. The 
new Owners contemplate introducing the com- 
pressed air method to increase the production 
of the wells. This process has been success- 
fully used in other fields. ‘The lease of the 
Pemrick Oil Company, with its forty-five sec- 
ond sand wells, is included in the deal, with a 
production of eighteen barrels a day, the price 
being $32,000. 

In Allegheny county a light well has been 
drilled by Hibler & Co. on the Amos Smith 
tract. ‘Boyd & Co. found one good for noth- 
ing on the Goff tract, and F. J. Wright & Co. 
drilled One of the same kind on the Gogerity 
tract. The Young Oil Company’s No. 4 Ullom 
tract, in the Murdocksville district, pumped 
four barrels. In East Finley township, Wash- 
ington county, the fourth well on the Carl 
Clark tract shows for fifteen barrels, and is 
owned by the Manutacturers’ Light and Heat 
Company. A test well on the McKorkle tract, 
owned by the American Natural Gas Company, 
at Dorseyville, Allegheny county, pumped ten 
barrels. 

The Jefferson County Gas Company made a 
strike out of the ordinary when the well at 
Clarington, in Elk county, showed a volume of 
2,000,000 cubic feet of gas. 

In the Mount Morris field, in Greene county, 
Perry & Co.’s No. 4 South tract pumped five 
barrels. The Federated Gas Company’s No. 4 
Harrington tract produced four barrels. On 
Wheéling creek Dunn & Snyder’s test on the 
Barnhart tract shows for eight barrels. In the 
Duff City district Boyd & Co.’s No. 1 Goff 
tract looks good for ten barrels from the Snee 
sand. Just outside of Pittsburgh, at Knox- 
ville, Knabb & Grimes failed to find anything 
but a light gas pressure at a depth of 2,600 
feet on the Knoxville Land Company’s tract. 


West Virginia. 


Wildcatting is a feature in the West Vir- 
ginia field at this time. The bulk of this work 
is being done in the southwestern section of 
the State, near the West Virginia~Kentucky 
line, in the Big Sandy valley, and the wild- 
catter is placing his hopes on finding numerous 
productive pools in the still hunt for oil and 
gas. These hopes are based on the lgrge areas 


600 * of tntested territory located between produc- 


tion in West Virginia and Kentucky. The 
tests made so far do not make the territory in- 
tervening the two fields look very promising, as 
the producing formations are not found in reg- 
ular order. in many instances sands that 
should be found are lacking. About the only 
spot that looks as though it could furnish an 
increase in its production is the Scaffold Run 
field in Roane county. Ritchie county main- 
tains the lead in work in the shallow sand 
fields. The incentive to develop and drill for 
production in the more shallow sand districts 
was never greater than at this time. The 
wells are small, but the cost is such that small 
wells are made good payers. Wood, Wirt, 
Pleasants, Doddridge and other shallow terri- 
tory flelds are increasing work right and left. 
There is a nice increase in development work 
in the Monongalia field since the drilling in of 
a well far above the average. The territory 
located on Miracle Run will be thoroughly test- 
ed, although the wells are among the deep 
ones and expensive, 

Spotted territory is found along Falling Rock 
creek, in Kanawha county, especially in the 
Weir sand end. Many very light wells will be 
drilled, then a gusher that will result in many 
new wells being started, 

The farms in, the: Blue creek field, in Kana- 
wha county, producing fifty barrels or better 
a day, are growing less from week to week, 


and at the rate the production is going off but - 


few will be left when the summer closes, if 
any. These farms with their production are as 
follows:—D. R. Carnes farm, 460 barrels; Blue 
Creek tract, 918 barrels; J. H. Medders farm, 
170 barrels; Gardner-Gathell tract, 85 barrels;

The Spencer district, in Roane county, has a 
fine production, Fisher Oil Company’s Nos. 1 
and 2 W. R. Smith farm, 425 barrels; Carter 
Oil Company’s Nos. 2, 8 and'12 J. O. Boggs 
tract, 465 barrels; Nos. 1, 5 and 6 J. O. Boggs 
farm, 575 barrels, This shows eight wells in 
the field, with a combined production of 1,465 
barrels a day. This does not includé the new 
350-barrel well found on the Butcher tract. 

The best well of the week was a thirty-bar- 
rel-an-hour gusher drilled by the O’Connell Oil 
Company in No. 20 Goshorn heirs tract, on 
Falling Rock Creek, Kanawha county. The 
next best producer was the South Penn Com- 
pany’s second test on the L. V. Tennant tract, 
on Miracle Run, on Cross roads, in the Bat- 
telle district of Monongalia county, which 
showed 600 barrels. 

In Kangwha county the Big Creek Develop- 
ment Company’s No. 3 W. W. Brinnegar tract, 
on Laurel Run of Falling Rock Creek, in the 
Blue Creek field, produced 300 barrels. The 
United Fuel Gas Company’s No. 6 Lewis 
Woods tract, on Jordan’s Creek, pumped forty 
barrels, The South Penn Company’s No. 3 
Wesley Strickland tract on Jordan’s Creek 
pumped twenty barrels. In the Big Sandy 
district the United Fuel Gas Company’s No. 4 
Lewis Woods tract, on Jordan’s Creek, pumped 
fifteen barrels, and No. 1 Kelley tract, on Elk 
River, about thirty barrels. 

In Harrison county, Clay district, the South 
Penn Company’s No. 6 Franklin tract, in the 
Shinnston pool, pumped about fifteen barrels.

In 
the Eagle district the same company’s test on 
the Bartlett tract, on Newlin Run, and No. 1 
Long tract, on Mud Lick Run, are both large 
gas wells. The South Penn Company’s No. 2

In Gilmer county, Troy district, the Crude Oil 
Co.'s second test on the Hinzman tract on 
Tanners’ Fork pumped 15 barrels. 

In Wirt county, Burning Springs district, the 
Amber Oil Co.’s No, 7 Wheaton tract produced 
20 barrels. 


Southeastern Ohio. 


About the only section of the Southeastern 
Ohio field that is showing any increase in 
production is: the deep sand. territory known 
as the Clinton sand country. Very satisfactory 
results are following the drill in the deep sand 
sections and-wells above the average are found 
in out-of-the-way points where nothing but 
the smallest of producers are looked for. The 
May production from the deep sand fields was 
close to 30,000 barrels a day greater than for 
April. There is a scope of territory reaching 
from Athens and Vinton counties on the south 
to Lake Erie on,the north that has only been 
partially tested with the exception of the Corn- 
ing, Gore, Straitsville, Bremen and Junction 
City fields. The territory around Union Fur- 
nace, in Hocking county, is attracting atten- 
tion for the good staying quality of the wells 
already drilled. Much new work is springing 
up in that vicinity. The new well near Crooks. 
ville, in Perry county, that shows better than 
300 barrels a day, is another incentive for ac- 
tive work in that out-of-the-way place. Sev- 
eral wells were drilled around that part of 
the county, but nothing but light wells were 
found, and the gusher is something out of the 
ordinary. 

In Perry county, Harrison township, near 
Crooksville, the Chicago Oil Co.'s wildcat well 
on the Wallmier tract showed a production 
of 360 barrels from the deep Clinton sand. In 
the Junction City field the Southern Oil Com; 
pany’s test on the Yarger tract showed fifty- 
five barrels, 

In Licking county, Hopewell township, the 
Heisey Gas Co.’s test on the Swartz tract 
pumped 19 barrels. Hocking county also has 
a few producing wells with an 8,000,009 cubic 
foot gas well. Other wells throughout the 
deep and shallow sand field were very small 
producers, ranging from two to thirty barrels 
each, with many dry holes and gas wells,

KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Parbourville, Ky., June 11, 1913. 


The mid-summer season finds the petroleum 
industry in Kentucky in better shape than for 
years past, due to the opening of new pools 
of promise and the higher prices prevailing on 
crude oil. One important result of the higher 
prices this summer is the stimulating effect 
on deep drilling. In many counties of both 
Eastern and Western Kentucky deep searches 
are being drilled, and while many failures have 
resulted the few successes. attending this class 
of work have’ encouraged the trade to re- 
newed efforts, Searches for the Berea grit and 
Big Injun formations are in progress in sev- 
eral sections of Eastern Kentucky, while in 
Western Kentucky the operators are proving a 


southern extension of the Illinois and Indiana 
sands, 

On the Virginia side, near Hubbard Springs, 
Pennsylvania operators are drilling a test well 
which will have an ultimate depth of 3,500 
feet, Drilling has been in progress for some 
time, but neither oil nor gas has been found. 
In Knox county, this State, a test for the 
deep sands has reached a depth of 2,400 feet. 
The contract depth was 2,500 feet, but it is 
probable that arrangements will be made to 
drill deeper. The only indication found in 
this test Was a gas flow at 1,800 feet. In 
Perry county a 3,000-foot test, made by Pean- 
sylvanians, has failed to result In anything 
promising. The best results attending deep 
drilling have been found in Morgan and Wolfe 
counties, where productive wells have been 
drilled in a deep sand. Morgan county now 
contains a dozen drilling wells and has contrib- 
uted over a dozen oilers ranging in capacity 
from 10 to 100 barrels. 

Late results have been confined to the shal- 
low sand pools of the State, with the exception 
of one light completion near Cannel City, Mor- 
gan county, with a reported capacity of 10 
barrels. Four new completions in Wayne coun- 
ty are of ordinary caliber, the best yielding 
20 barrels. One failure is charged against that 
field. Two wells of fair capacity were com- 
pleted in Allen county, Western Kentucky, 
both showing a slight extension. Ohio county, 
the leading field of Western Kentucky, has sev- 
eral wells drilling, but no late completions are 
reported. Indiana operators plan a widespread 
search for new producing territory and will 
drill within a radius of several miles of the 
producing wells drilled at Hardford.. The Wolfe 
county field has showed no late strikes. Sev- 
eral new wells are under way on Stillwell 
Creek, which is the newest pool to be found 
in that county. A new test in the old Comp- 
ton pool, Wolfe county, has not shown any- 
thing in the way of production, It is the first 
new venture to be started for over a year. 
Lawrence county, Northeastern Kentucky, fur- 
nishes an occasional producer, but nothing out 
of the ordinary has been developed, the best 
wells being limited to 20 barrels, 

New tests are under way in a number of 
counties not reached by pipe lines. Northern 
operators are drilling on Boyd’s Creek, Barren 
county, and Chicago operators are: drilling an 
experimental well in Whitley county. Local 
operators, after leasing in Nicholas county, 
will put a drill to work. 

A_ Chicago syndicate, controlling’ franchises 
in Louisville, will extend a pipe line to bring 
gas from the fields along the Kentucky-West 
Virginia border into the Kentucky metropolis. 
This will constitute the most important gag 
development project yet attempted in the 
State. Work on the line will not- begin for 
several months.

ILLINOIS OIL FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Robinson, Ill., June 12, 1913, 


There is a renewal of development work in 
the Illinois petroleum fields, and the next few 
months ‘will show a large number of wells 
drilled within the old defined limits, and many 
wildeat ventures over the southern section of 
the State. May was a standoff in the number 
of wells finished in the Robinson and Law- 
renceyille fields. There were 61 wells drilled 
in the first mentioned field in Crawford county 
and the same number in Lawrence county, 
although the output of the Lawrence county 
wells was much greater than that of the more 
shallow ‘territory in Crawford county.. 

The wells of Crawford county produced 732 
barrels, against 3,075 barrels from Lawrence 
county. . In the upper field in the shallow dis- 
trict of Clark county 18 wells with a produc- 
tion of 190 barrels were found, and in Cum- 
berland county 10 wells with 95 barrels. In 
wildcat territory dry holes were drilled in 
Perry, St. Clair and Douglass counties. The 
AHeBddale pool, in Wabash county, had but 3 
pompieted wells with 2 dry holes and but 35 
arrels production. The Sandoval district of 
Marion county completed one 25-barrel pro- 
ducer, and the Carlyle pool, in Clinton county, 
2 wells with a production of 18 barrels. 

Some fine wells were found in the Lawrence 
county field. No, 31, L. K. Leighty tract, pro- 
duced 100 barrels; No. 33, same tract, 150 
barrels; No. 21, George Ryan tract, 125 bar- 
rels; No. 35, L. Buchanan tract, 225 barrels; 

o. 87, same tract, 125 barrels; No. 53, King 
ract, 200 harrels; No. 58, King tract, 100 bar- 
tels; Ne. 5, Bolles tract, 175 barrels; No, 10, 
Skiles tract, 125 barrels; No. 43, Lewis tract, 
200 barrels; No. 36, Ross heirs tract, 175 bar- 
rels; No. 15, Ross heirs tract, 150 barrels, and 
No. 7, Cullison tract, 125 barrels. 

But two wells were found in the select class 
in the Robinson field in Crawford county. No. 
10, Biggs tract, showed 125 barrels, and No. 5, 
Creswell tract, 120 barrels. In the extreme 
north end of thd)field in the more shallow ter- 
ritory in Clark county,'a 100-barrel well was 
Struck on the Fuller tract near Westfield. In 
the vicinity of Casey, in both Clark and Cum- 
berland counties, new work is getting more ac- 
tive than for the last three years, and the 
shallow territory is becoming very attractive 
again. The cost of development work is but 
little, but when dusters are encountered in the 
deeper ‘sand districts of Lawrence county it 
means at least $5,000 a well, against less than 
one-fifth of that in the shallow sand. 

Laboring men are scarce in the field, which 
is delaying work to a large extent: Good wages 
are paid drillers and tool dressers, but prices 
in the fields of Kansas and Oklahoma have 
attracted them westward.

MED-CONTINENT PETROLEUM 
VIEW. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., June 10, 1913. 


RE- 


The runs of the three big pipe line com- 
panies in,this field during May of last year 
aggregated 123,563.97 barrels a day. Last 


month the runs amounted to 145,369.27 barrels 
a day, showing a daily increase in pipe line 
runs alone of 21,805.30 barrels. In addition to 
this the small refineries and independent ship- 
pers are taking about 9,000 barrels a day more 
than they did a year ago. This means that 
the output of the mid-continent field now is 
approximately 30,800 barrels a day more at the 
present time than it was last year at this 
time. 

The total runs of all the pipe lines for the first 
five months of the present year were 21,619,- 
362.48 barrels, and for the first five months 
‘of 1912 they were 17,311,047.06 barrels, being 
an increase this year over last year of 
4,308,315.42 barrels, or an increase at this rate 
for the entire year of approximately 10,000,000 
barrels, which. ought to make the yield for 
1913 about 63,000,000 barrels. 

While the runs have been exceptionally high 
this year, the record, the deliveries also 
have been high. While the increase in 
runs has been over 4,000,000 barrels, the in- 
crease in stocks has been only about 1,750,000 
barrels. However, the increase in deliveries 
over last year has not been large, the average 
for 1912 being 131,000 barrels a day and the 
average so far this year 132,700 barrels. The 
largest increase of consumption this year has 
been among the smal! refineries and independ- 
ent shippers, now taking abouc 10,000 barrels 
a day more than they did a year ago. It is 

; imteresting. to. note that the.movement toward 
a Tour market ‘in the East, which some have 
claimed was to pinch some of the smaller re- 
fineries and crowd them out, has been the very 
salvation of the independents in this field and 
is making them'‘rich. Every small refinery in 
this field which is well managed is making 
money. Take, for instance, the Sunflower 
State refinery at Niotaze, which a number of 
Chicago young men acquired recently. It has 
paid from the first hour, and is said to be al- 
ready clearing its new. owners $16,000 a month. 

But so far as that is concerned everybody 
in the oil business is making money now in 
this field. There is scarcely a producing prop- 
erty in the field for sale. Men have scraped 
the field over and can’t find any one who 
wants to sell, because there is money now in 
producing oil; before all the money was made 
in finding where it was and selling the equity. 

In May the three pipe line companies ran 
from the wells 4,606,447.44 barrels, which was 
the largest amount ever taken fresh from the 
wells in a single month .in this field, notwith- 
standing the average for the month was not so 
large. The total production for last month 


was 5,474,735 barrels, unprecedented in the nis 


tory of the field. 


The runs of the Prairie Oil and Gas Company

A Wyoming Enterprise. 
While it has not heretofore been publicly 
announced, it is nevertheless known among a 
few-business associates that the Cudahy Oil 


Company has determined to enter the Wyom- 
ing field and engage in the oil industry there 
on a large scale.

Kansas Natural Gas Case. 


When Federal Judge Marshall, of Utah, ren- 
dered his decision in the jurisdiction case of 
the Kansas Natural Gas Company the latter 
part of last week, he practically sounded the 
death knell of that organization. The case 
was this:—More than a year ago an action was 
started in the Kansas district court to oust 
the Kansas Natural Gas Company for violation 
of the Kansas trust law. While this case was 
pending. with appearances of going against 
the company, and while there was a vast 
amount of adverse criticism in Kansas City 
and other north towns where there was 4 
shortage of gas, the company secured a friend- 
ly receivership by an application to Federal 
Judge Pollock. Pollock entered so enthusiast- 
ically into the interests of the company, evi- 
dently trying to put it in good financial con 
dition for judicial rulings, increasing rates ar- 
bitrarily. ete., that a regular tornado of op- 
position arose and Judge Pollock was forced 
ands. The Federal 
receivers appointed by Judge Pollock were and 
are Conway F. Holmes, president of the Pio- 
neer Trust Company, of Kansas City; George 
Sharitt, of Topeka, former clerk of the Fed- 
eral court, and Eugene F. Mackey, president 
of the Kansas Natural. 

Just at a time when the public utilities com- 
mission of Kansas and all the mayors and city 
attorneys concerned had jumped into the fray 


and a battle royal.was in. progress, a new 
complication arose, The case before Judge 
Flannelly to oust the company was decided 


against the gas company and a limited ouster 
was secured. Judge Flannelly appointed R. S. 
Litchfield, bank president of Independence, and 
J. M. Landon, former general manager of the 
gas company, receivers on account of the Kan- 
sas Natural, and George T. Guernsey, pres- 
and A. W

i] and Manyfacturing Company, which sold

to the Kansas Natural its first gas in the 
field, to represent that company. Then began 
a tussle in the courts to determine which set 
of receivers should control, 

And right here is where the Kansas Natural 
began to die a slow death. Judge Pollock 
readily jumped into the case and braved pub- 
lic criticism, but he declined to stand for the 
criticism which might come if he decided which 
set of receivers should stand. So after wait- 
ing weeks he announced that Judge Marshall 
would hear the case. Then Marshall came 
and listened to the evidence. Then he went 
away. When he came back he announced 
that the district court receivers should have 
charge of all the company’s affairs in Kansas 
and the Federal court receivers should have 
charge of all the company’s affairs outside 
of the State of Kansas. 

Two sets of receivers cannot be anything 
else than antagonistic. The avowed purpose 
of the appointment of the district receivers was 
to divide the property and save the local gas 
for local consumption and create healthy com- 
petition. The decision practically places the 
property in their control if the opinion stands. 
The offices and big pumping stations of the 
company are located in this State. The dis- 
trict receivers will be able to supply all the 
towns they wish to supply without going out- 
side the State, but the Federal receivers will 
be tied hand and foot. Kansas City, St. Joe 
and Joplin are the big consumers, and these 
are outside of the State of Kansas; the Fed- 
eral receivers cannot deliver gas from Okla- 
homa without pumping it through Kansas 

The gas company immediately appealed the 
case to the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals|) and now begins another period of delay 
and waiting. In the meantime the summer will 
have passed, winter will have come on again, 
and nothing will have been done during the 
usual period of replenishing the supply to ac- 
quire gas sufficient to keep the patrons of the 
company warm, and when the north winds be- 
gin to blow down upon Topeka, Kansas City, 
Atchison, Leavenworth and St. Joe next win- 
ter they will have better put in coal stoves or 


they will suffer from chilblains and frozen 
toes, because there will be far less gas than 
there was last. winter, 


Wildcat Activity. 


There is a vast amount of wildcatting going 
on in Oklahoma. It extends from the southern 
limits of production to the Texas line and for 
miles both east and west of the present pro- 
ducing limits. Vast sums will be lost, are 
being lost, indeed, have heen irretrievably 
lost; but there are indications that some new 
pools will be opened. It is a pretty sure shot 
that a pool will be opened around McAlester. 
Gas has been found, and showings of oil suf- 
ficient to establish a firm conviction that it fs 
only a matter of time. In Stephens county 
a small well was drilled which seems to be 
indicative of a pool thereabouts, but there has 
been so much drilling in that county it will 
require a pretty good pool to restore losses. 
There are now about 15 tests drilling or start- 
ing in that county. With all the rush of 
drilling operations over the south border of 
the State resulting from the’ encouraging re- 
ports of State geologists. not enough has been 
found to pay hotel bills for the grease seekers, 


There are drilling operations in Cotton, Till 
man, Canadian, Murray, Love, Comanche, Ki- 
awa, Pittsburg, Grady, Carter, Hughes, Choc- 


taw, and Pontotoc counties. And this is the 
only way oil fields are ever opened,

Crazy Creek is between the 
Deep Fork and Coal Creek, and it comes 
well by its name, Sometimes when the 
waters are high the back-up from Deep 
Fork will run in one direction in Crazy 
Creek, and the back-up waters of Coal 
Creek, on the other side of the stream, will 
flow in the opposite direction. Hence its 
name. 

As a result of the Osage lease hearing 
before the Interior Department at Washing- 
ton last week, representatives of the depart- 
ment will visit the Osage and make a care- 
ful study of the blanket lease of the Indian 
Territory Illuminating Company and deter- 
mine a course respecting the renewal of the 
lease. It is safe to say that if the depart- 
ment declines to renew all of the leases 
upon which there have been no opportunities 
and renew to those who have done some 
drilling, and then throw the rest open to 
lease under the same conditions that the 
Cherokee and Creek have been subject to 
lease, limiting holders of leases to a certain 
acreage, and giving the oil men a fair deal 
all round, such a course would give the 
most general satisfaction. 


Cushing Is Going Down. 


In spite of the wells being drilled in the 
Cushing field, and some of them are large 
producers, the output of the field is grad- 
ually going down. It is stated that thig 
week it is down to about 16,000 barrels a 
day. This'‘is the lowest it has been since 
it passed the 20,000 mark. Unless Cushing 
taps a rich extension or spur, it has seen 
its best days. It was predicted by many 
that Cushing would be a second Glenn, but 
there has never been but one Glenn, and it 
is more than probable there never will be 
but one. With Cushing falling off, and no 
new pools being found, the wonder is where 
all the new production is coming from. 
Yesterday the runs of the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company amounted to 115,000 barrels. 
It begins to look now as if the Prairie will 
have no difficulty in taking all the oil of- 
fered it. It has this week completed the 
last of its eastern loops in its Whiting 
trunk line, and is now pumping 5,000 bar- 
rels more a day east than it has ever been 
able to pump before. This, with the addi- 
tional Neodesha and Sugar Creek will take 
under the new system of refining, will 
greatly relieve the «train upon the Prairie's

Around Okmulgee men are getting 
rich on small acreage, as the pools are 
small, Sapulpa is again in the limelight

Nowata is boasting of 100-barrel wells, and 
the Squirrel pool is all puffed up over 1,000- 
barrelers. Dewey and Copan are still in the 
ring with lots of work. 


In the Kansas Field, 


During the ‘past week a number of the 
old-time operators, who have been devoting 
their time for years to Oklahoma produc- 
tion, have been scouting over the old Kan- 
Sas pools, taking up leases they abandoned 
for flashier looking territory south of the 
State line when prices were low. They are 
glad to get back because, they all say, it is 


so much cheaper to operate in the Sun-

leases. Among other Oklahoma operators 
who have retraced their steps are Frank 
Breene, John A, Bell, H. H. Argue, Frank

Litchfield, Sheets Bros, & Jackson, Andrew 
Benson, W. J. Bovaird, M. Winters, Moore 
Bros., Judge Barlow and many others. In 
these columns time and again producers 


were advised to hold on to their small Kan- 
sas production; that it would be valuable 
some day; and they would not. Now that 
Same property is being gobbled up every- 
where. Among the first to see the oppor- 
tunity were Clauss & Brown, of Toledo, 
Ohio. They took over a lot of leases north- 
east of Coffeyville which had been aban- 
doned. These they redrilled, and to-day 
have a fine investment which is making ex- 
cellent returns. Their wells start at from 
10 to 75 barrels, which is as good as a large 
part of Oklahoma, and they hold up nicely. 
A few days ago they completed No, 3 on 
the Adam Blair farm, and it is good for 
10 barrels. Mr. Brown, who is State chair- 
man of the Ohio Bull Moosers, is in Coffey- 
ville this week, looking after his affairs. 

In May approximately 200 wells were 
drilled in Kansas, the largest number since 
1906, some of them being good for over 200 
barrels. As has always been the case, Mont- 
gomery county led, with 65 wells completed. 
It is believed that before the summer is 
over Montgomery county will have more 
wells drilling than at any previous time in 
its history. The most active district is 
Wayside, where there is practically proven 
territory for over 2,500 wells yet to be 
drilled. The Kansas Natural Gas Company 
has drilled an oil well just south of Inde- 
pendence which looks like ready money. It 
has filled a sump hole and covered every- 
thing with grease. Bartlesville parties are 
starting an offset on the Sherwood farm, 
adjoining the Independence Country Club. 
Some 20 to 30-barrel wells are being drilled 
east of Independence; a number of gassers 
have been completed the past fortnight 
north of the town, and northeast gas and 
oil in small quantities are being found. 
There seem to be prospects of oil south- 
east of Cherryvale and southeast of Elk 
City. On one occasion Ay P. McBride made 
the assertion that there was not a section 
of land in Montgomery county on which oil 
or gas could not be found, and it begins to 


look as if he were right. 
Chautauqua county is also doing a lot of 
work. The well drilled recently by the 


Bob Black Oil Company at Elgin is flowing 
regularly, and is a good investment. Other 
wells will be drilled there. The Berry Oil 
and Gas Company, on the Broadbeck farm, 
three miles east of Sedan, aften ten days 
is still swabbing 75 barrels a day. This 
lease is ten years old. Chautauqua county 
new wells showed the largest initial pro- 
duction of any district in the State in May, 
and there was an unusual number of dry 
holes, every fourth well being a failure, 
which is an exceptional percentage in this 
field. Two miles northwest of Sedan W. H. 
Sproul has a 3,000,000-foot gasser on the 
Neville farm. Two years ago there was a 
shortage of gas in that county; now there 
is a surfeit. Chautauqua county develop- 
ment is only in its infancy. The Hake, 
Elgin, North Sedan and South Motaze are 
now attracting attention. 

West of Chautauqua county, north of the 
city of Winfield, in Cowley county, a test is 
drilling on the Lynn farm. North of Long- 


ton, in Elk county, some small wells are 
being found, and in Wilson county there is 
no little amount of drilling. The South- 


western pool, five’ mites southwest of Cha- 
nute, near Vilas, is still attracting attention. 
Curtis & McCall have better than a 100- 
barrel well in No. 5 on the Hulteen lease, 
Several Oklahoma operators are interesting 
themselves in this pool. Baumbaugh et al., 
of Tulsa, are drilling No. 1 on the Pilgrim 
lease; W. E. Robinson, of Tulsa, is putting 
down a test near Earlton. The Erie pool 
is reporting some 50 and 60-barrel wells, 
and a nice production is coming from that 
place.

TESTING DEPTHS OF LAMBTON 
FIELDS, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Oil Springs, Ontario, June 11, 1913. 


Great interest is being shown by oil and gas 
operators throughout Canada in the deep test 
well now being drilled at Oi) Springs, in the 
Lambton field. Very little attention was paid 
to the earlier well, undertaken last fall, in view 
of the failure of two previous deep wells in the 
same territory; but following the announce- 
ment that, prior to the accident which com- 
pelled the abandonment of the first Oil Springs 


. runs for. the five months have been 101,931. 
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test, gas had been struck in paying quantities, 
the operators have begun to take notice. 

The deep well project is backed by a number 
of Oil Springs citizens, who last year formed 
the Oil Springs Oil and Gas Company and put 
up the capital necessary to drill a deep test 


well. The location selected was on the Fair- 
banks property, Dr. C. O. Fairbanks giving 
the drillers the choice of any location they 
wanted free of charge. ‘The work made slow 
progress, being hindered by several mishaps, 
and eventually the drill broke and several 
months of effort to rescue the toois proved 
futile. The well, accordingly, had to be aban- 
doned. 


Prior to this, however, a flow of gas esti- 
mated at 135,000 feet had been struck at 
depth unusual in Canadian gas fields. rhe 
well had reached 1,910 feet when it had to be 
abandoned, and the formation was decidedly 
different from that encountered in the two 
previous deep wells drilled in the Lambton

field. One of these was drilled by Carman at 
Petrolea and another. by the Imperial Oil 
Company at Inwood, and though the drillers 
went down 3,000 feet, both turned out dry 


holes. 

The flow of gas and the encouraging forma- 
tion determined the directors cf the Oil Springs 
Company to make a new attempt. According- 
ly a fresh location was selected on the Parks- 
Archer property, about 40 rods distant, and 
drilling was recommenced. The well is mak- 
ing good progress, the drillers being down over 
400 feet at last reports. It is the intention io 
drill to a depth of at least 2,500 feet, and it 
is expected the work will be completed by 
August of this year, at the latest. 


DRILLING UNDER LAKE ERIE, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chatham, Ontario, June 11, 1913. 


The iong-standing battle with reference to 
drilling for oil and gas undec Lake Erie has 
again been renewed, following attempts by the 
Glenwood Oil and Gas Company to drill beyond 
the property line as decided in the suit of Vol- 
canic vs. Chaplin. Following these latest drill- 
ing operations, 200 farmers und fishermen along 
the Lake Shore in Tilbury East and Romney 
townships petitioned the Dominion Government 
at Ottawa to have the operations stopped, with 
the result that Engineer H. J. Lamb, of Wind- 
sor, under instructions from the department of 
public works, investigated the locality this 
week and secured information which will be 
made the basis of a report to his department. 
In the meantime the actual drilling work has 
been halted at the request of the government, 

The Glenwood Oil and Gas Company is com- 
posed of a number of American financiers, in- 
cluding H. D. Symmes, former president of the 
Volcanic Oil and Gas Company, but who is not 
now connected with the Volcanic company in 
any way. The Glenwood Company is interested 
in the Southern Ontario Gas Company's $15,- 
000,000 project for piping natural gas from the 
Tilbury East field to London, St. Thomas, 
Hamilton and other Eastern cities, Most of 
the leases in.the Tilbury East field are con- 
trolled by the Volcanic company, which sup- 
plies Chatham and a number of towns and 
cities in the immediate vicinity of the field; 
and, naturally, these leases are not for sale. 
The Glenwood company consequently secured 
from the Ontario Government a lease to drill 
for gas in the bed of Lake Erie. Permission 
was given to drill in an area extending about 
six or seven miles along the lake shore, oppo- 
site the Tilbury East gas producing territory. 
They have already put down two producing gas 
wells and are at work on a third, the inten- 
tion being to put down ten wells this season 
some 400 or 500 feet apart, and, as further 
permission is granted, to continue this drill- 
ing along the entire waterfront. At present 
drilling is being carried on only a.short dis- 
tance from the shore, though the wells may be 
drilled as far out as half a mile, 

Fishermen and farmers in the vicinity make 
strong objections to the project, and these ob- 
jections were laid before Engineer Lamb on 
the occasion of his visit. 

The fishermen claim that these wells will be 
a hindrance to navigation and that salt and 
sulphur discharged from the wells into the 
water will kill the fish, drive away the supply 
and ruin the fishing industry. 

The farmers object in the first place that 
they will receive no benefit from the gas taken 
from Lake Erie. Where wells are drilled on 
the land leases the farmers secured royalties 
and thereby derive a revenue from the gas 
underneath their lands. The government lease 
of the lake and the wells drilled therein will, it 
is claimed, have the effect of depleting the land 
wells, and the government will thereby be se- 
curing a small revenue by disposing of gas 
which the farmers would otherwise dispose of 
and for which they would receive @ much 
larger return in royalties, Their second ob- 
jection is that the sinking of some sixty wells 
and the piping of the gas to points outside 
those now served would: have the effect of 
depleting the entire Tilbury East field in a 
couple of years, thereby depriving the resi- 
dents of the gas producing area of the comfort 
and convenience which enure from 4 supply 
of natural gas and to which, they claim, they 
have the first title. 

The Glenwood Company, on the other hand, 
contends that the wells will not endanger 
navigation, and express their willingness to 
place lights and even bells on them, They also 
undertake to treat the water that comes from 
the wells by putting it in tanks and extracting 
all the sulphur before it is put back into che 
lake. They add that there is not sufficient 
salt in the water to injure the fish. 

The outcome of the investigations may have 
an effect upon the plans of the Southern Coun- 
ties Company to pipe the Tilbury Hast gas to 
cities further east in Ontario. The opinion of 
government experts that wells far more pro- 
ductive than any on land lie under the bed of 
Lake Hife adds to the importance of the dis- 
pute and its outcome, 





Mexican Petroleum Activities. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Tampico, Mexico, June 9, 1913. 


Notwithstanding the recent spread of the 
revolution to the east coast territory, some of 
the newly disturbed districts being close to 
Tampico, there is little abatement in oil de- 
velopment operations. Some of the companies 
have been harrassed by bands of rebels, which 
forced their officials to deliver tribute in the 
way of money, and there is also some com- 
plaint of a labor shortage due to the unsettled 
condition of affairs. However, there has been 
no interference with the producing wells, and 
the output of oil is keeping up its usual record 

The recent enlargement of the proved terri- 
tory in the Ebano field by the bringing in of a 
well of about 1,200 barrels’ daily capacity by 
the Mexican Petroleum Company at Chijol has 
caused steps to be taken to bore other wells in 
that same locality. The product of the new 
well is 12 degrees Baume gravity. The Mexi- 
ean Petroleum Company owns approximately 
600,000 acres of land in the Ebano district, and 
its wells there have an aggregate daily output 
of about 6,000 barrels. . It is reported that this 
company will enlarge its refinery at Ebano that 
is devoted to the manufacture of asphalt, 
which product is used largely for paving pur- 
poses in this country. 

The South Penn Oil Company has secured 
leases on several large tracts of oil-bearing 
land bordering Lake Tamiahua, and is prepar- 
ing thoroughly to explore the property for oil. 
It is regarded as a proved territory, as there 
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are good producing fields situated close to it. 
The company has a capital stock of $10,000,000 
and is controlled by Pennsylvania men. A. F. 
Corwin is general manager and D. BE, Reeder 
field superintendent. 

The Dos Banderas Oil Company has begun 
operations at Dos Banderas, ten miles from 
Tampico. It has planned to bore a number 
of wells in that section, and there are good in- 
dications that a new and large producing field 
will be developed there, 

All of the larger companies operating in the 
east coast flelds are rapidly increasing their 
oil storage facilities by erecting additional steel 
storage tanks, It is estimated that there are 
now more than 16,000,000 barrels of oil in 
storage in the Tampico territory. This is being 
increased at the rate of several hundred thou- 
sand barrels each month, The export ship- 
ments of oil continue to show an_ increase. 
The domestic consumption of the product, how. 
ever, has fallen off very much, due to the 
forced shutting down of railroad operations and 
the closing of many industrial plants which 
were using the product. The tying up of 
traffic on the railways leading to Monterey and 
other manufacturing centers has precluded the 
transportation of oil and has thereby caused a 
considerable falling off in the consumption,

Few Changes Expected in Chemical 
Tariff Schedule. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, June 13, 1913. 


The only developments with respect to 
the consideration of the tariff bill in the 
Finance Committee during the past week 
was a tentative agreement by the Demo- 
eratic majority of the committee upon 
the details of the chemical schedule and 
some parts of the schedule relating to 
sundries. No public announcement will 
be made of these changes until the bill 
has been entirely completed and passed 
upon by the Democratic caugus, which 
will not be held until the Democratic ma- 
jority of the Finance Committee has com- 
yleted its draft of the changes proposed 
~ the tariff bill. 

Senator Johnson, chairman of the sub- 
committee in charge of the chemical bill 
and the sundries schedule, states that no 
announcement can be made at this time 
of the changes under consideration in 
these schedules, nor will any print of the 
bill for public use be made, nor the hear- 
ings before the various sub-committees 
be published until the bill is ready to be 
reported to the Senate. 

All that can be ascertained in regard to 
the consideration which the sub-commit- 
tee and the Democratic majority has given 
to the chemical schedule is that the 
changes are comparatively few in num- 
ber and unimportant except as to the 
transfer of some dyestuffs that are util- 
ized in the manufacture of cotton goods 
to the free list. There are various reports 
in regard to other changes that have been 
made in the chemical schedule, but these 
reports cannot be confirmed, as the mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee decline to 
express any opinion as to the present 
status of. the bill, as they say all changes 
are subject to modification either in the 
full committee or in the Democratic cau- 
cus before the bill is reported, and sug- 
gestions of changes as they now stand 
would only tend to mislead, 

According to the present prospect, it will

Flax Yield Per Acre Reaches Record 
Figures in Canada. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Toronto, Canada, June 14, 1913. 


Mrs. Annie E. Williams, of Gleichen, 
Alta., had a record fiax crop last year. 
She seeded 63.33 acres and threshed 1,877 
bushels, which is equiyalent to 29.63 bush- 
els to the acre. The significance of this 
will be more readily appreciated when 
it is stated that the average yield per 
acre last year in Alberta was 12.83, in 
Saskatchewan, 12.56, in Manitoba, 13.39, 
in all Canada, 12.60, and in the United 
States, 9.9) bushels to the acre. The var- 
iety, which was grown, was ‘‘Promost,”’ 
a new kind which had been developed by 
the Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, and which ripens from ten days 
to a fortnight earlier than ordinary flax. 
The record of the growth of this crop 
shows that it was seeded April 16-18, was 
one foot high and in bloom on June 23, 
ripe on August 10, and cut on August 27. 
The germination test over seven days 
showed 9% per cent. With the co-opera- 
tion of the Agricultural Branch, Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, Canadian 
Pacific Railway, Calgary, a large pro- 
portion of this crop, namely 1,280 bushels, 
was sold for seed purposes to a Hanna 
farmer, at the price of $3 per bushel. 
The C. P. R. also bought in a quantity 
for use on its demonstration farms. 





Ready Mixed Paints Show Higher 
Standard. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Toronto, Canada, June 14, 1913. 


W. S. Cumming, addressing the conven- 
tion of painters and decorators at Winni- 
peg recently on the possibilities of mixed 
paints, said the products in all lines of 
ready mixed paints, stains and kindred 
commodities are now immeasurably supe- 
rior to the same class of products as, say 
ten or fifteen years ago—superior in every 
respect. 

‘‘Let us consider,’’ he went on, ‘‘in as broad 
a manner as possible, one or two of the vast 
influences that are working and helping to 
popularize ready-mixed paints with the prac- 
tical painter, as well as with the general pub- 
lic. Examine for a moment the claim made 
by the manufacturer that a saving in labor is 
effected in the mixing of materials by the 
practical man who adopts ready-mixed paints. 
If we take one hundred pounds of white lead

a fair 
at a cost per gallon 


and mix it to 
yield will be obtained 
approximately so close to the average price 
of ready-mixed paints that any difference 
could not be reckoned as an important factor 
in the consideration of the merits and demerits 
of either commodity. Much will depend on the 
white lead, whether the price of the hand- 
mixed products soars above the price of the 
ready-mixed paints or fluctuated around the 
same point. Sometimes your white lead will 
take up four gallons of oil, which will give 
you a yield that will compare favorably with 
the price per gallon of the ready-mixed paint, 
On the other hand, the quality or it might be 
the age of your lead, will allow only three and 
a half, and sometimes as low as three gallons 
to be employed, in which case the yield will be 
comparatively low. But apart from a consid- 
eration of the price of the raw materials, there 
is still the question of the cost of labor time 
spent in mixing the lead and oil. Ta each 
hundred pounds of lead and oil must be added 
the cost of expending at least one hour's labor 
time and if any degree of thoroughness is to 
be observed the time will more likely run to 
an hour and a half. Should the paint have 
to be strained the time would run well into 
two hours. This cost must, of course, be set 
against the price of materials and not, as 
often erroneously supposed, against the cost 
of the application. Some of you may incline 
to think that it is making a distinction with- 
out a difference, but I can assure you, gen- 
tlemen, that there is a very real difference, 
and, as it is fundamental, I must insist upon 
putting it forward. All of which, of course, 
places the relative prices of the two commodi- 
ties on a different basis and lends strength 
to the manufacturers’ argument. This argu- 
ment would not of itself carry much weight, 
provided that the ready mixed article was not 
being used by a certain number of the prac- 
tical painters competing for contracts in the 
open market. In such a case all estimates 
would be made up on the same basis and 
the painter or decorator would not necessarily 
have to worry about the cost of time for 
mixing; but we know, gentlemen, that the use 
of ready mixed paints, amongst practical 
painters, is on the increase and they are slowly, 
but nevertheless surely, gaining a hold in the 
favor of craftsmen all over the American con- 
tinent. Right here is where the man who 
mixes his own materials tries to evade or 
ignore the law of value—which cannot be suc- 
cessfully be evaded and will not be ignored. 
He ignores the fact that the labor time neces- 
sary to mix up a given quantity of paint by 
hand is no longer a social necessity and as a 
consequence, is liable to be discounted on the 
open market. He therefore places himself at 
a disadvantage with his competitors who have 
cut out this unnecessary expenditure of labor 
and fixes his estimates accordingly.”’

Oilseed, Petroleum and Perfumery 
Trade of Marseilles. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, June 13, 1913. 


Consul-General Gaulin at Marseilles, 
France, has sent to the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce a review of 
the trade of the French district of the 
Mediterranean, in which references are 
made to the trade in vegetable oil seeds, 
sulphur, phosphates, petroleum products 
and perfumery. 

Mr. Gaulin says regarding the oil seed 
and vegetable oil trade tnat “oil seeds 
remain the principal item in the list of 
Marseilles imports. The forty-three oil 
mills in Marseilles consume the great 
bulk of the 614,414 metric tons received 
last year.’’ Continuing, the report says!— 

The oil-crushing industry continues to hold 
a predominating povition in this district, and 
its mgst flourishing branch at present is the 
manufacture of cocoanut butter. The success- 
ful introduction of this product ‘dates from 
1°97, when a well-known Marseilles firm 
bought the rights of a small concern whose 
attempts in this line had heen unsatisfactory 
There are now five mills in this city manufac- 
turing eccoanut butter on a large scale their 
annual output aggregating 50,000 tons ‘valued 
a sans 720,000,008. Over 80 per cent. of 
this production is exported to various c 2 
aan ie t 1rious couatries, 


Holland and Scandinavia. - 


In ‘France also the consumption is steadily 
increasing. 

As a distributing market for foreign as well 
as domestic vegetable oils, Marseilles is ad- 
mirably situated, Its imports of olive oil 
amounted last year to 30,736 metric tons, as 
compared with 14,319 tons in 1911, chiefly from 
Spain, Tunis, Algeria and Greece. Of this 
quantity about one-third was re-exported, the 
total shipments amounting to. 13,063 — tons, 
which included a few thousand. tons of Prov- 
ence oil. The palm oil and- cottonseed cil im- 
ports were intended mainly for local consump- 
tion. 

There were. no imports of American cotton- 
seed during the year, Egyptian seed being pre- 
ferred by the Marseilles crushers. Corn cake 


formed the bulk of -the 1,765 tons of oil cake 
imported from the United states, a gain of 
238 tons over the preceding year. 

Referring to petroleum, sulphur and 
phusphate, this report says:— 

There was an increased importation during 


1912 of all the petroleum products of American 
origin except paraffin, Roumania ranked next 
to the United States for crude. and refined oil 
and essences, but Russia held the second rank 
for heavy oil. 

Louisiana crude sulphur was imported to the 
extent of 9,825 tons by a Marseilles branch of 
an American company, which maintains an- 
other important refinery at Cette. 

Marseilles received during the year 34,856 
tons of phosphate from Tunis and 2,243 tons 
from Algeria, but none from the United States. 
It is understood, however, that an effort wi!l 
be made to develop this trade. 


In regard to perfumery, Consul-Gen- 
eral Gaulin. gives the following account 
of the production of synthetic perfumery 
and the aggregate amount of flowers 
utilized in the production by the facto- 
ries of Grasse:— 

By far the most important eommercial and 
industrial undertaking of the Maritime Alps 
is the perfume industry. During 1912 she trade 
in essential oils, concretes, enfleuraged greases 
and other primary articles of perfumery seem- 
ed, after a period of depression, to be regain- 
ing its former leading place in the exports from 
this region. This is due to the fact that at 
present synthetical perfumery jis usually mixed 
with pure flower products, which gives them a 
more highly scented value, and the demand for 
high-grade perfumery made of purely floral 
products is increasing. 

The amounts of the various flowers used 
annually by the perfumery factories at Grasse 
are stated to be as follows, in pounds:—Orange 


flowers, 4,400,000; roses, 3,300,000; jasmine, 
2,640,000; ‘violets, 880,000; Cuberose’, | 660,000; 
carnations, 330,000; black currants, 220,000; 
mimosas, 176,000; mignonett>, (132,000; jon- 
quils, 110,000. 

Until 1912 only primary products of perfum- 
ery were exported to the United States, but 


during that year a Grasse firm established a 
house at Boston for the sale of perfumery anda 
perfumery articles.

Natural Sassafras Oil. 


The production of natural sassafras oil 
is confined to Carroll country, Tennessee, 
as the sassafras tree from which the oil 
is distilled is found only in North Amer- 
ica. While sassafras is widely distrib- 
uted in the eastern part of the United 
States, the principal part of the world’s 
supply of oil is at present distilled in the 
South. 

The oil is only found in the part of 
sassafras which grows in the ground. A 
small amount is contained in the wood 
part of the roots, but the main quantity 
is derived from the bark of the roots. 

While the supply of growing sassafras 
has been exhausted throughout large sec- 
tions enough remains in other sections 
to last for several years and the market 
will be supplied with oil so long as price 
affords distillers a reasonable profit. 

The world’s yearly consumption of pure 
natural oil is estimated at 90,000 pounds 
and it is probable that three-fourths of 
this quantity is consumed in this country. 

Distillers are mostly dependent upon 
farmers for their delivered supply of raw 
material and this limits the active dis- 
tilling season to such times as farmers 
are not busy with their regular farm 
work; This time is usually from Decem- 
ber until the following May. Unfavorable 
weather often prevails during this part of 
the year, making it impossible to forecast 
the probable yearly production of oil with 
any degree of certainty. 

Present prices, of farm products afford 
farmers good pay for their labor and un- 
less paid a high price they are little dis- 
posed to do the hard work necessary to 
deliver roots to distillers. Farmers care 
nothing about the price of sassafras oil. 
All that interests them is the amount of 
money received for a load of roots. If 
the price of oil permits the distiller to 
pay a price for roots which meets the 
farmer's views, business proceeds. If not 
there is nothing doing and the distiller 
can lock up and wait for a rise in the 
price of oil 

During the last three years the market 
price for prime pure oil in a large way 
averaged 624%c, per pound, this price be- 
ing about 10c, above the average price of 
the three previous years. This advance 
doubtiess corresponds to the increased 
cost of production resulting from the in- 
creased cost of labor throughout the 
country. 

The yield of oil from fresh dug roots 
does not exceed 1 per cent. That is to 
say, 1,000 pounds of clean roots if prop- 
erly distilled will yield 10 pounds of oil. 
Considerable oil is distilled in a crude way 
which fails to extract the heavy gravity 
fractions, resulting in an oil of light 
gravity and inferior strength. This en- 
tails a loss to the distiller in number of 
pounds procured, price received per 
pound for quantity sold and possibly 
the rejection of goods by buyer. 

Properly distilled natural oil has a 
specific gravity of 1.075 and is very strong 
in both perfuming and flavoring qualities. 
It is far more permanent in its perfum- 
ing and flavoring effects than either ar- 
tificial sassafras oil or safrol. Also less 
liable to result in discoloration of products 
in which it is used. 

It would be well for manufacturers who 
use either artificial sassafras or safrol to 
experiment with natural sassafras. Even 
for very common uses it is not only pos- 
sible but also probable that one pound of 
pure natural oil will bring better results 
in perfuming or flavoring than two or 
three pounds of artificial oil. If so, differ- 
ence in cost per pound would be more 
than offset by results attained. To ar- 
rive at correct knowledge of relative cost 
and value each manufacturer should ex- 
periment for himself and not be infiuenced 
by statements which may not be founded 
on facts, 
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The following publication is the twenty-first installment of a series of 
special, original and copyrighted articles on materials and methods employed 
in the largest and most progressive paint factories in the country, commenced 
in the January 27, 1913, issue of the Reporter.

COLOR GRINDING IN ALL ITS BRANCHES. 


Miscellaneous Green Colors in Oil. 


PARIS GREEN, or emerald green, as it is sometimes designated in oil color lists 
for the general trade, is an aceto-arsenite of copper, consisting of about 32 per cent. 
of copper oxide, 58 per cent, of arsenious oxide, 7 per cent. of acetic anhydride, 2 
per cent. of sulphur trioxide and 1 per cent. of water. It is a very fine type of 
blueish green that cannot be‘imitated with what we know as chrome green, although 
the latter has made the former almost obsolete in the general line of painting, be- 
caude of its decidedly poisonous properties. Paris green in oil is still employed 
to a small extent as a finishing coat over light shades of chrome green, because of 
its richer effect. The color grinder can test the color or shade and the tinting 
power of paris green in the usual way, and a quick test for purity can be had 
by dissolving a small portion of the pigment in a test tube with strong ammonia. 
It should dissolve with a deep blue color and show no precipitate. Pure paris 
green, being of a rather heavy specific gravity, will not require over eighteen 
pounds of linseed oil to eighty-two pounds dry pigment to produce 100 pounds of 
marketable paste. On account of the very poisonous character of the dust arising 
dn mixing the dry powder with the oil, the operator should be cautioned to be 
very careful in doing the work. Tha grinding is best done in steel mills, because 
stone mills are apt to become overheated and will in this case destroy the richness 
of the green, making it dull and. milky. If steel mills are not part of the equip- 
ment, then the pigment may be ground on mills, the grinding stones of which are 
freshly dressed. 

VERDIGRIS in oil is also to be foundin commercial oil color lists, and it is best 
for the color grinder to select the material known as French distilled verdigris, 
which is made by dissolving oxide of copper in acetic acid, the pigment consisting 
of about 43 per cent. of copper oxide, 29 per cent. of acetic anhydride and 28 per 
cent, of water, when chemically pure. It is a rather transparent deep, greenish 
blue pigment, rather fugitive in water, but more permanent in oil, if dried Well 


before mixing and grinding.

There ig not much demand for it by 
ties by the’ United States Light House Service for the prevention of marine growth, 


as the action of the salt water on paint made from this pigment gradually dissolves 
the cuprous salt, so that animal life or marine vegetation cannot retain a hold 
upon the surface thus painted. Pure verdigris of the type referred to will require 
twenty-eight to thirty pounds of raw or refined linseed oil to from seventy to 
seventy-two pounds of the dry pigment to make 100 pounds of paste color in oil. 
It requires very careful grinding, as it must be impalpably fine to give satisfaction 
to the user, especially if the latter be a decorator, who requires it for a glaze. The 
testing of the dry pigment is very important,.as the government service does not 
allow over 3 per cent. of insoluble matter, which must be considered rather liberal. 
To test for insoluble matter, weigh out a certain quantity of the pigment, treat it 
with dilute; hydrochloric acid until a solution is effected and if there is any in- 
soluble matter, collect it on a filter, dry and weigh it. Should there be any effer- 
vescence noted when treated with acid, it indicates the presence of ‘carbonates of 
copper or calcium or both. If the color grinder has any cause for suspecting ver- 
digris of being: sophisticated, it is necessary to submit a specimen to an expert 
paint chemist. The writer has had an experience where a lot of verdigris durin 
the grinding in oil became black and after standing’ awhile, turned into a solid 
black mass, similar to cinder. The oil was pure, but the pigment contained free 
acetic acid and sulphur. The same precautions on mixing verdigris are necessary, 
as those referred to on paris green. Neither of these two colors should be mixed 
with pigments that contain sulphur, owing to the formation of the black sulphide 
of copper. Such pigments are ultramarine blue or green, cadmium yellow, litho- 
pone, etc., and any a for mixing or milling must be thoroughly cleaned 
when any of the sulphur compounds are followed by the greens in question. 


Green Colors for Artists ang Decorators. 


Taking these up in alphabetical order, we have first of all bronze green, but as 
this is a color that artists will prefer to mix themselves, we may pass it by, because 
when wanted by sign writers or decorators, the manufacturer can fill it into col- 
lapsiblé tubes from, such stock as he may quote in his oil color list. The same 
applies to what we know as chrome green. 

CINNABAR GREEN is a misnamed pigment, as when cinnabar is referred to 
the first thought leads to vermilion or red, but is is a color recognized by artists and 
usually furnished in collapsible tubes in three ‘shades, light, medium and dark. 
The most permanent cinnabar green is made by mixing Guignet’s (chromium oxide 
hydrate) green with cadmium yellow and the next in permanency, a mixture of 
Guignet’s green and’ zinc yellow. Most fugitive are so-called cinnabar greens that 
are made of mixtures of Prussian blue and yellow lake or gamboge. To ascertain 
whether cinnabar green is made from Guignet’s green and cadmium yellow, the 
pigment is extracted in the usual way/and treated with a solution of lye. If the 
pigment is a mixture of Prussian blue and chrome yellow, yellow lake or gamboge 
the yellows are extracted ~by the solution and the blue changed to hydrated iron 
oxide, while if Guignet’s green is poses, it will have suffered no change. To 
produce a medium shade of best quality of cinnabar green, mix five parts by weight 
of Guignet’s green, two parts normal cadmium yellow (cadmium sulphide) and 
three parts of poppy seed oil, and grind this mixing in a clean stone mill of a size 
apportionate to the batch until inpalpably fine. Avoid contact with copper or iron 
as much as possible. For a darker shade, use more green, for a lighter shade more 
cadmium yellow. 

EMB&RALD GREEN in the list of artists’ colors is what appears in commercial 
color lists as paris green with this difference, that here the pigment selected is that 
imported from France and that it is ground in poppy seéd or nut oil in place of 
linseed oil. All the remarks made about this pigment previously apply here. 

Color manufacturers in Europe are using any number of phantastical names for 
this green, because of the reluctance of consumers to purchasing or using it under 
its original name of Schweinfurt or paris green. It is sold as opaque, mitis, patent 
meadow, Vienna, Leipsic and parrot green. Vert Paul Veronese green is also iden- 
tical with paris green. Eighty-five parts by weight of French pale paris green 
and fifteen parts of clarified poppy seed is the proper proportion for mixing, al- 
though it may be necessary to use a little more oil. , 

Emeraude green, also known as Vertemeraude in France and as viridian in 
England, while the German term is smaragd green, is a very pretty, rich green 
pigment of fine transparency and great permanence, because it is unaffected by 
dilute acids and alkalies, as well as by sulphuretted hydrogen. Commonly known 
as Guignet’s green, it is the hydrated oxide of chromium green and sixty-five parts 
by weight of the dry pigment and thirty-five parts by weight of poppy seed or nut 
oil, make when ground fine in a suitable stone mill, an excellent product for the 
artist. It is not customary to label this color Guignet’s green. The color grinder 
ean test this pigment in the regame way in comparison with other Samples, but 
to be certain of his ground, he should make the dilute acid and alkali test, as there 
are so-called permanent greens in the market that are intimated to be chromium 
oxide greens, when in fact, they are merely made from organic dyes. 

OXIDE OF CHROMIUM GREEN, when so-called, must differ from emeraude 
green, as this is an opaque pigment, while the latter is transparent. ‘The chrome 
oxide green is rather olive in color as costes: the deep rich green of the hydrated 
chrome oxide, but is even more permanent than the latter, as the strongest degrees 
of heat will not alter it, while the latter under such heat will lose its water of 
hydration and return to the olive toned chrome oxide green. This pigment, how- 
ever, can be purchased at one-third tie market price of Guignet's green. Seventy- 
five parts of the dry pigment and twenty-five parts by weight of poppy seed or nut 
oil make a good paste for collapsible tubes. the dry green is highly valued for 
coloring soap and high-grade paper and because of resistance to very’ high degrees 
of heat it is invaluable for use in the ceramic art and in enameling, etc. 

SAP GREEN does not work very well as an oil color, yet it is in moderate de- 
mand in the line of artists’ tubes. Artists use it as a glaze to obtain certain effects 
such as for instance, the leaves of trees in an autumn scene picture, This green is 
usually made of Prussian blue and yellow iuke or Dutch pink of the better grade 
when one part of the blue to three parts French yellow lake, ground in four parts 
poppy seed oil produces a far better, but more expensive green than one part blue 
and nine’ parts Dutch pink in five parts poppy seed oil. A far better sap green 
would be produced, however, for the artists’ purpose by a grinding of six parts 
Guignet’s green, two parts super French yellow lake in five parts poppy seed oil 
which will prove most expensive of the formulas here given, but also most per- 
manent and bost working as an oil color. ; ?

‘Terre verte derives its color from 
ferric oxide and ferrous oxide, that has a gangue of silica with very small portions of 
alumina and larger percentages of potash. magnesia and soda. For the guidance 
of the color grinder we will say that the best specimen of natural green earth 
that are available for the use of the artist, are of a deep grayish green color, that 
when treated with alkalies or acids, must not show any reaction or changes in 
color. When a sample of green earth in powdered form is treated with dilute 


This is natural green earth found in 


sulphuric or hydrochloric acid, then washed and filtered, dried 
ofl, it must show no appreciable change in color when a portion a” at. a 


specimen is mixed with oil and placed alongside of it on a strip of clear glass for 
comparison. A specimen of green earth that shows up a rich, deep green should 
be viewed with suspicion and a sample placed in a test tube with absolute 
alcohol in order to ascertain whether it has not been enriched with a green of coal- 
tar origin. If such is not the case, the sample should be tested for the presence of 
Prussian blue by treating it with a solution of caustic soda, which will destroy 
the blue, if any be present. Terre verte of the highest grade is very rare and very 
little of it comes to this country, as it is eagerly taken up by the European color 
manufacturers and the very best selection ever handled by the writer, was quoted 
by Italian exporters at a figure of $220 per long ton, f. 0. b. Leghorn. Specimen of 
green earth, quoted anywhere from $6 to $115 per ton, were found to be enriched 
by either Prussian blue or aniline green, while the ordinary green earths, that can 
be purchased at anywhere from $25 to $45 per ton, cannot be considered at all in 
reference to artists’ color, and at best would pass only as fillers for bronze or olive 
greens. Bohemian green earth and the green earths fround in the United States 
belong to this class, 

To grind the best grade of green earth referred to for use on the palette of the 
artist, mix sixty-eight parts of the dry pigment, from which every trace of mois- 
ture has been removed by subjecting it to a temperature of 150° F. over night and 
thirty-two parts by weight of poppy seed oil will make this color of the proper 
consistency after grinding to impalpable fineness in a stone mill of small diameter. 


ULTRAMARINE GREEN, while found in artists’ color lists, is scarcely ever 
called for for picture or landscape paintiig, but has been used to some extent by 
decorators, because of its resistance to alkalies. In this connection the deep shades 
have had the preference and sixty-five parts by weight of the dry pigment and 
thirty-five parts of poppy seed oil are the proper proportion for mixing and grind- 
ing. It is not profitable to keep much ofthis color pyt up in tubes, as it has a 
tendency of the oil separating from the pigment and become hard. 

ZiNC GRERKN, also known as cobalt green or Rinmann’s green, named after 
the Swedish chemist who originally discovered the compound, is valued highly by 
artists and decorators because absolutely permanent in ail painting methods. It is 
a combination of cobalt and zinc and can be made by intimately mixing six parts 
by weight of carbonate of cobalt (or ten parts phosphate of cobalt), with thirty 
parts by weight of zinc oxide, grinding fine as possible and then subjecting the 
mixture to almost white heat. For a lighter shade, double this quantity or zine 
oxide is being used. To determine whether zine green is of the quality and not 
simply a mixture of zinc chromate and Prussian blue (which latter is unfit for 
artists’ and decorators’ use), mix the suspected specimen with dilute hydrochloric 
acid in a test tube, when the genuine article will readily color the solution a deep 
pink. If held in the flame of a Bunsen burner with borax on a platinum wire, it 
should give a deep blue color. About seventy-eight parts by weight of the dry 
pigment with twenty-two parts of poppy seed oil is the proper proportion for mix- 
ing and the grinding should be done on a good stone mill of small diameter, not 
over twelve inches. 

GREEN LAKES are an uncertain quantity in this line of colors, as unless thev 
are made with alumina hydrate, they do not give thericheffect desired by decorators 
and when these pigments contain alumina hydrate, they liver so badly after being 
ground in oil, that in a few days the color will not squeeze out of the tube, be- 
sides a color that livers in oil is unfit for use, because it will scale in short order 
from where it has been fixed. However, decorators and scene painters in theatres 
have use for green lakes, both of the yellow and blueish type and prefer them put 
up in tubes of large and convenient size, and if the color grinder specifies that the 
pigment is to be free of alumina hydrate, the color maker can supply it by pre- 
cipitating brilliant green on blanc fixe for the blueish toned lake and the same 
green with auramine or naphtol yellow, also on blanc fixe for the lake of yellowish 
tone with the proper mordants. These lakes can be made sufficiently rich for the 
purpose and being used for interior decoration only, will have fair durability and 
will not show up yellow under gas or electric light. About seventy parts by 
weight of dry lake to thirty parts by weight of poppy seed oil will make the 
right consistence for these lakes. Green lakes of vegetable origin are practically 


obsolete. 
Green Distemper Colors, 


In this list we should omit such as bronze green, and, in fact, all composite 
greens, as well as the ordinary chrome green. When these are called for pomenes 
the color grinder wilk have no trouble in furnishing them and to keep them in 
stock is wasteful an@ unwise. Only very moderate sized stocks should be kept of 
such distemper colors as are apt to settle or dry up rapidly or that are rather 
expensive. In the quick settling line are emerald or paris green and ultramarine 
green and in the high priced we have verte emeraude. The list is sufficiently large 
with cobalt green, cmerald green, terre verte, ultramarine green, verte emeraude 
(or Guignet’s green). If cobalt or zine green cannot be had in pulp form, seventy- 
five parts of the dry powder should be mixed with thirty-five parts water, given 
several runs through a stone mill provided with a, casing to keep from splashing 
and when color is smooth and fine, the yield should be 100 parts by weight of finish~ 
ed pulp.

In regard to the tests imposed for oils 
used in the market. Mr. Skinner sends 
the following detailed statement, together 
with a technical account of the require- 
ments that are made by the various rail- 
road corporations in Germany purchasinz 
lubricating oils.

The following details have been obtained in 
regard to the congelation, flashing, etc., points 
of oils used on the German railways:—For axles 
and railway cars oil is used particularly that 
has a degree of cold of —9 deg. to 12 deg.

The general requirements of the German 
trade in lubricating oils will be best under- 
stood by a careful reading of the following 
classifications prepared by Holde in his ‘‘In- 
vestigation of Lubricants’’:— 

(1) Spindle oils for spinning machines—Are 
under very slight pressure and must be mo- 
bile; clear oils of a fluidity of 5 to 12° in 
Engler’s viscosimeter at 20 deg. C.; Pensky 
flashing point 160 deg. to 200 deg. c 

(2) Ice machine or compressor oils—Quite 
fluid, degree of fluidity in Engler’s viscosimeter 
equal to 5 to 7; congelation limit under —20 
deg. C.; Pensky flashing point between 140 
deg. and 180 deg. C. 

(3) Light machine, transmission, motor and 
dynamo oils—Moderately stiff; degree of fluid. 
ity at 20 deg. C. equal to 13 to 25; Pensky 
flashing point 160 deg. to 210 deg. C. 

(4) Heavy transmission and machine oils— 
Tenaciously fluid; degree of fluidity in Engler’s 
viasssionotey at 20 deg. C. equal to 25 to 45 
and in sume cases to 60; Pensky flash 
160 deg, to 210 deg. C, , ine Boing 

The above named group of oily usually are 
refined and in the testing glass are brownish 
yellow to brownish red in color, and some ex- 
vensive oils in groups 1 to 3 are colorless.

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Supreme Court Sustains State Authority 
Over Intrastate Railroad Rates. 


MINNESOTA CASES DETERMINE QUES- 
TION OF SWEEPING SIGNIFICANCE— 
LIMITATION UPON STATE RIGHT 
WHERE INTERFERENCE WITH IN- 
TERSTATE CARRIAGE IS CONCERNED, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, June 13, 1913. 

Probably no decision by the Supreme 
Court of the United States in recent years 
has attracted more widespread attention 
than the decision rendered on Monday, 
expressing the unanimous opinion of the 
court through Justice Hughes, in what 
has come to be known as the railway 
rate case, the most important of which 
arose in the State of Minnesota. 

It is practically impossible in the scope 
of reasonable space to explain the force 
and effect of these rate decisions, but in 
general terms the decision of the court 
may be summarized as holding: First, 
that rates made under State authority to 
cover traffic wholly within the State are 
sustained and made effective, unless such 
rates interfere with and constitute such a 
burden upon interstate commerce that 
Congress shall act to prevent such inter- 
ference with interstate commerce by posi- 
tive legislation. Second, that the rates 
made in Minnesota, so far as they con- 
cern two railroads—the Northern Pacific 
and the Great Northern—are sustained as 
not being confiscatory, and as to_ these 
rates the decision of the lower Federal 
Court is reversed. With respect to rates 
made on anotehr road, the Minneapolis 
and St. Louis, the court in this decision 
holds that the rates would be confiscatory, 
and to that extent the decision of the 
lower Federal Court is affirmed and modi- 
fivations of the decision are made to the 
extent of allowing the State authorities to 
intervene for such changes in the decree 
as will meet the situation and comport 
with the purpose of the decision in the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

The decision by Justice Hughes is one 
of the most elaborate that has ever been 
handed down by the Supreme Court, con- 
taining’ more than 35,000 words and giving 
a full history of the changes made in 
rates within the State of Minnesota un- 
der the authority of the Legislature of 
that State, which were substantial re- 
ductions in class and commodity rates for 
freight carringe and a reduction to two 
cents a mile for passenger carriage. A 
lone line of decisions by the Supreme 
Court itself and various State and Federal 
Courts touching the relation between the 
States and the Federal government in 
matters pertaining to interstate commerce 
‘and also to commerce wholly within a 
State were examined and reviewed by 
this decision with a multitude of detail 
and wealth of illustration and analysis. 

It has been asserted by those who have 
examined the opinion, that while it sus- 
tains the action of the State of Minne- 
sota with respect to rates put into effect 
under the legislative authority of that 
State, the opinion is left open as to how 
far a State really may go in making rates 
covering transportation wholly within a 
State, but wnich, does to some extent in- 
terfere with interstate carriage of com- 
modities. A further point taken from the 
opinion of Justice Hughes serves to 
illustrate what the opinion of the Supreme 
Court is with respect to the limitations on 
Stute authority and also the situation 
which exists with respect to the inter- 
blending of operations in commerce 
wholly within a State and that which is 
interstate. In one part of the opinion 
Justice Hughes says:— 

But within these limitations there Mneces- 
sarily remains to the States, until Congress 
acts, a wide range for the permissible exer 
cise of power appropriate to their territoriat 
jurisdiction, although interstate commerce may 
be affected. It extends to those matters of 4 
local nature as to which it is impossible to 
derive from the constitutional grant an in- 
tention that they should go uncontrolled pend- 
ing Federal intervention. Thus, there are cer- 
tain subjects having the most obvious and di- 
rect relation to interstate commerce, which 
nevertheless, with the acquiesence of Congress, 
have been controlled by State legislation from 
the foundation of the government because of 
the necessity that they should not remain un- 
regulated and that their regulation should be 
adapted to varying local exigencies; hence, 
the absence of regulation by Congress in such 
matters has not imported that there should be 
no restriction, but rather that the States should 
continue to supply the needed rules until Con- 
gress should decide to supersede them. Fur- 
ther, it is competent for a State to govern its 
internal commerce, to provide local improve- 
ments, to create and regulate local facilities, 
to adopt protective measures of a reasonable 
character in the interest of the health, safety, 
morals and welfare of its people, although in- 
terstate commerce may incidentally or indi- 
rectly be involved. Our system of government 
is a practical adjustment by which the na- 
tional authority as conferred by the Consti- 
tution is maintained in its full scope without 
unnecessary loss of local efficlency. Where the 
subject is peculiarly one of local concern, and 
from its nature belongs to the class with which 
has been committed to its care, and, for this 
purpose and to this extent, in response to a 
conviction of national need, to displace local 
laws by substituting laws of its own. The 
successful working of our constitutional sys- 
tem has thus been made possible. 

Regarding the relations between the 
Federal government and the States in the 
interblending of intrastate and interstate 
co erce, Justice Hughes further re- 
viewing the great array of opinions by 
the Federal Courts, and analyzing the In- 
terstate Commerce law, among other 
things says:— 

To suppose, however, from a review of these 
decisions that the exercise of this acknowl- 
edged power of the State may be permitted to 
create an irreconcilable conflict with the au- 
thority of the nation, vor that through an 
equipoise of powers an effective control of 
interstate commerce is rendered impossible, is 
to overlook the dominant operation of the 
Constitution which, creating a nation, equipped 
it with an authority, supreme and plenary, to 
control national commerce and to prevent that 
control, exercised in the wisdom of Congress, 
from being obstructed or destroyed by any op- 
posing action, But, as we said at the outset, 
our system of government is a practical ad- 
justment by which the national authority as 
conferred by the Constitution is maintained in 
its full scope without unnecessary loss of 
local efficiency. It thus clearly appears that, 
under the established principles governing 
State action, the State of Minnesota did not 
transcend the limits of its authority in pre- 
scribing the rates here involved, assuming 
them to be reasonable intrastate rates. It ex- 
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ercised an authority appropriate to its terri- 
torial jurisdiction and not opposed to any ac- 
tion thus far taken by Crongress. 

The interblending of operations in the conduct 
of interstate and local business by interstate 
carriers ig strongly pressed upon our attention. 
It is urged that the same right-of-way, ter- 
minals, rails, bridges and stations are provided 
for both classes of traffic; that the proportion 
of each sort of business varies from year t 
year and, indeed, from day to day; that no 
division of the plant, no apportionment of it 
between interstate and local traffic, can be 
made to-day, which will hold to-morrow; that 
terminals, facilities and connections in one State 
aid the carrier's entire business and are an 
element of value with respect to the whole 
property and the business in other States; thai 
securities are issued against the entire line of 
the carrier and cannot be divided by States; 
that tariffs should be made with a view to all 
the traffic of the road and should be fair as 
between through and short-haul business, and 
that, in substance, no regulation of rates can 
be just which does not take into consideratjorm 
the whole fields of the carrier's operations, ir- 
respective of State lines. The force of these 
contentions is emphasized in these cases, and 
in others of like nature, by the extreme dif- 
ficulty and intricacy of the calculations which 
must be made in the effort to establish a segre- 
gation of intrastate business for the purpose of 
determining the return to which the carrier is 
properly entitled therefrom. 

But these considerations are for the prac- 
tical judgment of Congress in determining the 
extent of the regulation necessary under exist- 
ing conditions of transportation, etc. 

The general opinion among lawyers 
who have examined the opniion is that 
the State of Minnesota has won a great 
victory in having had sustained by the 
high court the greater part of the rates 
put into effect under the legislative 
authority of that State, but the point is 
also noted that much remains for future 
consideration by Congress and the courts 
as to the possible conflicting interests and 
power of the States and the Federal gov- 
ernment in the relations which exists be- 
tween them in the matter of intrastate 
and interstate commerce. 


New Weight Labeling Committee 
Holds Hearings in New York 


Custom House. 


Numerous arguments in favor of allow- 
ing reasonable variations, exemptions and 
methods of marking, in acordance with 
the Federal net weight labeling law, 
were submitted last Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday by representatives of packers, 
bottlers and manufacturers and whole- 
salers of foodstuffs, including corn syrup 
and corn oil, at hearings in the New 
York Custom House before a committee 
consisting of Dr. C. K. Alsberg, chief 
of the Bureau of Chemisty of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture; L. Fisher, of 
the Bureau of Standards of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, and F. M. Halstead, 
of the Division of Customs of the ‘Treas- 
ury Department. At the conclusion of 
these hearings, two tentative rulings 
were, drafted by the committee, but were 
witliheld from publication on the advice 
of Dr. Alsberg. 

The Federal net weight labeling law, 
whose provisions apply only to foods and 
not to drugs, was approved by President 
Taft on March 3. This law reads as fol- 
lows:— 

A food product will be deemed to be mis- 
branded if in package form the quantity of the 
contents be not plainly and conspicuously 
marked on the outside of the package in terms 
of weight, measure or numerical count; pro- 
vided, however, that reasonable variations 
shall be permitted and tolerances and also ex- 
emptions as to small packages shall be estab- 
lished by rules and provisions of section 3 of 
this act, 

Among the representatives of food mak- 
ers and trade organizations who appeared 
at the hearings were Herman W. Hoops, 
of the confectionery firm of Hawley & 
tioops, representing the National Confec- 
tioners’ Association; T. B. Wagner, rep- 
resenting the Corn Products Refining 
Company, and representatives of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Grocers’ Association, the 
Wine and Spirits Traders’ Association, 
the United States Brewers’ Association, 
the New York Hay Exchange Association 
and the Bottlers’ Association. 

On behalf of the Wine and Spirit Trad- 
ers’ Association, Francis E. Hamilton 
urged that in the Custom House test ex- 
aminations there should be examination 
of at least twenty-four bottles taken from 
six different cases in a shipment of at 
least fifty cases. 

For the Corn Products Refining Com- 
pany, Mr. Wagner, who is connected with 
the manufacturing department of that 
company, explained how that concern had 
been able to avoid many variances in 
the weights of its packages by perfecting 
its weighing as well as filling machines, 
tie submitted specimens of labels used by 
the company which set forth the quanti- 
ties and weights of the substances con- 
tained in the packages and added that 
it had been the practice of this com- 
pany to guarantee the weight stated on 
its packages. Mr. Wagner then said that 
his company was conducting experiments 
with regard to evaporation and variation 
in cans of syrup and in packages of corn- 
starch and would submit the results thus 
obtained to the commission at an early 
date, 

Mention was also 
fact that the Corn Products Re- 
fining Company was among the larg- 
est producers of small packages of 
food products such as cornstarck, mixed 
corn syrup, jellies, jams, preserves 
and refined corn oil and had imprinted 
the net weight statement on all their 
labels for a nuinber of years. ‘To the 
best of their belief, the representatives of 
this company added, the Corn Products’ 
interests were the first manunfacturers 
to adopt that policy. They said that they 
had always favored a net weight law and 
believed that the consumer was entitled 
to receive full weight goods. Recognizing 
the difficulties of the commission’s task 
in determining legitimate variations, 
these officers of the Corn Products Com- 
pany offered to place at the commission's 
disposal, all their factories for inspection 
and all their facilities for conducting ex- 
periments which might be deemed nec- 
essary for arrival at definite conclusions. 

No further hearings will be held outside 
of Washington, but the committee will 
consider briefs sent to it and grant per- 
sonal audiences there. The committee 
promises to prepare the regulations re- 


made of the 


quired by the law as soon as possible 
so that manufacturers may have time 
in which to prepare such new labels ‘as 
may be decided to be necessary in an 
observance of the law. This law provides 
that these regulations, which are to be 
drawn up by various government depart- 
ments concerned in the conference for 
this purpose, shall take ffect in eighteen 
munths’ time from the signing of the act. 
It is believed that liberal allowances and 
tolerances will be granted for bottles and 
packages and that considerable variation 
and allowanees for shrinkage, due to 
climatic causes, will also be made by the 
Net Weight Law Committee in the forth- 
coming regulations.

Control of Magnolia Oil Co. in Texas 
Ouster Suit. 


Attorneys for the State of Texas’ ouster 
and penalty suit on June 9 and 10 sought 
to show by E. R. Brown, vice-president 
of the Magnolia Petroleum Company, 
that the Navarro Refining Company, pre- 
decessor of the Magnolia Company, had 
an agreement with the Waters-Pierce Oil 
Company by which -the latter sold ali 
of the oil refined by the Navarro Com- 
pany. The Stafe also claimed that the 
dominating interests of the Magnolia Oil 
Company have been the Standard Oil 
Companies of New York and New Jersey. 

Mr. Brown testified that H. C. Folger 
and Howard Payne owned 1,995 shares 
of the Navarro Refining Company’s stock, 
but that it was held for them in the name 
of W. C. Proctor. The State attempted 
to get a statement that Folger and Payne 
held their stock under Proctor’s name as 
trustee, to avoil Standard Oil connections 
appearing in records of the company, but 
Brown said he did not know this to be 
a fact. The same ownership of stock 
applied to the Security Oil Company, the 
State alleged. The Security stock, Brown 
said, was owned by the London Trading 
and Investment Company. Both the 
Navarro and Security companies were 
ousted from Texas in 1909 for State trust 
taw violations. 


To Push Anti-Narcotic Legislation. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, June 13, 1913. 

According to the advices received by 
Dr. Hamilton Wright from President Wal- 
lace, of the Drug Trade Conference, the 
Kxecutive Committee of the conference 
has approved, with some modification, the 
draft of the anti-narcotic bill which was 
submitted a week ago for the considera- 
tion of the various trades represented in 
the conterence. The understanding now 
is that early next week the sub-commit- 
tee of the Ways and Means Committee, 
under the direction of Representative 
Harrison, of New York, will make a fav- 
orable report upon the bill and that 
prompt efforts will be made to secure a 
tavorable report from the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

The Government Committee, headed by 
Dr. Hamilton Wright, is now engaged ina 
woing over the details of the anti-nar- 
cotic bill and the measure has been sub- 
mitted to Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 
Adoo and also Secretary of State. Bryan, 
in connection with the other measures 
pending with reference to importations 
and interstate trade in opium and kin- 
dred products, and it is expected that 
whatever changes are suggested by these 
vficials will be submitted to the commit- 
tee when the measure is taken up for 
final consideration by the Ways and 
Means members. Dr. Wright, who has 
had to do with most of the consultations 
held with members of tha trade and also 
with the executive officiers of the govern- 
ment and the Congressional committee, 
expresses satisfaction with the bill as it 
has been perfected by himself and others 
in consultation with the representatives 
of the trades and has high hopes that 
the bill will be pushed through Congress 
without opposition before the first of 
July, when the international conference 
is held at The Hague by the various na- 
tions interested in the control of trade 
between the nations in opium and its 
products. 

Dr. Wright and his associates of the 
government commission who represent 
this nation at The Hague expect to sail 
for the Netherlands about the 20th inst. 
Dr. Wright received assurances from all 
sides that the legislation now contem- 
plated will be pressed through Congress 
by its friends at the earliest possible date. 
The measure as finally agreed upon will 
not again be made public until it has 
passed the scrutiny of the Ways and 
Means Committee and is formally report- 
ed to the House.

Rehearing Sought in Sanatogen Case. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, June 13, 1913. 


It is expected that on Monday next an 
announcement will be made by the United 
States Supreme Court of its action on 
a motion for a rehearing of the cele- 
brated case that was decided in the 
court two weeks ago, upholding the con- 
tention of James O'Donnell, a Washing- 
ton druggist, in selling the product Sana- 
togen at prices lower than had been fixed 
by the manufacturers and vendors of the 
product, the Bauer Chemical Company. 
This motion for rehearing was filed in the 
court on Monday and it sets forth among 
other things that “the trade inarticles af- 
fected by the decision is over a billion 
dollars a year. The case is one of the 
utmost importance to the small merchant, 
and if the decision is allowed to stand 
will result in vastly increasing in power 
department stores and other large con- 
corns to drive him out of business.’’ The 
reference to the billion dollars worth of 
products of various kinds, of course, is 
intended to mean all patented and copy- 
righted articles, the control and price of 
which is desired by the holder of the 
patent or copyright. 

The principle points set forth in the 
motion for a rehearing in the Sanatogen 
case are based upon the allegations of the 
decision upholding the right of O’ Donnell, 
the druggist, to sell the product Sana- 
togen at a lower price than the manufac- 
turers of the patented article desire to 
have it sold to the retail trade is con- 
trary to the rulings laid down in the cele- 
brated Dick v. Henry case, which in- 
volved the control of the price of the 
paiented mimeograph, The attorneys for 
the Bauer Chemical Company say that 
the United States Supreme Court having 
held that the owner of the mimeograph 
patent had a right to take his profit by 
impusing a license restriction, because 
he sold his machine for cost or less, 
should have held that the patentees of 
Sanatogen have a similar right to take 
their profit by license restriction attached 
to Sanatogen, because, as these patentees 
aver, they have sold their product for 
many years at cost or less in the ex- 
pectation of building up a trade and se- 
curing a profit through the license re- 
striction granted, as they assert, under 
the patent law. The attorneys for the 
Bauer Chemical Company assert that the 
denial of the right of the patentees of 
Sanatogen to maintain their prices un- 
der the license restriction fails to give 
proper force and effect to the patent law 
in its purpose to promote the progress 
of science and the useful arts. 

Another point raised by the attorneys 
for the Bauer Chemical Company in ask- 
ing for this rehearing is that the deci- 
sion by the Supreme Court in the O’Don- 
nell case was erroneous, because it held 
in effect that there was no consideration 
flowing to the Bauer Chemical Company 
except the price paid by the jobber or the 
retailer. The patentees of Sanatogen 
claim that the consideration was not only 
the price received, but the services of the 
retailer in maintaining the price and dis- 
posing of the article at the price speci- 
fiel by the patentees. 

The attorneys for the Bauer Chemical 
Company made special stress in this mo- 
tion for a rehearing on what they claim 
is an error by the Supreme Court in hold- 
ing that the sale of Sanatogen carried 
a full and complete title. On this point 
the attorneys say in their motion:— 

The conditions under which the package is 
disposed of by the Bauer Chemical Company 
state that it is ‘‘licensed for sale,’”’ etc, In 
other words, the retailer or jobber, such, for 
example, as O'Donnell, obtaining it from the 
Bauer Chemical Company, obtained nothing 
more than a mere license. This clearly shows 
that the title to the article was retained by 
the Bauer Chemical Company. Such being the 
ease, the jobber or retailer, such as O’ Donnell, 
eould not pass any greater title than he had, 
to wit, a mere transferrable license, when he 
disposed of the article to a third person, and 
when such third person had definite notice of 
the limitations upon the rights of the jobber or 
retailer. Consequently when a jobber or re- 
tailer who obtained the article sold the same 
contrary to the conditions of the license he ex- 
ceeded any rights that he had to the article, 
and his act in this regard, therefore, consti- 
tuted an act of infringement of the patent. 
When the article finally reached the consumer,

in accordance with the conditions named upon 
the package, the title of the Bauer Chemical 
Company to the package became merged with 
the rights of the consumer, so that the latter 
had then complete title thereto. 

Appellants’ label contains the reservation, 
“All rights revert to the undersigned in the 
event of violation,’’ which language is broad 
enough to include and does include a reversion 
of all rights to the package. 

Substantially, therefore, the allegations 
set forth in the motion for a rehearing 
of the O’Donnell case is that the court 
has failed to take fully into account all 
the points that were settled in the mime- 
ograph case, and that the decision by the 
court in the O’Donnell case is depriving 
the manufacturers of Sanatogen from the 
beneiits of the monopoly of use granted 
by its patent under the patent laws of 
the United States.

Saturday Noon, June 14, 1913. 

As no further amendments to Sched- 
ule A of the Underwood tariff re- 
vision bill were recommended by the 
sub-committee of the Senate’s Finance 
Committee within the week, the un- 
certainty as to the form which the re- 
vised import duties for numerous crude 
drugs and spices will eventually take 
continued unrelieved and_ therefore 
still exerted a _ restrictive influence 
upen buying operations in all parts of 
the local drug market. Even at the 
outset of the week, mail orders were 
exceptionally small and a mid-summer 
apathy appeared to have settled down 
upon consumers in the East as well 
as upon those in the West and South. 

Numerous additional concessions 
were made in the hope of stimulating 
the demand, but there was no life in 
any portion of the list and purchas- 
ing operations diminished steadily up 
to the end of the interval. In only a 
few instances were quotations marked 


up because of a depletion of spot 
stocks or an advancing tendency in 


the primary markets. 
The Messina essences, notably lemon 


and orange oils, furnished about the 
only feature of the week by rising 
sharply in the Sicilian markets and 


by refiecting this uplift in the prices 
asked by local _ holders. The dis- 
ccvery that this year’s yield of lemon 
cil had been unusually small continued 
to force operators in those centers, 
who had sold heavily short of this es- 
sence, to attempt covering their com- 
mitments and, when it was found to 
be impossible for all of them to pro- 
tect themselves with purchases, prices 
soared to the highest levels ever re- 
corded in the history of the industry, 
exceeding by more than $1 those which 
prevailed immediately after the Mes- 
sina earthquake at the close of 1908. 
The similar advance in orange oil 
prices was in the nature of a sympa- 
thetic movement and, simultaneously 
with the uplift of these two essences, 
pronounced weakness developed in 
bergamot vil, which was offered at 
concessions both abroad and at home 
in the absence of more than a meager 
jobbing inquiry. 

Among the most noteworthy con- 
cessions in prices, aside from that in 
bergamot oil, were those made in 
powdered and granular opium, glycer- 
ine, codliver oil, Russian ergot, ni- 
trate of silver, Mexican vanilla bean 
cuts, laurel leaves, Italian or Spanish 
anise seed, Cochin “D,”’ No. 1 Africa 
and Japan ginger and white Singapore 
pepper, while the principal advances 
in quotations included, beside those in 
lemon and orange oils, substantial up- 


lifts in the figures asked for ex-

OPIUM, 


Following a period of exceptional ac- 
tivity in the primary markets in Tur- 
key, during which large purchases of 
this gum were made as prices re- 
ceded under favorabte crop prospects, 
there has come a period of apathy in 
those centers. Many of the British 
and Continental morphine makers are 
now employing Persian gum, with 
which the European markets are still 
plentifully supplied, and few transac- 
tions worthy of note are now being 
effected in Smyrna, Constantinople or 
Salonica. Small as spot stocks of this 
narcotic unquestionably are they are 
proving more than adequate for the 
demand and a weak undertone there- 


fore pervades the local market. Im- 
porters here, however, continue to hold 
out for $6.25 for druggists’ quality gum 


in cases and jobbing lots, but they 
have lowered their quotations for the 
powdered and granular grades from 


25 to 30 cents per pound, making the 
revised asking figures for the powdered 
grades $7.85@7.95 and those for the 
granular description $8.00@8.15. Neither 


derivative makers nor jobbers are 
as eager to lay in large supplies 
as they were a fortnight ago _ be- 


fore estimates on the 1913 Turkish crop 
indicated a yield of about 7,000 cases, 
although the incentive of anticipating 
the contemplated doubling of the im- 
port duty remains unabated. 

By cable our correspondent in Con- 
stantinople has advised us at the close 
of the week as follows:— 

Constantinople, June 14, 1913. 

Sales of ten cases have been made this week 
at 18s. 6d., while sixty cases of druggists’ 
quality have also been sold at 16s. 3d. Arrivals 
to date have amounted to 2,520 cases, as com- 
pared with 1,347 cases for the corresponding 
period of last year.

QUININE. 

Despite the fact that a disappointingly 
low figure was realized at the Amster- 
dam cinchona bark sale, held in that 
center Thursday, both domestic and 
foreign manufacturers of the salts con- 
tinue to hold their output very firmly 
on the old bulk basis of 21%c. in 100- 
ounce tins, while even second hands 
are still asking 19@20c., as to age, for 
spot lots of German and Amsterdam 
sulphate and 19c. for similar parcels 
of Java salts. Prompt shipments of 
Java sulphate are also being strongly 
maintained at 19%c. There is little de- 
mand for any of these grades, how- 
ever, at existing prices. Only 32 per 
cent. of the 12,683 packages of bark 
offered at the latest Amsterdam auc- 
tion were marketed at this sale and 
the average figure obtained was only 
4.14 Dutch cents per unit of bark, as 
compared with 4.21 Dutch cents at the 
May sale in that center, with 4.20 
Dutch cents at the April auction, with 
4.31 Dutch cents at the February sale 
and with 4.25 Dutch cents at the Janu- 
ary auction. It is a far cry from this

CUTTLEFISH.—The virtual de- 
pletion of spot stocks of the large size 
jewelers’ description of this commodity 
has recently induced the few local 
dealers to raise their prices to the ex- 
tent of 30c., making their revised quo- 
tation 95c,@$1. The small size jewelers’ 
grade is still available, however, at 
35@36c., according to quality and quan- 
tity, and the other descriptions like- 
wise remain unchanged. 

EPSOM SALTS.—Although domestic 
salts continue to be very strongly 
held, material concessions are now be- 
ing made in quotations for the foreign 
variety, which is being offered at 90c.@ 
$1. Only moderate demand is sstill 
noted for the foreign grade, despite the 
reduction in the asking price, 

ERGOT.—Keen competition among 
local holders of the Russian grade con- 
tinues to inspire cutting of prices for 
this variety, which is now being offer- 
ed at a further concession of 5c., mak- 
ing the revised quotation 874@90c., ac- 
cording to quality and quantity. In the 
face of additional reports of a scarcity 
of stocks in the primary centres and 
Hamburg, liberal offers of this article 
are now being made in the last-men- 
tioned centre at 85c., and even at 80c., 
as a majority of the holders there are 
desirous of converting their stocks in- 
to cash and thereby avoid paying any 
longer the exceptionally high interest 
charges which Russian and German 
bankers are demanding on loans made 
for the purpose of enabling first hands 
and operators to carry these goods. 
The Spanish grade, however, is still 
being very strongly held at $1.55@1.65, 
in consequence. of a depletion of stocks 
here and the impossibility of replen- 
ishing with supplies in the primary 
markets. ° 

FUSEL OIL.—So widespread has be- 
come the use of substitutes for this 
oil that purchasing operations are now 
reduced to meager proportions. Ameri- 
can manufacturers of crude oil, how- 
ever, continue to hold their prices 
firmly on a basis of $1.50@1.60 and are 
not restrained from maintaining these 
figures by the development of further 
weakness in the foreign markets for 
this grade, which is being offered 
abroad at $43@50 per 100 kilos, c. i. f. 
Russia and other countries, with cost 
of packages extra, for 1913 delivery. 
Sizable arrivals of foreign crude oi! 
continue to be noted, but these merely 
constitute deliveries on outstanding 
contracts and do not represent new 
business. American refiners are still 
loath to pay more than $1.30@1.60 for 
domestic crude oil, which varies widely 
in its amylic alcohol content. Do- 
mestic operators in crude oil are still 
asking $1.50@2 for relatively small lots, 
while the refiners continue to quote 
$2.40 for the refined oil and $2.35 for 
amyl acetate. 

GLYCERINE.—New 
the keenest kind has developed in 
Northwestern New York, where a re- 
finer has been persistently cutting 
prices throughout the week with the 
inevitable result that all the other re- 
finers have been compelled to follow 
suit. Both Eastern and Western re 
finers have lowered their prices for the 
chemicaliy pure description to the ex- 
tent of a quarter cent, making their 
revised quotation 19%c. for this grade 
in drums and barrels and 20%c. in cans. 
Competition among the leaging manu- 
facturers of the dynamite grade has 
likewise brought about a similar lower- 
ing of the quotation for this descrip- 
tion, which is now on a basis of 18 %¢c.. 
and corresponding reductions have 
been recorded in the prices asked for 
the soap lye and saponification grades, 
which are now being offered freely at

12%@l13c. and at 14%@li5c., respective- 
ly, according to glycerol content. A 
noteworthy diminution in the buying 


movement is reported on all sides. 

Our correspondents in Paris, Antwerp 
and Dusseldorf have advised us as fol- 
lows:— 

Paris, May 30, 1913. 

The European glycerine market continues 
very calm this week and it seems that buvers 
are for the moment rather disinterested in 
purchases for deliveries throughout the present 
year. At the beginning of the week some 
transactions were effected for 1914 shiprhents, 
but these transactions have ceased. 

The saponification grade is being offered at 
162% frances per kilo, and buyers, when they 
can be found, are counterbidding 160 francs 
per kilo. 

Soap lye has been sold at 142% francs per 
kilo, but sellers are now asking higher prices, 
ranging from 145 to 147% francs per kilo. 

The above prices, as usual, include new 
iron drums and call for payment at ninety 
days’ sight, cost and freight, New York. 


Antwerp, May 30, 1913. 


Business has been quiet within the week and 
there is no change in prices to report. 

The volume of business done is very small, 
but, although on the one hand buyers have 
not entered the market, on the other hand 
sellers have been more numerous than they 
were during the preceding week. A little spot 
business has been transacted at 157.50 francs 
per kilo, f. o. b. Antwerp, but there is still 
a large amount of glycerine which could be 
obtained at that price. Nevertheless, sellers 
do not seem disposed to make any concessions 
in the price, 

There also is a little to be had for July- 
December deliveries at 157.50 francs per kilo, 
but buyers are not interested in anything over 
155 franes, which latter price hag been bid 
and refused several times. 

No new business is reported for delivery dur- 
ing 1914 and the position is now unchanged. 








Sellers are asking 160 francs and buyers are 
mentioning 157.50 francs. 

The above prices apply to crude saponifica- 
tion glycerine of 87 per cent. 1,240 specific 
gravity quality, of anhydrous minimum, cash, 
less 3% per cent. discount, drums to be sup- 
plied by buyers. 

Diisseldorf, May 26, 1913. 

The poor demand for both crude and distilled 
grades, which was reported last week, contin- 
ued also this week. Some small transactions 
made at a parity of 155@157% francs, f. o. b. 
Continental ports, could now be put through. 

In view of the present featureless market, 
some producers have decided to enter contracts 
for next year’s delivery. Business has been 
done at the above-named figures for this year’s 
celivery. 

There are not many sellers at this figure, but 
distillers, on their part, do not show any de- 
sire to pay a premium over the Paris quotation 
because of the relatively low value of the 
chemically pure and dynamite grades, 

It is now the general opinion that the whole 
glycerine market will become better only if a 
good quantity of crude material appears on the 
market, 

Diisseldorf, June 2, 1913. 

The feature of this market last week was a 
small amount of business in both crude sapon- 
ification and distilled grades, but the prices 
obtained are not as good as they should be. 
As a whole, the market remains rather flat and 
transactions in the crude grades are practically 
restricted. There have appeared some small 
parcels of the saponification grade for nearby 








delivery in this market, but, owing to the 
absence of both large and small buyers, the 
offers thus made have not been accepted, 
though the producers appeared ready to make 
concessions. 

For deliveries in 1914 some demand has 
appeared, but business was not possible, as 


producers were asking high prices for forward 
positions. 

MENTHOL.—Only a small jobbing 
demand is now noted for this com- 
modity. In the absence of even a mod- 
erate buying movement, and in view 
of the favorable crop outlook in Japan, 
local importers have lowered their quo- 
tation to the extent of 15c. to an inside 
figure of $6.75 for case lots, and to $6.80 
for jobbing quantities. Operators in 
Japan comtinue to offer their stocks at 
concessions, a quotation of 19s. 6d. now 
being made for October, which have 
brought the asking price for the Oc- 
tober-November shipments down to 19s. 
6d. Unless the Japanese peppermint 
fields are swept by another typhoon, 
like that which wrought such damage 
in the spring of last year, a large yield 
of oil is expected in that country this 
year. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—In recogni- 
tion of a further reduction in, the cost 
of the precious white metal, manufac- 
turers of this derivative have lowered 
their quotations to the extent of a 
quarter cent, making their revised ask- 
ing figures 37%c. for 500 to 1,000-ounce 
lots, 38%c. for 100-ounce lots, and 39%4c. 
for smaller quantities down to a single 
ounce. 

ACIDS. 


CARBOLIC.—Overproduction, of this 
acid in Great Britain and a flagging 
demand in this country as well as 
abroad have combined to weaken the 
undertone of the local market and a 
further shading of prices is expected 
within the near future. At the mo- 
ment, some so-called “outside” lots of 
crystals are being offered as low as 
12zc. in drums, while the leading manu- 
facturers here are quoting 12'%c. for the 
crystals in such containers and are 
offering them in pound bottles at 17c. 


BALSAMS, 
FIR.—Spot stocks of the Canada 
grade are very meager, and as it is 


impossible to replenish the local mar- 
ket with supplies from the country of 
production, the few remaining holders 
of this balsam are refusing to sell 
their stocks for less than $12 and are 
asking as high as $13 in some instances. 


BARKS, 


CASCARA SAGRADA.—A constantly 
increasing demand is noted for this 
bark which is very strongly maintained 
at 7%c. for the new crop offerings, at 
8%@9e. for the two-year-old variety, 
and at 9%c. for the three and four- 
year-old descriptions. 


BERRIES, 


JUNIPER.—As the primary markets 
are almost bare of stocks and as spot 
supplies are far from plentiful, local 
importers and other holders continue to 
maintain their prices for desirable de- 
scriptions of these berries very firmly 
at an inside figure of 4c., while asking 
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up to 4%c. for exceptionally good 
grades. 
BEANS. 

TONKA.—Although liberal arrivals 
of new crop Angostura beans have 
been recorded within the last week, 
all of these receipts have been taken 
up immediately by the leading tobacco 
interests, which had contracted for 90 
per cent. of the yield several months 
ago. There has therefore been no re- 
plenishing of the meager spot stocks 
of the 1912 crop, which are still strong- 
ly held at $5@5.25. Paras are also very 
firmly maintained in sympathy with 
Angustoras at $2.50, and crystallized 
Surinams are likewise being firmly 
held at $4@4.50. 

VANILLA.—Recent arrivals of the 
1912-1913 crop of Mexican whole beans 
have proved that these beans possess 
an excellent aroma, and that, though a 
little shorter than the average, they are 
in many ways very desirable. The 
fact that the curers have taken ex- 
ceptional pais and spared no time jn 
the curing operations this year has 
assued an unusually good conservation, 
Extract manufacturers and other large 
consumers, however, are now reluctant 
to make additional purchases, having 
in most irgtances already contracted 
extensively and being unwilling to buy 
any more in view of the advent of 
warm weather and the uncertainty stil 
surrounding the contemplated revision 
of the tariff. Extract manufacturers 
who have not already covered their 
prospective requirements with the 1912- 
1913 crop Mexican beans are restrained 
from doing so by the possibility that 
the contemplated import duty may be 
lowered again from the suggested 
specific rate of 30 cents a pound to 15 
cents a pourd, or may be restored to 
the free list, in which they are now 
included. It is now figured that the 
New York and French operators have 
bought about 200,000 pounds of the 
1912-1913 crop of Mexican whole beans, 
or virtually all of this yield, as well 
as all the cuts. Latest arrivals of 
these whole beans have embraced a 
cargo of 113 cases, which reached the 
local port on June 6 on the steamship 
Monterey. Local operators continue to 
hold their prices very firmly at $3.75@ 
5 for the Mexican whole beans, but in 
some instances they are shading the 
quotation for off grade cuts to the 
extent of 12%c., making the revised 
figure for this description $3.12%. For 
the best grades of cuts, however, they 
are still asking and obtaining $3.25. 

Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us as follows:— 

Paris, May 30, 1913. 

This market reveals no change and business 
here is as slack as during the summer season. 
The Oceanien arrived on the 24th inst., bring- 
ing 44 cares, all loaded in Reunion. An agent 
in Bourbon says concerning the 1913-14 crop:— 
‘The prevailing opinion is that the production 
will not exceed 45,000 kilos, but 1 cannot decide 
myself to accept this figure as certain, and to 
belief it is safer to wait a little longer in 


my 
order to have a more definite estimate.”’ 
Bourbons are still strongly held in 


the local market as well as in France, 
where the Paris-Bordeaux syndicate of 
operators continues to control the sit- 
uation. The statistical position of 
3ourbon beans in France is excep- 
tionally strong inasmuch as stocks in 
Paris consist of only 65 tons of the 
1912-1913 crop, while those in  Bor- 
deaux amount to only 20 tons, making 
a total of only 85 tons in all France, 
from which all requirements will have 
to be filled until the new crop becomes 
available in November. The damage 
done to the new crop and vines on the 
islands of Reunion, Nossi-Be, Grand 
Comore and Tullear is likewise tend- 
ing to stiffen the situation still more, 
and little doubt is now expressed that 
the Paris-Bordeaux syndicate will suc- 
ceed in holding its position through the 
next five months and probably beyond 
that period, as they have already con- 
tracted heavily for new crop beans on 
the islands of production. 

South Americans are in scanty sup- 
ply in the local market and for the 
meager stocks of 1912-1913 crop Guada- 


loupe beans now available here, the 
quotation remains unchanged at $3@ 
3.50. For an exceptionally choice lot 


of 1911-1912 crop beans, one holder is 


asking as high as $4.

growers were inclined to demand. The same 
game could not be plaved direct with con- 


sumers who had the choice between the genuine 
oil and substitutes at much cheaper figures. 
Therefore, total exports have been this season 
much smaller than last year, thus creating a 
gradual accumulation of stocks which is begin- 
ning to weigh on the market, now that the 
season is fairly advanced and now that somej 
estimates are being made about the new crop 
which seem so far to be rather fair.

HERBS AND LEAVES,

however, are offering their meager 
spot stocks of this grade at a con-

COCOA.—The Truxillo description 
has been advanced a full cent, making 
the revised quotation 21@22c., accord- 
ing to quality, in view of a recent 
heavy reduction of spot stocks. Sev- 
eral sales of bale lots have just been 
made at 22c. 

LAUREL.—An advance of an eighth 
eent has occurred in the prices for 
these leaves in view of a depletion of 
spot stocks, the new asking figures 
being 3%@3%c., as to quality and 
quantity. 

THYME.—A _ virtual depletion of 
spot stocks has induced local holders 
to raise their prices an eighth cent 
to 4%@4'4c., according to quality and 
quantity.

The further strengthening of the 

general market over the interval seems 


to have reduced to a minimum the 
lines of resistance that had been 
raised in the local trade, and while 


the conditions have not been favorable 
for any trading of consequence with 
Calcutta, dealers are confident that 
the market has not in a considerable 
time been in a condition to command 
as hopeful prospects as at present. 
Despite the limitation upon business 
for import during the last few weeks, 
the buoyant trend of the primary mar- 
ket does not seem to have sustained 
any material setback, and the claims 
of a backward and substantially re- 
duced bysackie crop are meriting more 
serious consideration here. Shippers 
have manifested little disposition to 
court business, and offers have com-

As bearing upon the probable lightness 
of available stock in Calcutta, it is 
indicated that the fact that goods 
have been arriving here out of condi- 
tion much earlier in the season than 
usual may be considered as signifying 


that they represented fresh made 
stock. which is less desirable for 
shipping than supplies that have had 


the chance to become seasoned. Ship- 
pers are also reported to have shown 
an indifference to offers of out-of-con- 
dition goods, and prices named on 
some of the lots were regarded as im- 
practicable. Closing cables from the 
primary center marked an advance of 
%4@%c. for T N, June-July shipment 
over the interval. 

The feature of the London market 
was the soaring of the October option 
of T. N. to 92s., according to closing 
eable advices. Our correspondent 
cabled the spot position as 88s. and 
August as 90s., representing advances 


of 2 and 3s., respectively, over the 
week. Mail advices stated that Cal- 
cutta operators were attempting to 


buy in London apparently with a view 
of relieving the pressure on shipment 
engagements. The argument that this 
show of buying interest might have 
been prompted as A bull basis was 
discounted on the theory that Calcutta 
had heavy commitments on later ship- 
ments and would not be inclined to 
prejudice them by any artificial mar- 
ket tactics. The bullish contingent in 
Lordon is making capital of the like- 
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lihood of a steady material reduction 
in the heavy holdings there, which, it 
is estimated, may be at the rate of 3,000 
packages a month. The principal out- 
let is believed to be to the Continent 
to help make up for the marked re- 
striction of buying for that account 
during the present season. The spot 
situation is more reflective of the 
stronger course of the foreign markets,

The tenor of trade reports shows no 
appreciable change with the advance 
of the season. Production is overtak- 
ing new oraers in several branches of 
industry, and it appears as though out- 
put will have to be reduced to prevent 
surplus accumulations. Aside from 
the tariff revision, industrial authori- 
ties attribute the falling off of busi- 
ness to the heavy demands for capital 
from railroads, industrial companies, 
and to the antagonistic attitude of the 
administration toward corporate inter- 
ests. Merchants in many sections 
have reduced stocks and are conduct- 
ing their affairs with caution and con- 
servatism. This circumstance in itself 
is insurance against any “panicky” 
condition in general trade. 

Heavy liquidation of domestic and 
foreign accounts has caused violent 
fluctuations in the securities market, 
and the trend of values has been dis- 
tinctly downward. Fear of tight 
money «and the disturbed political 
situation abroad were paramount fac- 
tors in bringing about the revision of 
prices. 

The Ohio Fuel Supply Company re- 
ports gross earnings for the year end- 
ed April 30, 1913, of $5,431,561, an in- 
crease of $281,240, and surplus, after 
dividends, $459,841, a decrease of $98,625.

ports of a small crop. While fully admitting 
the probability of a marked advance in values 
toward the close of the year, any jump at the 
present moment is extremely ill advised, in- 
asmuch as it will enable importers to sell on 
the delivery market and ship against their 
sales, thereby increasing our already heavy 
stock. There is no doubt but that the higher 
quotations from Calcutta are due to the rise 
here, and the market is being manipulated with 
the view of getting America to buy, but from 
information received we do not think the ruse 
will be successful. Continental buying is still 
very meager, and although there has been a 
certain amount of inquiry for spot stuff, it has 
been mostly of a speculative nature, with the 
idea of a quick turnover. Receipts into Cal- 
eutta continue very small, but this is not 
much of a pointer, as demand for shipment bas 
been conspicuous by its absence, and it may 
be that supplies are being held up. The hack- 
neyed expression ‘‘Wait and see’’ may be aptly 
applied to the article at present, as any rise, 
to be sound, must come from Calcutta, and the 
lead is now being taken by London—a !ead 
which needless to remark, Calcutta is only too 
willing to follow, with the main crop of the 
year coming along. 


ROOTS. 


MANACA.—Although it is contend- 
ed by eminent analysts that there is 
no genuine manaca root available in 
this country at any price, a few local 
dealers still maintain that they have 
some of the true root which they are 
holding very firmly at 85@90c., accord- 
ing to quality and quantity. 

SARSAPARILLA.—A stronf under- 
tone continues to pervade the local 
market for the Mexican grade, in view 
of the difficulties still experienced in 
attempting to move the root from the 
producing country. Local holders now 
quote spot stocks of this root at an 
inside figure of 15c., while asking up 
to 17c. for some qualities. 


SEEDS. 


ANISE.—In the absence of more than 
a small jobbing demand, spot stocks of 
the Italian and Spanish seed have ac- 
cumulated to such an extent as to 
make it necessary for local holders to 
shade their prices of a quarter cent in 
order to encourage buying, The re- 
vised quotation for this seed is 7% @ 
8%c., according to quality and quan- 
tity. The star grade is still being 
held at 18%@18%c. : , 

CANARY.—As it is still impossible 
to replenish the greatly depleted spot 


stocks of the Smyrna seed with the 
supplies in Rodosto, the local market 
has become almost bare of this seed, 
and holders of the meager lots now 
available have raised their prices one- 
twentieth of a cent to 5.30@5.40c., ac- 
cording to quality. The South Ameri- 
can seed is still firmly held at 5.20@ 
5.30c., although arrivals of the new 
crop from Argentina have ‘recently 
augmented spot stocks of this grade 
considerably. The Sicily grade contin- 
ues to be maintained at 5%@5%c., ac- 
cording to quality. 

Our correspondent in 
advised us as follows:— 

Smyrna, May 24, 1913. 

Although no commercial transactions are yet 
allowed at Rodosto, letters have been received 
from there which give the available stock at 
25,000 bags, after deducting all that has been 
commandeered by the enemy or recklessly de- 
stroyed. 

One-third only of the area usually cultivated 
has been sown this year, but the fie!ds are be- 
ing so trampled upon by the belligerent armies 
that a crop of 20,000 bags is the maximum one 
may at best expect to raise. 

There are no sellers under 410s. per ton c. i, 
f., and that for delivery only when the war 
comes to an end, 

CARAWAY.—A further reduction of 
spot stocks of this seed has brought 
about another advance in the quota- 
tion which has been revised to 5%@ 
6%c., as to quality and quantity.

Carbon Deposit Removed with Dena- 
tured Alcohol. 


The subject of cleaning motor cylinders 
from carbon deposits by the use of de- 
natured alcohol has been attracting much 
attention, especially since some of the 
lower grades of gasoline have come into 
use as a fuel.

Experiments conducted by Mr. Anglada 
have shown that denatured alcohol intro- 
duced in the combustion space of an au- 
tomobile cylinder which is at the work- 
ing temperature of the engine will loosen 
the carbon deposit so as to permit the 
deposit to become separated from the 
walls of the combustion space and pass 
out of the cylinder with the exhaust 
gases when the engine is run. Due to 
the cleansing action of denatured alcohol 
an engine which has been in service for 
an extensive period will show a marked 
increase in operating efficiency.

Record Fluorspar Output and Sales. 


‘Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, June 13, 1913. 


The quantity of fluorspar mixed in the 
United States in 1912 was 117,282 short 
tons, compared with 93,563 tons mined in 
1911, according to an advance statement 
by E. F. Burchard, of the United States 
Geological Survey. The quantity of do- 
mestic ftluorspar reported as marketed in 
1912 was 116,545 short tons, valued at $769,- 
163, compared with 87,048 short tons, 
valued at $611,447, marketed in 1911, an in- 
crease in quantity of 29,497 tons and in 
value of $157,716. This increase represents 
nearly 34 per cent. of the quantity and 
nearly 26 per cent. of the value of the 
product marketed in 1911. The production 
and sales of fluorspar in 1912 were by far 
the greatest ever recorded. The average 
price per ton for the whole country, on 
board cars or barges at railroad or water 
shipping points, considering all grades of 
fluorspar, gravel, lump and ground, was 
approximately $6.60 in 1912, as compared 
with $7.02 in 191l—a decrease of 42 cents a 
ton, or nearly 6 per cent, 

Fluorspar was produced in 1912 in five 
States, Illinois, Kentucky, Colorado, New 
Hampshire and New Mexico, ranking in 
the order named. Increases in sales were 
reported in Iilinois and Colorado, while 
Kentucky, New Hampshire and New 
Mexico reported slight decreases, 

The quantity of fluorspar marketed in 
1912 in the Lilinois-Kentucky district was 
114,410 short tons, valued at $756,653. Of 
this total 97,151 tons were of gravel spar, 
valued at $565,784; 5,315 tons were of lump 
spar, valued at $36,553, and 11,945 tons were 
ground spar, valued at $154,316. The out- 
put of Colorado, New Hampshire and New 
Mexico in 1912 was 2,135 short tons of 
gravel spar, valued at $12,510. 

The imports of fluorspar entered for 
consumption into the United States in 
1912 were 26,176 short tons, valued at $71,- 
616, or $2.74 per ton, as compared with 32,- 
764 short tons, valued at $80,592, or $2.46 
per ton fn 1911,

Saturday Noon, June 14, 1913. 


According to opinions of several 
prominent chemical dealers, the week’s 
business has continued along limited 
lines. Large contracts are the excep- 
tion and the inclination of consumers 
is to operate conservatively. Tariff de- 
velopments during the next few weeks 
will be watched with interest and it is 
expected that trade conditions in the 
fall will show appreciable improve- 
ment. Production has been adjusted in 
many items to meet requirements and 
most of the late importations have 
moved out on contracts, thereby reliev- 
ing the market from pressure of excess 
stocks. Commercial white arsenic is 
not in abundant local supply, but the 
continued independence of buyers has 
kept the market in easy tendency and 
at the close spot quotations were lower. 
Importers of bleach have disposed of 
their surplus holdings and the market 
has been maintained at former figures. 
Nitrate of lead is moderately lower on 
spot, with business practically nil. 
Competition is keen in caustic soda and 
soda ash and the markets present an 
unsettled condition. Carbonate of zinc 
is in very limited supply and the mar- 
ket has advanced from 10c. to 1lc, Com- 
petition is keeping carbonate of cop- 
per unsettled and no recovery can be 
noted in vrices. Tin oxide has been 
lowered to a basis of 48c., against a 
former price of 50c. The revision is at- 
tributed to the declining tendency of 
the metal. Antimony oxide has been 
reduced to 8@9c., against a previous 
quotation of 8%@10c. 3elow is a de- 
tailed market report of the principal 
items of chemical interest, also a sum- 
mary of the London, Liverpool and 
Antwerp chemical markets. 


HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—This 
market shows no departure from its 
usual even course. Distributors are ex- 
periencing a fair seasonable inquiry 
and the movement on standing con- 
tracts to the baking powder, lumber 
and mineral water industries is report- 
ed to compare favorably with last year 
at this time. Dealers quote ic. for bulk, 
1.10c. for kegs f. o. b, works and 1-5c, 
more for goods delivered in local ter- 
ritory. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—No appre- 
ciable improvement can be noted in 
the consuming inquiry and trading has 
continued along rather quiet lines. 
Attempts to force concessions on spot 
offerings have been unsuccessful and 
1.25c, was asked at the close for prime. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Although round 
lots are not prompting unusual atten- 
tion, there is a fair demand for small 
quantities and a satisfactory volume of 
business is reported for home and ex- 
port requirements. Competition con- 
tinues keen for large contracts and it 
is intimated that slight concessions are 
obtainable on firm offers. Sellers quote 
1.474%4.@1.52%ec. on the basis of 60 per 
cent. for 76 and 78 per cent., and 60 
per cent. at 1.57%@1.62%c. f. o. b. mak- 
ers’ works; powdered 76 per cent. is 
held at 2@2%c., according to quantity 
and seller, 

SAL SODA.—Local trade conditions 
remain unchanged and the market, 
while steady, is devoid of new feature. 
Sellers quote .60c. and up f. o .b, for 
barrels, less the usual discount terms, 
Spot lots of concentrated are available 
on the basis of 1%c. and up, accord- 
ing to quantity, seller and terms of 
sale. 

SALT CAKE.—Sellers report a light 
routine movement into channels of 
consumption, but there appears to be 
little call for round lots at present. 
Quotations may be repeated on the 
basis of .55c. for car lots in bulk f, o. 
b. works.

FISH SCRAP.—The season is proving 
very backward, and poor reports from 
the fishing grounds are having the 
effect of making prices uncertain, 
especially for fall delivery, and many 
dealers are refusing to quote on distant 
positions. Material so far off red for 
sale is small, and trading is impossible 
of expansion until conditions are more 
favorable, 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Interest is be- 
ing taken in reports of nitrate de- 
posits in Southern California, These de- 
posits are in the Chemehuvis Valley, 
thirty-three miles south of Needles, 
Cal.

ACID PHOSPHATE).—Phosphates 
are quiet and the current week reports 
no improvement in consumptive de- 
mand. And phosphate is reported to 
be in better position in Southern mar- 
kets, but prices are not strengthened 
and the local quotation remains at $7 
for 16 per cent. Bones are moving 
slowly, especially steamed bones, which 
are easier in tone and declining in 
prices. Rough hard bones are in small 
supply and are holding steady in price. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—It is reported 
that an important find of phosphate 
deposits has been made at Safage, 
about 260 miles from Suez, on the west- 
ern coast of the Red Sea. This deposit 
has been carefully examined and work 


will soon commence. Nearly all do- 
mestic markets renort a poor demand 
tor phosphate rock. A report from 
abroad says that the position of Al- 
giers as a phospahte producing coun- 
try is quite assured, and the French 
colonial enthusiasts record, among 


other things, with satisfaction that the 


production of phosphate in that de- 
pendency has risen from about 1,000 
tons in the year 1899 to about 500,000 


tons in 1912. The advance is sufficient- 
ly rapid to justify the anticipation that 


Algiers can be relied upon for a long 
time as a reserve of phosphates. These 
are exploited by a number of com- 


panies already sufficiently well known 
on the European exchanges, some of 
them having a home in London. But 
not all the phosphate extracted in Al- 
giers is exported. A considerable quan- 
tiey is used in the country of origin. A 
large proportion goes to France, but 
most of it goes to other countries. Of 
the phosphates exported, France takes 
about a fifth only, and other countries 
the remainder. The Algerian deposits 
are a continuation of those of Tunis. 
They lie in a series of Deds of varying 
thickness and value. The workings are 


connected by rail with the ports, and 
at the mines various kinds of power 
are in use, particular mention being 
made of electricity and oil engines.

The market for potash salts has been 
more interesting during the week be- 
cause of reports affecting the industry 
rather than from a trading standpoint.

500,000, This company, according to 
report, is to obtain potash and borax 
from the alkali deposits at Searles 


Lake, in the Mojave Desert, of Califor- 
nia. Reports regarding the workings 
of the German Potash Law also were 
current this week and the subject was 
made the basis of a report from our 
consul at Brunswick, who said that 
the potash law passed two years ago 
primarily for putting an end to the 
concessions granted by certain mining 
companies to American importers ac- 
complished that object, but has failed 
to limit the production of potash. The 
allowance under the law of gales 
quotas to new mining companies enter- 
ing on the stage of production led to 
a rush on the part of old companies to 
sink new shafts in order to maintain 
their quotas and to the establishment 
of a great many new mining compan- 
les. The consequence has been over- 
production and a general collapse of 
the industry, It will probably take 
several years to equalize the supply 
with the demand for potash. Lezgisla- 
tion is now pending to amend the pot- 
ash law so as to regulate the produc- 
tion, but so far it has been found im- 
practicable to frame the necessary reg- 
ulations. Another report bearing on 
the subject of potash salts comes from 
France, where, it is said, that experi- 
ments go to prove that potash fertil- 


izers seems to give protection from 
frost. It has been found that plants 
in a field strongly fertilized with 
kainit suffered little from a series of 


heavy frosts, those on a lightly fertil- 
ized area were more injured, and those 


on untreated land were much dam- 
aged.

BLOOD AND TANKAGE.—These materials 
remain practically unchanged and buyers are 
waiting before making contracts for future 
deliveries. 

FISH SCRAP.—Owing to the very unsatis- 
factory catch so far made producers are hold- 
ing off quotations on this material, especially 
for late fall delivery. 


CHICAGO FERTILIZER MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, June 12, 1913. 

Trade in animal ammoniates at Chicago this 
week has been without animation. Principal 
producers, the big packers, persist in adhering 
to recent high prices, and are making no ef- 
forts to stimulate buying interest. They are in 
a comfortable position to hold the stand they 
have taken, as stocks of dried blood and 
ground tankage are at about as low an ebb as 
they have been at any previous time in recent 
years. Packers who have fertilizer plants of 
their own are storing what blood and tankage 
they produce from day to day with the inten- 
tion of using the commodities in making fin- 
ished, fertilizers next fall and winter, Others, 
without plants of their own, are preserving 
their products with the view of accumulating 
generous supplies against the demand which 
they feel is sure to develop before many 
months have passed. Some of the smaller 
packers, who have neither fertilizer plants nor 
storage capacity, are willing to sell their prod- 
uct as they go along, and brokers have found 
it possible to provide their clients with mod- 
erate quantities of both blood and tankage at a 
rebate of 5@10c. per unit from full market 
quotations by applying to these small pro- 
ducers. These concessions have not attracted 
a big demand, however, and the trade remains 
extremely dull, even for the season. Buyers 
have many theories on which they base their 
expectations of a much cheaper market before 
the opening of the active fall season. In the

There are not many features to re- 
port about the materials of this mar- 
ket as the result of the week’s trading. 
The market is steady in demand and in 
prices. With most of the important 
articles passing to consumer on con- 
it is natural to expect steady 
conditions. One of the most important 
developments of the week was found 
in reports from Washington that some 
dyestuffs had been transferred to the 
free list in the new tariff schedule. Un- 
certainty regarding the final outcome 
of this schedule lends uncertainty to 
demnand for the articles which are like- 
ly to be affected. A report which 
reached the market this week, says 
that according to the annual report of 
the work done during 1911-12 at the 
experimental gardens at Amani, Ger- 
man East Africa, divi-divi trees plant- 
ed at the end of 1908 have in some 
cases blossomed and borne a few 
fruits, which have not ripened. The 
trees, on the whole, are considered to 
have developed well. 

A report from Germany says that in 
spite of the troubles in the Balkan 
States and elsewhere in Europe, ex- 
ports of aniline dyes amounted to 158,- 
976 double centners in the first quarter 
of 1913, as compared with 142,528 double 
centners in 1912; exports of synthetic 
and natural indigo rose from _ 28,971 
double centners to 75,872 double cent- 
ners during the same period, this sud- 
den increase being chiefly due to the

increase of imports into China from 
2,158 double centners to 49,132 double 
centners. Detailed reports on _ the

ALBUMEN.—Present trading in al- 
bumen is quiet and featureless. Cer- 
tain grades of dried egg albumen are 
in moderate demand and consumption 
of blood albumen is about normal, with 
no new developments in the local mar- 
ket. Sellers quote 22@32c. for blood 
albumen and 42@65c. for egg albumen. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—While 
imports of aniline salts will show a 
loss for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
as compared with the two years pre- 
ceding, present consumption is said to 
be slightly ahead of last year. With 
prices for both aniline oil and salts on 
an unchanged basis, the market pre- 
sents ne new features and local sellers 
report a routine movement, Quota- 
tions remain at 8%@9%c. for aniline 
salt and 10%@10%c. for anline oil. 


BICHROMATES.—A report from 
Manchester says bichromates of soda 
and potash have been quiet, with more 
interest shown in bichromate of pot- 
ash. Prices are holding steady, with 
bichromate of potash quoted at 34d. 
per pound, less 5 per cent., English -and 
Scotch delivery, and 34d, per pdund 
net f. o. b. Glasgow, for export, Bi- 
chromate of soda is 3d. per pound, less 
5 per cent., English and Scotch deliver- 
ies, and 2%d. per pound net f. o, b. 
Glasgow, for export. The week has 
brought scarcely any change to the 
local market. Manufacturers are 
making steady deliveries each month 
against outstanding orders and this 
accounts for the largest part of 
present movement to consumers. Sell- 
ers are still competing for orders 
among consumers of soda and in, some 
cases 4%c. per pound is available on 
car lots, though quotations are given 
at 4%c. Bichromate of potash is un- 
changed at 6%c. 

CUTCH.—The shipments of cutch 
from Rangoon to all parts, from Janu- 
ary 1 to May 26, were 1,450 tons, 
against 2,250 tons in 1912, and 3,650 
tons in 1911. Boxed cutch has been 
in moderate request, but there is a 
slow call for baled cutch. Prices, vary- 
ing according to quality and quantity, 
are quoted at4%@é6c. 

DEXTRINES.—For some time back 
the market has been in a very firm 
position, with stocks for nearby posi- 
tions rather limited. Consuming de- 
mand has been fair, and has extended 
to foreign as well as to domestic 


grades. No quotable change in prices 
has been announced, and the price 
schedule is repeated at:—Dextrine, 


$2.80 in bags, $2.91 in barrels; special 
dark canary dextrines, $2.90 in bags,

4%d. per 
ewt. Buying demand has been poor, 
and the tendency of prices seems to

PRUSSIATES. — This market was 
quiet during the week. There is a 
good consumption of prussiate of soda, 
both of domestic and foreign origin.

first place they believe the demand will be 
greatly curtailed this year because of the dam- 
age to crops by frost in California and floods 
in central States last winter, which left many 
farmers in an impoverished state, not likely 
to be in a position to invest in fertilizer ma- 
terials, The unsettled financial condition is 
also causing hesitancy, while the plentifulness 
of cheaper substitutes is regarded as a strong 
factor unfavorable to the market for blood and 
tankage. 

GROUND DRIED BLOOD,.—A few sales have 






been made for prompt delivery this week at 
$2.65@2.67%, f. o. b. Chicago. Packers still 
ask $2.70, but they are not doing any business 





at the price. Futures remain at a standstill, 
being quoted at a premium of 24%@5c. a month 
for each month deferred over the spot price, 
which buyers believe beyond reason 

GROUND HIGH-GRADE TANKAGE.—Nom- 
inal market for unlimited quantities of ground 
tankage for immediate shipment is $2.50 and 
10, f. 0. b. Chicago. Scattered lots are avail- 
able at $2.40 and 10, however, and as all the 
business transacted has been at lower than 
{ 10 this price is regarded as out of 
line, Futures are being offered at the cus- 
tomary 2%@5c. premium per month, but are 
not attracting any inquiries, 

A fair trade is being done in other fertilizers. 
Among these peat filler Is the leader, large 
sales having been made and more inquiries be- 
ing on hand for future delivery. Phosphate 
rock is moving moderately, the current busi- 
ness being restricted because the majority of 
the large users are already under contract. 
Cyanamid is held on a firm basis at $2.30 for 
powdered and $2.50 for granulated. Steamed 
bone is being urged on sale and prices incline 
downward, although showing no material 
change. The nominal price is $17.75 per ton. 
Florida phosphate is being neglected and is 
weak at $2.75 for 68 per cent. at the mines, 
Nitrate of soda is quoted at $2.47%@2.50 for 
spot, and $2.40@2.45 for futures. Sulphate of 
ammonia is priced at $3.04 c. I. f. Atlantic 
ports.

BALTIMORE FERTILIZER MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Baltimore, June 12, 1913. 

The fertilizer trade situation continues with- 
out important changes. Of course there is al- 
ways some movement of mixtures, but the real 
reason for the shipment of manufactured goods 
is over, and in the absence of any immediate 
needs the manufacturers are disposed to main- 
tain an attitude of indifference when crude ma- 
terials are mentioned. The season has been 
good and the future is regarded as most prom- 
ising. As far as present indications go the re- 
quirements for next fall are likely to be large, 
but the range of prices for crude stocks is at 
such a level that the buyers incline to the view 
that nothing is to be lost by waiting, and they 
are holding back to such an extent that 
marked quiet prevails in the trade. This is not 
to be construed as indicating any unfavorable 


development; on the contrary, the feeling 
is distinctly one of hopefulness and even of 
optimism, but in the absence of real necessi- 
ties the placing of orders is postponed, each 
side hoping to gain an advantage from the 
delay. 


FISH SCRAP.—The menhaden fishing season 
so far has been anything but satisfactory, the 
weather having turned very unfavorable again, 
One night the thermometer dropped so low 
that a thin skim of ice formed in exposed 
places, while during a considerable part of the 
time easterly winds helped to create climatic 
conditions which operated against large catches. 
So far the menhaden fleet has done compara- 
tively little and there will be great disap- 
pointment unless a decided change for the bet- 
ter sets in soon. As the fish factories have 
relatively little scrap to sell their ideas of 
prices rather exceed those of the buyers, and 
for the present no attempt is being made to 
hold out concessions that would appeal espe- 
cially to the manufacturers either on spot ship- 
ment or for future delivery. The talk down the 
bay is around $2.65 and 10, but the views of 
the buyers are very much iower, and a very 
respectable distance separates the two sides 
before they can meet. Uniess the catch of 
menhaden increases beyond present expecta- 
tions or the buyers feel far greater urgency 
than is now the case, there will be no de- 
cided movement in the direction of the two 
sides coming together. Perhaps mutual con- 
cessions will be necessary in the end, 

TANKAGE.—The conditions with respect to 
tankage are about the same as they have been 
for some weeks. As the period of inactivity 
lengthens the large Western producers seem 
rather more inclined to hold out price induce- 
ments and the range of the quotations is a 
shade easier. Having held out as long as there 
was the slightest chance of getting the ben- 
efit of the active movement in mixtures, the 
producers of tankage now feel that there is 
nothing to be gained by adherence to the old 
quotations, and very gradually their figures 
have been shaded. They are now talking of 
$2.85 and 10 for high-grade 11 and 15 ground 


tankage and of $2.70@2.75 and 10 for un- 
ground c. a. f. Baltimore, with futures consid- 
erably higher. But at these figures the buy- 


ers profess not to be interested, and the move- 
ment at this time is decidedly restricted, 
GROUND BLOOD.—The situation with re- 
spect to ground b'ood is even more uneventful, 
if this were possible, than that with respect to 
tankage, and the quotations are to a large 
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extent nominal, The buyers are not disposed 
to pay over $2.70@2.75 c. a. f. basis Baltimore 
for high-grade ground blood, while the ideas of 
the large producers are around $2.85@2.87%, 
at which figure the buyers are not at all in- 
clined to entertain offers. 

CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.—One of the 
substances that is almost entirely relegated 
to the rear at this time is concentrated tank- 
age. Ground stocks are not heard of at all, 
while unground supplies are probably not con- 
sidered at anything above $2 per unit c. a. f. 
basis Baltimore. As the warm weather ap- 
proaches the movement in concentrated tankage 


sags for the reason that the material is very 
difficult to handle at the height of the sum- 
mer. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—A fair demand for acid 
phosphate prevails, but the situation in a way 
presents an anomalous aspect in that the quo- 
tations have so far shown no actual movement 
upward. To be sure, the feeling in the trade 
has gained strength, and actually the range of 
prices is higher, even though the nominal 
figures remain the same. In view of the brisk 
inquiry that has prevailed and that still con- 
tinues in evidence, together with the excellent 
outlook for next fall and the inroads that have 
been made on the holdings here, it would seem 
that the range of prices ought to have moved 
up nominally as well as actually, Just why 
such has not been the case is not easily ex- 
plained. Acid phosphate ruies lower now, at 
least nominally, than at this time last year, 
which was admittedly an unsatisfactory period. 
The quotations are still around $7 for 14 per 
cent. and $7.50 for 16 per cent. stocks. 


NITRATE OF SODA.—The market for nitrate 
of soda is on a gradual decline. The firm- 
ness at very advanced figures that prevailed 
at the height of the last shipping season and 
even before it has given place to a decidedly 
easier feeling and the market still seems to be 
weakening. There is no large demand for 
stocks, while the offerings are fairly liberal, 
and the combined effect of the two develop- 
ments tends to make the trade appreciably 
quiet. Spot is being quoted around $2.45, late 
June at $2.42% and July forward at $2.40. 
The offerings apparently suffice to meet any 
requirements that are likely to develop, 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—market for sul- 
phate of ammonia is characterized by extreme 
quiet, with buyers decidedly scarce and the 
offerings not especially liberal, but with the 
quotations at a point where the purchasers 
manifest very little interest. The prevailing 
figures are nominally about $2.974%2@3 for June, 
July and August, with September and October 
shipment at $3 and November forward at $3.05. 
It cannot be said that the offerings are espe- 
cially pressing or heavy, but the wants of the 
local factories are not calculated to develop 
any spirit. 

POTASH.—About the only movement of con- 
sequence with regard to potash are the fairly 
liberal receipts by local manufacturers on con- 
tracts in anticipation of next season's require- 
ments. The range of prices for stocks at sec- 
ond hand are not such as to encourage any 
great volume of this kind of selling, so that the 
situation is in the main decidedly quiet. The 
syndicate prices on carload lots are unchanged, 
they being per ton of 2,000 pounds each, with 
bagged goods in bags of 200 pounds, shipment

BONE.—There is no change to be noted in 


the market for bone, the demand keeping up 
fairly well and the quotations being sustained 
at the level of values that has prevailed for 
some time. Considerable interest is shown in 
the available supplies, and all of the indica- 
tions point to an active market when the re- 
quirement of the manufacturers shall have be- 
come more pressing with the commencement of 
the next shipping season. For the present the

Small Graphite Production. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, June 13, 1913. 

In connection with a monograph which 
the United States Geological Survey has 
published from the pen of Edson S§S. Bas- 
tin, covering the production of graphite 
in the country in 1912, it is stated that the 
production of natural graphite during last 
year aggregated 2,445 short tons, valued 
at $207,033. This is the smallest production 
shuwn in the last six years. Mr. Bastin 


in his introduction to this monograph 


says:— 


A considerable quantity of material {s pro- 
duced in Bartow county, Ga., which cannot 
properly be classed as graphite, but is rather 
a slate carrying from 2 to 16 per cent. of car- 
bon, probably in part graphite. It is ground 
for use as a filler and drier in fertilizers.* In 
1909 the production of this material was in- 
cluded in the statistics under the heading 
“Amorphous Graphite,’’ but as it is not 
adapted for any of the purposes for which 
higher grades of amorphous graphite are used 
and as these higher grades are never used as 
fertilizer filler, it is deemed best not to include 
this material] under the name graphite. 


The bulk of the graphite consumed in this 
country continues to be derived from foreign 
deposits. In 1912 the quantity of graphite im- 
ported into the United States for consumption 
was 25,643 short tons, valued at $1,709,337. In 
contrast to this the total domestic production 
was 2,445 short tons of natural graphite, val- 
ued at $207,033, and 6,448 short tons of manu- 
factured graphite, valued at $830,193.
